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PLEDGED TO CLEVELAND 


NEW-YORK DEMOCRATS 

DORSE HIS COURSE. 

HILL AND HIS FRIENDS DEFEATED IN 
EVERY MOVE—THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION’S FRIENDS IN FULL CONTROL. 

Gov. Hill and his adherents a few months 
ago made a contest in the Democratic State 
Committee and produced a dead-lock, for a 
brief period, in the matter of selecting a 
member of the National Committee of the 
party. The factional disturbance thus cre- 
ated aroused the adherents of the President 
and caused them to exert themselves. In 
the Democratic State Convention, which 
met in the Academy. of Music yesterday, 
andin the presence of 3,000 persons, the 
result was declared. Mr. Hill and his fol- 
lowers were routed. Even the most blatant 
of his shouters last evening admitted that 
the Governor had been thoroughly beaten, 
and that the convention was wholly in Mr. 
Cleveland’s interest. 

The Hill men did their work quietly, but 
they displayed great ingenuity. Some of 
them went on to Washington to try and 
convince the Administration that the Gov- 
ernor was too strong a man in this State to 
be ignored, and that his presence at St. 
Louis would add strength to the ticket to 
be put in nomination. Then they let the 
word go abroad in this State that they 
were in favor of the Administration, and 
that it was Mr. Cleveland’s. wish that Hill 
should be a delegate at large. The entire 
performance, gotten up simply to advance 
the Governor’s chances for a renomination, 
failed of its intended effect. 

Not only was there selected a delegation 
to St. Louis wholly in favor of the Presi- 

dent’s renomination and instructed to do all 
in their power to bring this about, but 
most of Mr. Hill’s supporters in the State 
Committee were forced to make way for 
pronounced Cleveland men. The Hill men 
were not prepared to concede that their 
leader’s chances of a renomination for Gov- 
ernor had received a decided set-back. But 
asthey were in an angry frame of mind 
they could hardly be expected to do this. 
When they shook from their feet the dust 
of the convention they were simply in a 
mood to threaten vengeance. ‘‘Wait until 
our turn comes” was the general tenor of 
such of their remarks as will! bearrepetition 
in a family newspaper. 

It was expected until yesterday that two 
days would be necessary to enable the con- 
vention todo its work. The unanimity of 
sentiment made it possible for the delegates 
to finish the work on the day it began. The 
general results were in accordance with the 
wishes of the President’s friends and as fore- 
told by THE TIMEs. : ; 

A change was determined on early in the 
morning as to one of the delegates at large. 
The selection of Messrs. Flower, Cooper, 
and Raines was a foregone conclusion. As 
to the fourth man, the precaution taken by 
the Kings County men in declining to re- 
ceive the Chairmanship of the convention 
bore fruit. Mayor Chapin, instead of being 
selected to preside yesterday, was chosen as 
the fourth of the delegates at Jarge to St. 
Louis. The first ballot taken in committee 
showed this was the result of an understand- 
ing with the men from this city. It 
is worth mention for the sake of the rec- 
ord, perhaps, that Hill was. deemed by 
five men as worthy of a place among the 
deiegates. ‘These five men were Eugene 
Griswold of Suffolk, D. G. Hackley of 
Montgomery, George W. Youmans of Dela- 
ware, 8. A. Beardsley of Oneida, and H. D. 
Graves of Essex. : 

The proceedings of the conveution and of 
most of the committees were exceedingly 
harmonious. ‘The majority was too large 
pne way for opposition to venture to show 
itself openly. Mr. Cleveland’s name was 
received with the heartiest enthusiasm, and 
the plank in the platform commending his 
message to Congress on the surplus met 
with more enthusiasm from the 
delegates than any other utterance. 
The very tew Hill men_ on_ the 
floor of the convention showed no 
enthusiasm even when the Governor re- 
ceived the compliment of the most formal 
kind of commendation, and what loud 
shouting came in at this point was in the 
galleries, and showed that tickets of adimis- 
sion had been judiciously distributed among 
gentlemen who work along the aqueduct. 

The portion of the platform which refers 
to the tariff gave trouble to the committee 
having the matter in charge. After much 
discussion it was simply determined not to 
be tuo pronounced on the subject, and the 
matter was dismissed with the indorsement 
of the recommendations contained in the 
President’s message to Congress. 

There was much draping of flags and 
otheremblems in and about the Academy 
of Music, which attracted the attention of 
passers-by yesterday, morning. Files of 
police were ranged in soldierly order in 
tront of the entrances to the building and 
kept in motion the crowds of curious peo- 
ple that showed a disposition to collect and 
slog up the passageways. There was not 
only a prodigality, but a wonderful variety 
in the colors displayed within and withont 
the building, and Mayor Hewiitt’s patriotic 
soul wonld have recoiled could he have 
seen the mingling of American, Irish, Ger- 
man, French, Italian, and other national 
tlags. 

The decorations of the interior of the 
Academy showed up well and produced a 
generaily pleasing effect. Right over the 
stage, which was set for a conventional in- 
terior scene, hung a device made of Ameri- 
can flags, looped. on each side of a painted 
circle, whereon was depicted the coat of 
arms of the State. This was surmounted 
by a gilt eagle with outstretched wings. 
‘he boxes were draped with large Amer- 
ican flags, suspended from the rails, 
and by standards also showing the na- 
tional colors. Atop of the tiers of boxes 
on each side were three flags. The centre 
of these on one side was the lrish emblem, 
and en the other the German. A series of 
shields of heraldic pattern were backed up 
against the pillars supporting the boxes, 
One of the shields, which showed an orange- 
colored harp surmounted by a crown on a 
green background, was well calculated to 
excite wrath, but, luckily perhaps, was not 
generally noticed. It was explained that 
the decorator alone was responsibie for the 
devices. Music was furnished by Bayne’s 
Sixty-minth Regiment Band, and it proved 
sutliciently inspiring. ’ 

The police arrangements were creditable 
and calculated to preserve order without 
undue friction. Commissioner Voorhis was 
present in his official no less thanin his 
political capacity. A squad of 100 patrol- 
men were under command of Capt. Clinchy, 
The principal order given them apparenti 
was to prevent any one’s smoking in the 
building, and this order was carried out 
thorougbly. Police Inspector Williams, as 
stalwart as ever, came in to view the 
arrangements, but he did aot stay. He said 
he merely wished to find out whether the 
eonvention needed a really unprejudiced 
Chairman. If so, he was prepared to serve. 

Both delegates and visitors were rather 
late in arriving. ‘The hour for opening the 
convention was set for noon. But at that 
time there was the merest sprinkling of 
people present. The next half hour, how- 
ever, showed @ decided change. ‘The stage, 
orchestra, boxes, balconies, and gallery 
filled so thoroughly that there was not even 
standing room when the busisess of the 
session began. Many ladies were in the 
boxes.

lt was 12:50 o’clock when Edward Mnur- 
phy, Jr., the Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, called the convention to order and 
in the most formal way said that he had 
been directed to nominate for temporary 
Chairman Mr. Frederic R. Coudert of New- 
York and for Secretaries Messrs. Charles R. 
De Freest, Thomas F. Gilroy, and William 
E. Delaney. , 

Mr. Coudert’s name was received with ap- 
plause, and Richard Croker of this city and 
James 8. Stevens of Wyoming were ap- 
pointed a committee to escort him to the 
stage. 

Mr. Coudert’s address was delivered in an 
easy, conversational tone that proved very 
ettective, although there was in its utter- 
ance no studied attempt at oratory. The 
mention of Daniel Manning’s name was well 
received, and especially significant was the 
applause when the speaker mentioned Gen. 
Hancock and Gen. McClellan, with an in- 
cidental allusion to Senator Ingalls’s recent 
attack. President Cleveland’s name was 
mentioned just once, and this, purposely, at 
the end of the address. It was received 
with enthusiasm, the shouting, stamping, 
and applause being prolonged. _ 

in his address Mr. Coudert said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: There is 
nothing particularly strange to me in this as- 
semblage and this building. The last time that 
I can remember that you apd I met here—for I 
see many familiar faces—it was at a meeting 
of Democratic congratulation. [Applause.]} 
Some of you may recailit. It was in November, 
1884, when we bad just gore through a close 
and tiercely-contested election. We knew that 
we had carried the day. But there were some 
slow-minded men of a different political per- 
suasion who would not yield to the facts, 
and who required that we should tell them 
so. [Laughter and applause.] So we met here 
and we had just such an assemblage as we have 
to-day. Wedeclared that we had elected our 
candidates and that there should not be a repe- 
tition of the past. misunderstandings and wis- 
takes. [Applause.] Many wise people shook 
their heads and many timid people blamec us 
for anticipating the official declaration of what 
had occurred on election day; but we told them 
that we knew the facts, and thatif we were too 
rapid this time, eight years before we had been 
too slow, and we would make an average which 
would be just right. [Laughter and applause. j 

We did teel very happy on that occasion be- 
cause the sensation of triumph was s0 new. 
{Laugnter.}] Those who, like some of us upon 
this platform have grown gray in the Demo- 
cratic service, hardly knew how to treat a vic- 
tory. But victory is not new to us now. We 
have become accustomed to it, and we can now 
congratulate ourselves not only upon the pros- 
pect that we have but upon the recerd we have 
made. {Loud applause. | 

Now we have met together, and this is the 
initiatory step in the Presidential campaign of 
1884! And how different the outlook from 
what it was then. Then we could only 
make promises and appeal to the proba- 
bilities for our good faith. Now we can stand 
upon the facts, and we can say to all the citizens 
otf the country: ‘We made you pledges; point 
out one single pledge that we have broken! We 
made you promises when we were out of power; 
point out one that we have not kept.”” [Loud 
aupplause.| We were told that the advent of the 
Dewocracy into power meant financial disaster, 
panic, and ruin. Look about you now. When 
has our name ever been more honored at home 
or abroad? When has our Treasury been man- 
aged more intelligently and honestly? We did 
have to endure 4 great loss in the person of the 
first Secretary ot the Treasury under a Demo- 
cratic Administratioa—I mean our lamented 
and honored fellow-citizen of New-York—Daniel 
Manning. [Loud and continued applause.|] How 
faithful and how true to his truet even the 
bitterest enemies of his party had to concede, 
even before the grave closed over his remains. 
{Renewed applause.] And we Gan justly claim 
that, although Daniel Manning fell honored and 
regretted, another citizen of this State has risen 
to his place, who will see that the Treasury of 
the United States, which means the toil ef the 
people, shall net be wasted in vain. [Applause. ] 

We are asked what promises we have broken 
or what pledges we have left unfulfilled. I ap- 
peal tothe histery of the last three years. I[ 
ask you whether the fears which were enter- 
tained even by wise and good men of a change 
have been realized. We were never more pros- 
perous, and why? Simply because Democratic 

rincipies have been carried out by honest 
Peade. [Applause.] Our Treasury is over- 
flowing and has created a danger which 
the heads of our country and of our party 
was brave enough to point out to his 
people, because he once said—and his life ever 
since has proved it—‘ Public offiee is a public 
trust.” [Immense and long-continued applause. } 
Regardless of the danger te himself, regardless 
perhaps of political exvediency—if political! ex- 

ediency can ever be dissevered from political 
Cnaanine-the President put his record before the 
people and told them: * There 1s a black cloud 
upon the horizon. Itis for you to say that the 
storm shall not break upon you unawares!” 

Look at our legislation sinee then. Look at 
the measures we have taken to protect the 
honor of our people. I remember that it was a 
jest, even of Republican orators, to say that we 
had no navy with which to protect the United 
States. Once when, by a casualty, a man-of-war 
was run down by vessel laden with coal, I cail 
to mind that a Republican orator whom you all 
know saidin the ine | of his wit: ** There 1s 
one-half of the Unitied States Navy gone.” 
{Laughter.] We have looked to that; and, if 
this Democratié Administration should be 
continued—as we trust 1t will be—we need 
have no fear that four years hence it 
can be said that a great people of 75,000,000 of 
citizens is absolutely unguarded and uapro- 
tected against a foreign enemy. Look, too, at 
our public lands, that priceless gem that would 
adorn an imperial crown. Sixty millions of 
acres have been redeemed, and before this Ad- 
ministration is over 40,000,000 acres will be 
added. And without demagogism, withoutan ap- 
peal to the base passions which are so easily in- 
fluenced and with so much difficulty put down, 
has the question of the conditien of the laborer 
been attended to, which so profoundly en- 
gages the attention of our people? The 
Democratic Party has discovered and found 
out and we have shown—what has been the ob- 
ject of the solicitude of the wisest men—the 
true interests of labur in the selfish sense of 
self-protection are the interests of the commu- 
nity. We have discovered that no law can be 
wise and good, no system can leng prosper 
which coes not firet look to the condition of the 
masses. When the masses suffer the whole 
bedy politic is diseased and dissolution is at 
hand. The Administration has so attended to 
this and all otber questions that it has demoral- 
ized our adversaries: [Great applause. ] 

When we come into the fieid to-day who is 
there to oppose us? In opposition to the live 
issues which our Democratic Administration has 
raised our opponents have been forsed to re- 
galvanize the ola issues of twenty years ago. We 
see desperate attempts to refurbish the “ white 
plume” which so many men once followed with 
enthusiasm and delight and make it bright and 
eiean foranewcampaign. But the plume, like the 
issues, ia faded, and it will be tmpoasible to make 
it capable of wimuning the battle, [Laughter and 
applause.] When our enemy is obliged to re- 
atrict his efforts to rehabilitating a sick man’s 
plumes and to regalvanizing issues which were 

practically 
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| the victory, and eutside of our own strength 


we can truly be said to be strong in the exemy’s 
weakness, [Loud applause.) 

But now before I take the seat to which you 
have finally assigned me let me say that there’s 
one thing to mar the beauty of our delibera- 
tions. Itis our harmony. [Laughter.] I con- 
Tess that I do not feel entirely eomfortable and 
happy at a Democratic Convention wunileas 
there are two contending factions to strike fire 
from the stone. (Laughter.] But we must take 
things as wefind them. We must reconcile our- 
selves to what we cannot help, and if Tam- 
many and the County Democracy have locked 
their arms and are in soclose an embrace that 
we ean hardly tell which is which, [Immense 
applause,] that isacontingency that we can- 
not avoid. [Laughter and applause.] And we 
will have to comfort ourselves with the hops 
that both will turn out and do their best, even 
if they should forget their names. [Renewed 
laughter and applause. ] 

I have forborne to mention one name. until 
now lest I should be interrupted. But, as I come 
to a close, I don't think any of us can hesitate to 
say that the man who has so wisely and honeat- 
ly xzuided our destinies is fit to have the tiller 
once more put into his hands, and we will all 
unite with one voice in grand acclains when 
Grover Cleveland shall be renominated. [Loud 
cheers and immense and long-continued ap- 
plause. | : 


The calling of the roll by Secretary Will- 
iam J. Delaney followed the conclusion of 
Mr. Coudert’s speech. The names of Dele- 

ates D. Cady Herrick of Albany, Samuel 
J. Tilden of New-Lebanonu, ex-Attorney- 
General Denis O’Brien, William H. Murtha, 
Alfred C. Chapin, James W. Ridgway, Rich- 
ard Croker, Col. M. C. Murphy, Joseph J. 
O’Donohue, Amos J. Cummings, Timothy J. 
Campbell, Edward Cooper, Gen. John 
Cochrane, J. Edward Simmons, Maurice J. 
Power, Frederic R, Coudert, Gen. Roger A. 
Pryor, Sheriff Grant, W. Bourke Cockran, 
Daniel Dougherty, Randolph B. Martine, 
(who was substituted as a delegate for 
Henry D. Purroy,) and Edward Murphy 
were among those receiving applause. 

The applause in most cases was of a scat- 
tering sort and Tammany did the most of 
it. The County Democrats applauded no- 
body but M. J. Power and Congressman 
Cummings, both of their own organization. 
When Queens County was called, Patrick 
Gleason, the Mayor of. Long Island City, 
presented a protest against seating the 
delegation from the First Assembly Dis- 
triet of that county. Col. Murphy at once 
moved that all protests be reierred to the 
Committee on Credentials when appointed. 
This motion was carried, and Mayor Glea- 
son’s protest was accordingly referred. A 
similar fate met the protests against the 
sitting delegates from the Second Assembly 
District of babe y =m, 26% County and from 
the Third Assembly District of Westchester 
County. This last contest is the old one of 
Thomas Ryan against ex-Senator Henry C. 
Nelson. 

Thomas C. T. Crain of the Tammany dele- 
gation proposed to have the rules of the 
Assembly govern the procedure of the con- 
vention, and-Col. Murphy asked that all 
resolutions bereferred to the Committee on 
Resolutions, when appointed, without de- 
bate. Both motions were adopted. Gen. 
Cochrane, however, succeeded in having it 
provided that all resolutions should be read 
tor the information of the convention. Pro- 
vision was made, by resolutions of Mr. Ridg- 
way of Kings County, Thomas Spratt of Og- 
densburg, D. Cady Herrick, and ex-Assem- 
blyman Ely of Niagara, for Committees on 
Credentials, Resolutions, and Permanent 
Organization. These committees were made 
to consist of one delegate from each Con- 
gressional district. 

Mr. Herrick of Albany moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to report to the con- 
vention the names of four delegates at 
large and four alternates to the Democratic 
National Convention, two Presidential 
Electors at Large, and one Elector from 
each Congressional districtand two nation- 
al delegates from each Congressional dis- 
trict of this State. This motion was adopted. 
It was also provided that the delegates from 
each Congressional district should meet 
and elect a State Committeeman. 


George H. Forster introduced the follow-., 


ing resolution on the subject of the Saxton 
Electoral Reform bill: 


Resolved, That the so-called Saxton Electoral 
Reform bill, passed by the Legislature and nuw 
before the Governor for executive action is a 
partisan measure, subversive of Democratic prin- 
ciples, destructive of the secrecy of the ballot, 
efficacicus to promote fraud and corruption, op- 
posing needless and useless obstacles to the suf- 
trages of theebusy and hard-working voters, in- 
teuded as the tirat blow to universal suffrage of 
citizens by disfranchising the unlearned elector 
and introducing into our simple system of elec- 
tions a method which may be necessary under 
therule of the British Empire butis not desir- 
able among this free people. 


Gen. Roger A. Pryor introduced resolu- 
tions embodying Tammany’s opposition to 
trusts, A petition signed by William Stein- 
way and other members of the United Ger- 
man Democratic Association was read. It 
proved to be a request for a hearing before 
the convention. Col. Murphy moveé that 
they be granted a hearing, but Senator 
Cantor thonght that the petition should go 
where the resolutions went—to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions. At the suggestion of 
Chairman Coudert the matter was laid over 
until the permanent organization had been 
eitected.

The various committees having been ap- 
pointed, Mr. Gilroy of New-York moved 
that, in order that the delegates might have 
time to get a little lunch, the committees 
meet at 4 P.M. Col. Murphy suggested 
that it had better be settled whether the 
convention would last over night. He 
moved that, when the convention adjourn, 
it should adjourn until to-morrow at 11 A. 

. Mr. Herrick moved as an amendment 
that the convention take a recess until 7 
P. M. He said that all the business of 
the convention could be completed in one 
day, and in the evening the delegates could 
attend the reception tendered by the New 
Amsterdam Club. Mr, Herrick’s motion 
was carried and the convention took a 
recess accordingly, the names of the mem- 
bers of the various sub-committees hay- 
ing been read over to the delegates. While 
the debate was going on between Mr. Her- 
rick and Col. Murphy, Timothy J. Campbell 
inquired whether one day in New-York was 
enough for the rural delegates. There was 
a laugh at this. 

During the recess the delegates distribut- 
ed themselves over the city. Nearly all of 
them, however, went over to Tammany 
Halil and assisted the local Democrats in 
charging the eatables and drinkables. There 
was no beer to be had, but there was plenty 
of champagne and coffee. The tables were 
Jaden with surloins of beef, ham, corned 
beef, sandwiches of all kinds, chicken, 
turkey, salmon, cucumber, lobster, and 

tato salads, and almost all other kinds of 
ood. Small tables were scattered about 
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the larger hall in the basement, and in the 
smaller one one large table was laden with 
good things and a few small tables were 
scattered about, at which sat more or less 
prominent Democrats of the State... 

When the delegates left the conyention 
they were met by a number of meSsenger 
boys who, distributed to them copies of 
two anonymous pamphlets savagely at- 
tacking ex-Mayor Grace. One of these 

recious documents purported to con- 

ain the affidavit of a man who 
is said to have served a term ina State 
rison, and whose assertions once before 
ound the light of day. Itreferred to the 
osition and work of Mr. Grace’s firm in 

eru. The other document was signed ‘A 
Delegate to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion,” and included in its denuncia- 
tions attacks upon Cleveland, Surveyor 
Beattie, Judge Lacombe, Secretary Whit- 
ney, District Attorney Walker, Collector 
Magone, Corporation Counsel Beekman, and 
others: It incidentally lauded those poor 
unfortunates, Ferdinand Ward and James 
D. Fish, as well as Mr. William 8. Warner, 
who got off safely with most of the ‘swag’ 
which Ward and Fish stole. The docu- 
ments were regarded as = of the warfare 
indulged in by the aqueduct gang and were 
treated with the contempt that they in- 
vited. It was noteworthy that the oniy 
persons who did not know anything about 
the pamphlets were the gentlemen who 
were prominent in booming the aspirations 
of David B. Hill 

The meeting of the Committee on Dele- 
gates at Large, District Delegates, and 
Electors attracted most attention during 
the afternoon. It was a somewhat pro- 
tracted session, but it failed to show any 
serious contestorfight. As amatterof fact, 
it came to be tacitly understood long before 
the committee began its sessions that Kings 
County would have to be recognized in the 
matter of delegates at large, and Mayor 
Chapin was regarded as perhaps the best 
man for its representative. This made nec- 
essary the substitution of his name for that 
of D. Cady Herrick, who was rewarded by 
being made a district delegate. 

When the committee first came together 
and got to balloting the favorites evidently 
were Roswell P. Flower, Edward Cooper, 
George Ruines, and Mr. Chapin. Herrick, 
Hugh McLaughlin of Brooklyn, Gov. Hill, 
and Smith M. Weed were mentioned, but 
the support of the two latter was entirely 
perfunctory. Judge Homer A. Nelson pre- 
sided over the committee’s deliberation, and 
Thomas F. Gilroy acted as Secretary. An 
informal ballot was tirst taken. Messrs. 
Flower, Cooper, and Raines were chosen 
practically by all present. Herrick had 
about one-third of the votes, Hill obtained 
5, McLaughlin received 2, and Smith 
M. Weed 1. Hill’s tive votes meant not 
5 out of the 34, but 5 out of 136, as each 
member of the committee had the right to 
select four names, ; 

The result of the informal ballot demon- 
strated that Messrs. Flower, Cooper, Chapin, 
and Raines would be chosen as the dele- 
gates atlarge. It was necessary, however, 
either to make their election unanimous by 
acclamation or to take a formal ballot. 
Galen R. Hitt of Albany, who had voted 
for D. Cady Herrick, thought that there 
should be a formal ballot. He made no mo- 
tion on the subject, however, until it had 
been moved that the four delegates above 
named, having received the highest num- 
ber of votes, should be declared duly elect- 
ed. The question was put on the substi- 
tute olfered by Mr. Hitt that a formal 
ballot be taken, and it was carried, 
only afew votes being cast in favor of 
electing the delegates by acclamation. Col. 
Murphy suggested that it would be well for 
some of the gentlemen who had voted for 
candidates who did not obtain a high vote 
to withdraw their choice. Mr. Hitt ac- 
cepted this suggestion and withdrew the 
name of Mr. Herrick. A new metion was 
then made that Messrs. Flower, Cooper, 
Chapin, and Raines be declared the ehoice 
of a committee. This was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Murtha of Brooklyn presented the 
name of James C. Matthews of Albany as 
one of the alternates of the delegation at 
large. He said that by selecting Mr. 
Matthews the Democracy would encourage 
the colored men of the country to look upon 
the Democratic Party as itsfriend. ‘The 
nomination was seconded by Mr. Hitt. It 
went through witharush. James J. Mar- 
tin presented the name of J. Edward Sim- 
mons asthe second alternate. The names 
of James C. Reed of Cayuga and James 
Jackson of Niagara were put forward as 
the two other alternates. ‘They all went 
through promptly. 

Wilson 8. Bissell of Buffalo and Oswald 
Otteudorfer were, on motion of Col. Mur- 

hy, unanimously selected as Electors at 

arge. 

The Committee on Resolutions found it 
necessary to holda long session. ‘Things 
went on swimmingly till the question of 
the tariff plank was reached. A lively dis- 
cussion was started over this and kept up 
for some time. The members of the com- 
mittee from the central and western part of 
the State claimed that the principles laid 
down in the Mills bill went too far for the 
Democrats in that section. ‘The delegates 
from this city and vicinity favored more 
closely the following out of the ideas ex- 
pressed in the President’s message and the 
Mills bill. 

A delegation appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions from the United Ger- 
man Democracy, headed by Edward Grosse, 
who explained that the dissimilarity in lan- 
guage was the only thing, that caused them 
to remain aloof from the deliberations of 
their English-speaking brethren. The Ger- 
maus wished to impress on the committee 
the need of inserting a plank like that in 
the last Democratic State Convention in 
opposition to sumptuary laws, and also the 
desirability of declaring in favor of Mr, 
Cleveland’s renomination. Resolutions 
adopted by the German Democrats were 
also presented commending the President’s 
course, especially upon the tariff, civil serv- 
ice, land grant, and railroad matters. 

When the delegates came together in the 
evening they had to wait some time, be- 
cause the Committee on Credentials and 
Resolutions were having a hard time to 
agree upon reports. The former committee 
completed its labors first, During this wait- 
ing there were calls for Fellows, Cockran 
and. Dougherty. There were a few faint 
cheers for Gov. Hill when somebody called 
out his name. 

At 8:50 o’clock the members of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions entered the conven- 
tion. They were cheered. Chairman Cou- 
dert rapped the convention to order, and 
called for the report of the Committee on 
Credentials. The report was submitted by 
Civil Justice Charles M. Clancy. It favored 
the recognition of the sitting delegations 
from the three counties where there was a 
contest. ‘The recommendation was adopted. 

Joseph E. Newburger presented the re- 
port of the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization. It continued the temporary 
organization. Mr. Coudert said that in 
view of the honor conferred upon him he 
would not make another speech. 

D. Cady Herrick read the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions. As he read the 
tariff plank, in which President Cleveiand’s 
lust message to Congress was strongly in- 
dorsed, there was great applause. The 
statement that labor was safe in the hands 
of the Democratic Party was also ap- 
plauded. But when the end of the plat- 
form was reached and the delegates were 
instructed to vote asa unit for the renomi- 
nation of President Cleveland, there was 
the greatest applause. It continued for 
several minutes, and as far it could be seen 
every manin the hall was cheering or ap- 
plauding or both. When the short resolu- 
tion commending the Administration of 
Gov. Hill was read, the magnanimity of the 
cenvention was generally appreciated. 
There was a good deal of applanse. This 
was also continued for a few minutes.

last annual message of the President to the Con- 
gress, that unnecessary taxation is unjust taxatien;

serve the healthful condition of American industry 
and enterprise and promote the public welfare; 
that a largesurplus in the National Treasury, drawn 
by vicious taxation from the channels of trade, is a 
dangerous and indefensible abuse, and that in re- 
ducing taxation the imterest of American labor 
should be carefully regarded, 

The Democracy of the State is justly proud of the

Resolved, That the combinations of capital com- 
monly called * trusts’ are inconsistent with Demo- 
cratic principles, oppressive to the people, and det- 
rimental to the public welfare in this, especially, 
that they tend to monopoly, destroy competition in 
trade, prevent the employment and reduce the 
wages of labor, arbitrarily control the production 
and enhance the price of the necessaries and con- 
veniences of life, aggrandise corporate power, cumu- 
late and concentrate wealth in the hands of particu- 
lar classes, and so create and aggravate an inequality 
of fortune incompatible with popular iustitutions. 

Resoived, That by defeating all legislation for the 
suppression of trust combinations and monopolies 
the Republican majority in the recent Legislature 
furnishes another anda flagrant instance of the sub- 
serviency of the Republican Party to Class interests 
and its indifference to the rights of the people. 

Resolved, That the Democratic Party, ever vigi- 
lant and faithful in its soiicitude for the interests of 
the people. pledges itself to an uncempromising 
warfare against this new and most formidable ene- 
my of the public welfare. 

Resolved, That the convention approves the emi- 
nently wise, conservative, and honorable Adminis- 
tration of Gov. ‘ANT. 

Resoived, That the Administration of Gov. David 
B. Hill merits and has the hearty respect and con- 
sideration of this convention. 

The resolution on the Saxton bili, printed 
elsewhere, was included in the reading.

Mr. Meyer, when the vote was announced, 
moved to adjourn until to-morrow, but the 
clerk decided that a vote must be taken on 
the election of Mr. Murphy. The vote was 
taken, and Mr. Murphy was elected by a 
vote of 17 toil. The committee adjourned 
until May 24 at 7 P. M. at the Hoffman 
House. . 

It will be noticed by the vote by which 
Mr. Herrick was defeated that very few 
Hill members of the convention voted 
against that gentlemanandin favor of Mr. 
Murphy. Several pronounced friends of 
Mr. Cleveland, notably the Tammany com- 
Witteemen, who voted in the same way. 
The reason of ‘Tammany’s action was 
because the leaders thought that it 
would be unwise to shelve Mr. Mur- 
phy, in view of the latter’s acknowl- 
edged power in Rensselaer and Washington 
Counties. They did not vote for him asa 
Hill man, but as a Democrat,whom it 
would be good to conciliate.

THE CONVENTION TO MEET 
IN BUFFALO TO-DAY. 
DELEGATES TO CEICAGO ALREADY SE- 
LECTED FOR THE CONVENTION TO 

RATIFY, AND HARMONY ASSURED, 

BuFFa.o, N. Y., May 15.—It seems to be 
settled that the “slate” will be ratified by 
the Republican Convention to-morrow. 
Chauncey M. Depew, Warner Miller, Frank 
Hiscock, Thomas C. Platt—these are the 
men who will be selected as delegates at 
large to Chieago. There is no such unanim- 
ity in regard to alternates. The names most 
prominently mentioned for this minor honor 
are those of Assemblyman Crosby, Senator 
John Raines, ex-Senator James Arkell, D. 
P. Baldwin of Brooklyn, and ex-Minister 
Daniel H. McMillan of this city. The con- 
vention will be allowed to choose the four 
with the aid of some gentle pressure from 
Platt and his friends. 

The question of electing a new State 
Committee will also be left to the conven- 
tion, the present committee, with singular 
delicacy, declining te even discuss it. There 
will be no indorsement of Blaine or any- 
body, unless, indeed, the convention so far 
forgets itself as to quit the moorings te 
which the leaders seem determined , to 
anchor it. As a whole, the preliminaries te 
this convention are about the tamest that 
have been witnessed in connection with @ 
State gathering of Republicans for many @ 
year. By some this excessive harmony is 
considered ominous. 

The 6 o’clock train out of New-York rolled 
into the New-York Central station on time 
this morning, bearing distinguished freight. 
One of the first passengers to alight was 
Thomas C. Platt, carrying with him the 
Plans for to-morrow’s convention. A spe- 
cial car was attached to the same train, in 
which were still snugly stowed beneath 
blankets Col. Elliott I. Shepard, kis secre~ 
tary, Gen. Alexander; Police Commissioner 
Stephen B. French, and Assemblyman Er- 
nest F. Crosby. Col. Shepard is asserted 
to be a royal traveling companion. Heisa 
strict teetotaler himself, but he carries a 
corkscrew and other munitions of war for 
his friends, The party enjoyed itself ther- 
oughly on the journey, but in moderation, 
as befitted the character of the host. Never- 
theless, it is generally understood that the 
following text will appear in an early issue 
of the Colonel’s newspaper: ‘‘I considered 
the horns, and behold! there came up 
among them another little horn, before 
whom there were three of the first horns 
plucked up by the roots; and behold! in 
this horn there were eyes like the eyes of 
man, and a mouth speaking great things,” 

More than one complaint has been heard 
to-day because the Colonel neglects to 
credit the quotations which appear day by 
day at the head of his editorial columns. 
Subway Commissioner Hess was deputed by 
the New-York delegation to mention this 
oversight to the Colonel. 

The Westchester delegation, with Judge 
Robertson and the Bald Eagle at its head, 
dawned upon the delegates in the Genesee 
Hotel corridors after Col. Shepard and 
Thomas Platt had been ticketed and trans- 
a to their quarters on the floor above 

he Judge was much sought for by the De. 
pew men, and he was a busy man the great: 
er part of the day. At exactly 5:35%, 
oclock Senator Frank Hiscock alighted at 
the hotel entrance, having come in on the 
vestibule limited. He proceeded directly 
to his room, which adjoins Mr. Piatt’s. He 
and the boss were in consultation for an 
hour. 

Word was brought this morning that 
Mr. Depew, although a delegate from the 
Twenty-first New-York District, would not 
attend the convention. This was a geunine 
disappointment, for no one’s name—nob 
even Blaine’s—has been so much on men’s 
tongues as his. Photographer Carvalho 
placed a photograph of Mr. Depew upon 
the desk, and nobody who entered the 
hotel lobby failed to scrutinize it carefully. 

There was much inquiry for Warner 
Miller during the day. All that could be 
ascertained about him was that he would 
certainly be here during the evening. 

Col. George Bliss was an interested spec- 
tator of the incidents occurring in the cor- 
ridors. To himit looked very much as if 
Blaine would be nominated. He himself 
leans somewhat toward Gresham. He 
seemed to think that Blaine would have 
twe-thirds of the New-York delegation. Of 
Mr. Depew’s power to carry this State he 
had uo donbt. ; 

Judge Robertson, after conversing with 
everybody of prominence, expressed him- 
self as highly satisfied with the strong De- 
pew sentiment prevailing among the dele- 
gates. 

Those who have closely watched the po- 
litical checkerboard during the past three 
months are of the opinion that Platt is not 
favorable to Depew’s nomination under any 
circumstances. The two men meet and dis- 
cuss politics frequently, so that their rela- 
tions cannot be said to be strained, but 
Platt is for Blaine. Asked to-day who, in 
his judgment, would be nominated at Chi- 
cago, he replied “‘ Blaine.” Hiscock is for 
Blaine and Depew is for Blame. Warne 
Miller is for the present, at least, acquies- 
cent. The cards have all been stacked 
for Blaine so far as Platt can stack them. 
Perhaps a dozen, perhaps more, na- 
tional delegates from this State may 
refuse to go for Blaine under 
any circumstances. If 100 delegates 
possessed of nerve get together at Chicage 
and plan a campaign against the Plumed 
Knight, they may perhaps compass his de- 
feat. So far as this convention is concerned, 
Platt seemed, down to 6 o’clock to-night, te 
have it all hisown way. Indeed, little or 
no disposition to dispute his sway had been 
manifested at that hour. When he recog- 
nized the fact that the friends of Warner 
Miller would insist upon that gentleman 
being elected a delegate at large, he put 
himself in communication with the ex-Sen- 
ator. The result has been a tacit under- 
standing that if Miller is allowed to be 
a delegate at large Platt can also be uw 
delegate at large. Platt realizes that bis 
old opponent has a positive strength in this 
State, and like a true politician he is ready 
to utilize the discovery. He has told friends 
within 24 hours that the past, so tar as bis 
differences with Muller are concerned, has 
been blotted out. Armed neutrality exists 
between the two men. Mr. Hiscock 18 
Platt’s one ally. One is necessary to the 
other, and any story to the effect that they 
distrust one another or that they have 
= toward one another is positively ab- 
surd. 

These several topics have been the themes 
of discussion with the delegates to-day, and 
they have finally accepted the foregoing as 
being what they are—facts. Platt has 
selected as temporary Chairman of the con- 
vention*Editor Charlies E. Fitch of tha 
Rochester Democrat Chronicle. Mr. Fitch 
prepared a speech of acceptance for delivery 
on to-morrow betore he sat down to supper, 
Mr. Hiscock’s choice for permanent Ciair- 
man is Carroll E. Smith, editor of the 
Syracuse Journal, who generally does a 
large share of the work of building 
the arty platforms. Gen. Husted’s 
friends were anxious that he should 
bring his skill to bear in organizing the 
convention, but Platt said ‘“‘No,” with 
marked emphasis. The General simply 
tossed his head and exciaimed, ‘All right, 
Thomas.” The remark was not addressed 
te the boss, but at him. The General is 
waiting for his turn, and he prays te live 
long enough for it to come. 

The advisability of introducing a resolu- 
tiofi favorable to Blaine has been discussed 
and criticised as being “‘ bad politics.” Col. 
Shepard, unless he is dissuaded from his 
purpose, will probably throw in a resolu- 
tien to test the temper of the convention 
toward Mr. Depew, 


Senator Hiscock had not been in the hotel 
two hours before he became aware that a 
movement was on foot to remove his 
mame from the slate and su tute that

Warner Miller had not arrived. so the 
movement could not be laid at his door, 
although if is a fact that some of his more 
positive friends were encouraging the re- 
volt. Mr. Miller arrived at 9 o’clock, but 
he offered no encouragement to the plan. 
When Boss Platt. retired at midnight it 
was with the conviction that another 
Morton boom had fizzled. It seemed to be 
too late in the day to rearrange the pre; 
gramme already agreed upon. Mr. Miller’s 
room was thronged all the evening with 
delegates from all over the State, who 
called to pay their respects. .In marked 
contrast was the condition of affairs in 
the quafters occupied by Senator Hiscock 
and Mr. Platt. Their doors were flung wide 
open, but at no time did acrowd congre- 
gate to do homage to the temporary man- 
ager of the party. 

The State Committee held a meeting this 
evening and devided to recommentl,Kditor 
Fiteh for temporary Chairman of the con- 
vention.

The resolutions which will be presented 
to the convention to ratify will be very 
formal and non-committal, and will run 
about thus: The Republicans, in con- 
vention assembled, believe in the 
American policy of protection to Ameri- 
ican industries, and without hint or 
suggestion in regard to our preference for a 
Presidential candidate, we pitas our 
hearty acceptance of the candidate of the 
National, Convention. The adoption of 
some such a resolution will, it is argued, 
prevent a row. 

The convetition is expected by its shrieks 
on the morrow to fuily demonstrate its 
fealty to Blaine. The election of two Pres-

all. 

The election of district Electors is in a 
muddle. Some districts have already elected 
them ani others have waited for definite 
information as to their powers. The State 
Committee appointed Col. Bliss, Gen, 
Husted, John iis Smith, John H. Camp, and 
A. M. Mills a committee to report upon the 
subject to-morrow. 

The convention will be 
determine whether a new © vate Commios- 
tee shall be elected now or whetier 
the present committee shall. hold over 
until the Fall convention. Platt is in 
favor of a new committee, and so are 
many. delegates who are not in harmony 
with him. Alonzo B. Cornell, who hopes 
to succeed John J. O’Brien as commiuttee- 
man, is anxious to be Chairman of the new 
committee, and hisfriends are canvassing to 
determine with what favor the idea is re. 
ceived. Mr. Cornell is not on the 
ground to survey the situation with 
his own eyes. So generai is the 
idea that a new committee will be 
elected that delegates are already canvass- 
ing the claims of candidates.

WILL INDORSE CLEVELAND 


AND SUSTAIN HIS POLICY OF 
TARIFF REFORM. 
THE OHIO DEMOCRATS PROPOSE TO 
SPEAK WITH NO UNCERTAIN VOICE 
‘AT THEIR CONVENTION TO-DAY. ' 


Dayton, Ohio, May 15.—The Ohio Demo- 
crats have about completed the preliminary 
work of their State Convention, and there is 
every prospect to-night that in one session they 
will to-morrow complete it. They will send to 
St. Louis a solid and cordial band of 46 sup- 
porters of Grover Cleveland, and they will go 
with instructions that will make it plaia to 
everybody that the party in the State is de- 
termined to uphold the President in his attempt 
to carry out a policy of tariff reform. Mr. 
Samuel F. Hunt of Cincinnati will be the Chair- 
man of the convention and Mr. W. B. Dodson 
of Woed the Secretary. 

The Committee on Resolutions selected to- 
night includes among its members the Hon. 
Frank Hurd, Representative Yoder, Henry 
Bohi, John A. McMahon, H. F. Popperton, and 
D. E. Williams. Itis a committee out of which 
can come only a friendly expression on the 
tariff question. Mr. Hurd said as he was going 
to the meeting that the resolutions would plain- 
ly indorse the Millis bill and the President’s 
message, or he would know the reason why in 
the convention to-morrow. There is no expec- 
tation that the committee will object to going 
as far a8 Mr. Hnord indicates that it ought to go. 
On the liquor question, it is understood, little 
will be said, but there Will be an ‘‘arraignment”’ 
of the extravagance of the Republican State 
administration. 

The delegates came in to-day with arush, the 
first delegation arriving early in the morning, 
to bé followed at short intervals by other dele- 
gations until the hotels were crowded, the 
streets were lively with marching columns, and 
the noise of brass bands was heard on every 


block. A month ago the Democrats of Dayton 
turned out to help welcome the Republicans, in- 
spired by a spirit of hospitality and local pride. 
To their credit the Republicans have attempted 
to return the compliment, and are sparing 
no effort to give the Cleveland men a 
hearty welcome. The display of flags along 
the streets is greater then that made at the time 
of the Republican Convention. The Democratic 
visitors look véry presperous. The cliths from 
Butler County—the Tilden, Miami, and Jeffer- 
son—wore tasteful uniforms and had gorgeous 
badges of velvet and gold upon their manly 
coat fronts. They all had high hats, and one or- 
ganization wore ulsters of linen, Newmarket 

attern, that suggested a forcing of the season 
just a littl. The Tilden Ciub had tall hats 
ofatan color. Major Bickham, who stirs up the 
embers of the war 6very morning inthe Journal, 
says the hats are ‘“‘butternuts,” and astonishes 
their somewhat juvenile wearers by indignantly 
declaring that every wearer of them would have 
been shot 1f caught with such a hat on in Val- 
landigham’s time. To most of the youngsters 
Vallandigham’s name recalls nothing, and Major 
Bickham’s virtuous indignation as he recalls it 
does not provoke even an angry reply. 

There never was seen at any Ohio State Con- 
vention auch & wealth of badges, or badges in such 
infinite variety. They are all alike in one thing. 
Grover Cleveland’s name is on every one, some- 
times with his portrait, They are seen in white, 
inred, in pink, with ea very vociferous rooster 
soundinig a note of vietory before the conflict is 
on; in yellow, in green, with the motto of the 
Gravel Halt Club blazoned across the front; 
in blue, and in combinations of red and 
gold and blue and = gold. The badges 
fairly indicate the tone of all the talk. Last 
Summer when the convention met at Cleveland, 
there were some lingering growls of opposition 
to the President. It does notappearnow. The 
growlers have been gotrid of. At alt events 
they are nut here. The convention is for Cleve- 
laud without resetvation, and they are for him 
with a feeling of confidence in his strength to 
win for the party a victory more significant than 
that of four years ago. 

A most remarkable thing apparent to any one 
who listens to the talk of delegates is the cor- 
dial acceptance by Democrats of the President's 
position on the tariff question, At the last State 
Convention, although the tariff reform men were 
strong enough to have things about their own 
way, there was asprinkling of Randall Demo- 
crats who agreed with Foran, who announced 
himself a candidate for Governor as a Randall 
man. There are no Foran Democrats here now. 
On thé contrary, there are many Democrats who 
are looking forward to the election of a Demo- 
cratin the Cleveland district who will be a 
tariff reformer, and who will go to Congress to 
vote as the Ohio Democrats believe. 

The tunanimity of the feeling on the tariff 
question was illustrated this afternoon in the 
meeting of the Ohio League of Democratic 
Clubs held in the Opera House.

John Nieland of 
Hamilton, at Irishman, who confessed that 
he was prejudiced against Cleveland four years 
ago, deciured that he had come to regard the 
Presideit as one of thé bravest, strongest. and 
safest men who ever occupied the White House— 
a man who alwaysdid right when he did not rely 
upon politicians, and he was expecially grate- 
ful to him for making an issue that would ena- 
bla the workmén of the country to see how they 
had been deluded by the false theories of protec- 
tion. The leagne selected ssits delegates to the 
National Convention of Democratic leagues te 
be beld at Baltimore on July 4, Ecks M. Heis- 
ley, President of the State League; Thomas 
Neal and ¥. K. Martin, Vice-Presidents, and Col, 
Ww. A. Taylor, Corresponding Secretary, with J. 
E. Lonnot of Stark, Dennis Dwyer of Montgom- 
ery, John Nieland of Hamiiton, and Fred Klim- 
per of Cindinnati. 

There is a great hope springing up in the 
hearts of the Ohio Democrats. In spite of the 
monotenous tables of returus ip State and Na- 
tional contests, indicating a quadrennial habit 
ot Republican majorities, the Democrats are 
really hopeful that they may this year win. 
They have a theory about it that is interesting. 
They say that Oliio has never beén Republican 
unless John Sherman desired that it should 
be Republican. It never Repub- 
lican, they say, when the “other Sena- 
tor” is to be elected, for the reason that Sher- 
wan will not have any division of spoils or 
giery in the Senate. If hé does not 
yet the nomination for President he 
will not care who gets the Republican nomina- 
tio. The saloon vote, which he can always 
get,and which hee¢an induce to go for some 
one else, Will be free, and it will be Democratic. 
Foraker will have no reason four exciting him- 
self unless he is a candidate with Biaine, and 
the Democrats are not sure that they could not 
vent Blame anu Foraker, with Sherman indiffer- 
ént or hostile. Toan outsider it does not seem 
to be a Scheme assuring the success hoped for, 
Whetbet it is or not the hopeis here, and it 
finds frequent expression. 

There does not seem to be any likelihood of a 
Chatige in the ‘ slate” for delegates at large, a 
“ slate” that no oné hasin charge, but one that 
has met with general favor. While Powell, Brice, 
Holden, asd Baker wre favorites, other names 
havs béen meéntioned. John H. Thomas, a 
wealthy manufacturer of agri¢liltural iinple- 
nents, is one of thet, and Pail P. Sorg of 
Clark County, a tobacco manufacturer, is 
brought forward by the Clark  dele- 
gates. There is some murmuring against 
Brice, on the gtound that he lives in New-York 
and only visits Ohio to vote, but the opposition 
is inconsiderable. Votes may be cast for Frank 
Hurd, Eliner White, J. W. Newmas, and others, 
but there is httle ¢hance of consolidation upon 
either of them. The fuvorite candidates are all 
enthusiastic Cleveland mon, selected so as to 
represent different geographical sections of the 
State, and there is no personal hostility to any 
of them, 

The Third District Congressional Convention, 
consisting of delegates from the eounties of 
Montgomery, Preble, and Miami, met here yes- 
terday and nominated Mr. George W. Houk. 
The district is now represented by &. 8. Willianis, 

Republican, who was elected with a plurality of 
1,133 votes. Houk is # popular man, and will 
undoubtedly give his opponent a hard fight. He 
was Chairman of the convention that nominated 
him, and in his opening speech admonished the 
delegates, in very pointed language, of the im- 
portance of choosing a candidate who, if elected, 
would cordially support the policy of the Ad- 
ministration.

GRESHAM AHEAD IN MINNESOTA. 
REPUBLICANS WHO BELIEVE IN TARIFF 
REFORM. 


St. PAut, Minn., May 15.—It is not often 
that a State Convention assembles so free from 
the embarrassments of faction as that which is 
to meet in this city to-morrow. The coming 
State campaign is to cut no figure in this delegate 
body, which meets to express the opinion of the 
Republicans of the State upon the national 
situation, and to choose delegates to Chicago. 
Minnesota has no favorite son for whom she 
Wishes to cast a complimentary vote. There is 
no Blaine machine in Minnesota, but the 
popular admiration for Mr. Blaine has 
made itself felt in the choice of 149 
delegates out of 369, who wonld vote for 


him if he were a candidate, but that he is nota 
candidate for President is distinctly recognized 
by his friends who come to St. Paul as delegates. 
Nearly every one has a secoud choice, who is 
practically his first and real choiee. Of the 149, 
42 avow themselves Gresham men, and 73 more 
come pledged, instructed, or committed . as 
Gresham men first and last. This gives the In- 
diana man the largest following of any practical 
candidate. Probably at least haif of the hundred- 
oad Blaine men, whose second choice is not an- 
nounced, and as large a proportion of the 150 
scattering and uncommitted delegates, are 
friendly to Gresham. 

Mueh more emphatic and remarkable thanthe 
customary identification of county delegates 
with the fortunes of this or that candidate is 
the genéral and spotitaneous declaration in 
favor of tariff reform that comes from all parts 
of the State. The definite instructions to 130 
delegates to exert theirinfluence in the state 
Convention in favor of arevenue reform plank 
is extremely significant. By this action in more 
than a third of the counties of the State, which 
is practically acquiesced in by the silence of all 
the others, it is shown that the party in Minne- 
sota is firmly planted on the historical platform 
of the patty. They ask for the maintenance of 
the protective principle by a tariff judiciously 
revised and subjected to such reduction as the 
condition of the Treasury and the necessities of 
the consumer demand. It remains for the State 
Convention to give to that oplnioh a coherent 
and emphatic expression. 


FOR BLAINE OR DEPEW. 
ERIE AND NIAGARA COUNTIES ELECT 
DELEGATES TO CHICAGO. 

LocKPort, N. Y., May 15.—The Thirty- 
third Republican Congressional Convention was 
held at Niagara Falls this afternoon to elect two 
delegates to the National Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago. The headquarters were at the 
Spencer House, and delegates and politicians 
were arriving on all the morning trains from 
Erie and Niagara Counties. There were 54 dele- 
gates admitted to the convention. The wire- 
pulling was noticeable from the start. There 
were two strong candidates from Niagara Coun- 


ty. which made the contest not alittle spirited. 
he caucuses of both counties Were held in the 
parlors of the Spencer House, it being conceded 
beforehand that each eounty should send a dele- 
gate. The Niagara County caucus nominated 
Harvey F. Gaskill, Vice President of the Hotly 
Water Works Manufacturing Com patty. He was 
pressed for the position by the Hon. Willard A. 
Cobb, Charles J. Ferrin, the Hon. J. H. Babcock, 
and other party leaaers hereabouts. Erie Coun- 
ty nominated Congressman John B. Weber. 

The convention met at 3 o’Glock in the Or- 
pheus Theatre. There wasa iarge attendance. 
Joseph W. Ewell of Erie was made Chairman, 
and the Hon. E. K. Emery of Erie and John H. 
Clark of Niagara Secretaries. The name of 
Mr. Gaskill was presented by the Hon. Lee R. 
Sanborn of Niagara, and that of Mr. Weber by 
Mr. Clark of Erie. The election was by acclama- 
tion. Dr. Henry 8 Lapp of Erie was made 
aiternate to Mr. Weber and George E. 
Smith alternate tor Niagara's delegate. The 
question of Presidential Elector, was left out of 
compliment with Niagara’s délegation, as Erie 
County had been granted the State Committee- 
man.

MAHONE HOLDS THE REINS. 
PROSPECT OF A BOLT BY RIDDLEBERGER’S 
FOLLOWERS. 

PETERSBURG, Va., May 15.—If ex-Repre- 
sentative John 8S. Wise, Senator Harrison H. 
Riddleberger, William E. Cameron, Gen. Gronér, 
and the other leaders of the anti-Matfone Re- 
publicans have the nerve to stand by their 
colors to the last, the State Convention which 
meets here on Thursday will be split in two. 
That Mahone will be in control of the conven- 
tion nobody doubts. The word “ concession” is 
not in his vocabulary, and those who attend the 
convention must submit to the party boss or 


get out. Few of the delegates and fewer of the

The anti-Mahonelites have already hired a hall 
large enough to held a convention, in which 
Senator Riddleberger will talk to-morrow night, 
and which a big banner announces is “ Head- 
quarters Opponents of the Unit Rule.” The 
Wise-Riddleberger people resent Mahone’s pur- 
pose to apply the unit rule to the State delega- 
tion, so that its solid vote may be east for John 
Sherman or in such other way as will do the 
least good to Blaine or the men  support- 
ed by the Blaineites at Chicago. They also 
object to the Mahone’ order for the 
election of district delegates to Chicago by the 
delegates to the State Convention, claiming 
that these delegates must be elected by district 
conventions in the districts. Most of all, they 
object to Mabone biwself and the dictatorial 
methods by which he rules the party in Vir- 
ginia. The ex-Senator and his henchmen are 
expressins no alarm at the outlook. They 
know they will control the convention, and 
they are corfident that if they are met bya 
contesting delegation at Chicago, the “ regu- 
larity” of their convention will be recognized 
by the National Convention, no mattér what 
candidate's friends are in control.

PROHIBITION IN ILLINOIS. 
DELEGATES TQ THE STATE CONVENTION 
DENOUNCE THE REPUBLICANS. 
SPRINGFIELD, UL, May 15.—In a way 
that was at once unmethodical and enthusiastic 
the Itlinols Prohibitionists began their two 
days’ State Convention this morning in the 
Chamber of the House of Representatives. 
Nearly 1,000 delegates were present. The 
preliminary session was devoted to an 
address of welcome by the Rev. David 
Metzel of Sangamon, to which George W.

Nrew-Haven, Conn., May 15.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention, called to elect delegates 
to the National Convention, held its preliminary 
session in the Hyperion Opera House this even- 
ing. One delegate will be chosen from each 
of Connecticut’s eight counties and four 
delegates at large will be elected to 
represent the four Congressional districts, All 


day long the delegates to the State Convention 
have been pouring in and by 6 o’clock théy liad 
reported at headquarters, the New-Haven 
House: They are a tine looking body of men, 
with bright and intelligent faces. All wear 
a business air and show that they understand 
their duties and are ready to perform thei fear- 
lessly. Prominent among the lights ofthe party 
were Senator Hill of Norwalk, Senator 
Leach Durham, Secretaty of State L. 
M. Hubbard of Wallingford, FE. 8. Day of 
Colchester, Samuel Fessenden of Stamford, Sec- 
retary of the Republican National Conven- 
tion John M. Douglass of Middletown, ex- 
Speaker Tibbits of New-London, Senator 
Graham of Orange, George HH. McLean, 
Executive Secretary Alexander Warner of Pom- 
fret, ex-Gov. Bigelow, the Hen. N. D. Sherry, 
the Hon. Lynde Harrison, ex-Goy. Harrison, and 
Gen. George H. Ford. The Opera Howse was 
but fairly well filled. 

At 8:15 o’clock to-night E. & Day, Chairman 
of the State Central Committee, announced that 
the Hon. John A. Tibbitts of New-London had 
been choson temporary Chairinan of the State 
Republican Convention. After a mo- 
ment or two of Celay Mr. Tibbitts ap- 
peared on the platform in the midst 
of loud applause. He at once, without any pre- 
liminary remarks, called on the meeting to 
proceed to the nomination of  tempo- 
rary Secretaries and Committees on CGreden- 
tials and Permanent Organization. For the for- 
mer ofe member from each of the eight 
counties in the State was appointed, and for the 
latter, one member from each of the 24 
Seuatorial districts. A Committee on 
Resolutions was then appointed, and 
after the time of meeting of the 
various county caucuses had been = an- 
nounced, the convention was adjourned until 
10 o’clock to-morrow morning. Some of the 
counties assembled at once, and then the real 
work of the evening began. 

The most interesting fight was at the meeting 
of the New-Haven County telegates. Some time 
ago James Platt of Meriden, son of the United 
States Senator from this Siate, was mentioned 
as a candidate for delegate to Chicago, ana N. D. 
Sperry, ex-Postmaster of New-Haven, was also 
spoken of, but when he learned that Mr. Piatt 
was a probable candidate Mr. Sperry requested 
the delegates of the county not to present 
his name. It was therefore supposed that 
Piatt had an e#sy ro2zd to victory and that 
he woeula be unanimously elected. As soon as 
the convention of the county delegates was 
called Mr. Sperry’s hame was immediately put 
in nomination. The Meriden contingent 
were startled and surprised, and many 
brief but vigorous speeches were made in 
opposition to Sperry, but the New-Haven mem- 
bers were determined to win. A letter was reid 
in which the father of Mr. Platt requested 
with much earnestness that Mr. Sperry 
would not withdraw. The  Meridenites 
were dumfonunded, and an informal ballot 
was taken with the result that Sperry received 
20 and Platt 9 votes. A vote to make the ballot 
unanimous was carried, and the news that 
Sperry had beaten Platt created much amuse- 
ment. 

The delegates at large have not all been nom- 
inated, but itis a foregone conclusion that Sam- 
uel ‘L. Warner of Middletown will represent 
the Second District, consisting of New- 
Haven and Middlesex Counties; Samuel 
Fessenden will represent the Fourth Dis- 
trict, consisting of Fairheld and Litchfield 
Counties: Senater Henry of Rockville will go 
trom the First District, consisting of Hartford 
and Windham, and from the Third District will 
in all probability go the Hon. Erastus 3H. 
Day of Colchester, the present  Chair- 
man of the State Central Committee. 
For county delegates some have 
already been nominated, while the others can be 
easily foretoid. There is a bitter contest be- 
tween Joseph L. Barbour of Hartford County 
and Luther Spencer of Suffield, with chances 
about even. Fairfield County has selected 
H. R. Parrott, a member of the State Central 
Committee and a prominent Bridgeport manu- 
facturer. Middlesex will undoubtedly nominate 
Oscar Leach, a war horse of the narty. Tolland 
has chosen Julius Converse of Stafford Springs, 
Fairfield County A. T. Roraback of Canaan. 
New-London and Windham Counties will make 
their nomination before the convention assem- 
bies in the morning. 

No speeches were made outside the caucuses 
to-night, but it is strongly evident . that 
the convention will be a Blaine conven- 
tion. The delegates will hot be formally 
instructed how to vote at the National 
Convention, but itis safe to predict that on the 
first ballot the Couneeticut delegation will give 
Gen. Joseph P. Hawley a complimentary vote 
and then go solidly for Blaine. 

The resolutions, which the Committee on Reso- 
lutions has drawn and handed over to a sub- 
committees for amendments, are brief and consist 
of three points.. The first isan earnestappeal for 
protection forthe industries of the United States, 
the second consists of an attack on President 
Cleveland's action on the tisheries question, and 
the third is a hard rap at President Cleveland’s 
tariff reform policy.

A VERY _LIVELY CONVENTION. 
ALABAMA REPUBLICANS WRANGLE OVER 
THE SELECTION OF A CHAIRMAN. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 15.—The State 
Republican Convention, which assembled in the 
Hall of Representatives at neon to-day, brought 
forth the biggest political wrangle since the 
stormy days of reconstruction. Arthur Bing- 
ham, Chairman of the State Executive 
Committee, after calling the convention 
to order and stating the purpose, which 


was to nominate a State ticket and elect dele- 
gates to the National Republican Convention at 
Chicago, placed William J. Stevens, colored, of 
Calhoun County, in the chair as temporary 
President of the convention. Stevens made a 
long speech, and while ho was speaking a storm 
was brewing. Stevens formerly lived in the 
Fourth Congressional District and has been 
prominent in politics, Heis very unpopular with 
the negroes. They chargethathe has generaliy 
sold out to the Democrats, and that bis game to- 
day is te get control of the Chicago delegation, 
make a trade, and pocket the money. He isan 
outspoken anti-Sherman man and favors Blaine 
for the Presidency. 

The fact that he was placed in the chair by the 
Executive Committee without giving the con- 
vention a chance to take a vote and ac- 
cept or reject him caused considerable dis- 
satisfaction, and as soon as he ceased 
speakin the storm burst in all its 
fury. . K. Hendricks, a colored delegate from 
Lee County, arose and said that a majority of 
the cofvention had been insulted by Stevens, 
who was not by right temporary Chairman and 
he moved that the convention proeeed to the 
election of a temporary Chairman. Pandemo- 
nium followed for two hours, during which 
Stevens held the chair against all opposi- 
tion. . His opponents were mostly dner- 
man men, They put up four differ- 
ent negroes for temporary Chairman, and 
Stevens sat them all out. Finally, at 
5 o’clock, Arthur Bingham took the chair and 
started out afresh. Tae convention, after a long 
discussion, settled on A. Boyd (colored) of Bir- 
mingham for temporary Chairman, and the con- 
vention adjourned until 8 o’elock. 

There are over 300 delegates in the conven- 
tion, all negroes but about 20. The delegates 
are pretty evenly divided between Blaine and 
Sherman, E. J. Bryant (white) and Ike Carter 
(colored) have been elected delegates to the 
National Convention from the Montgomery dis- 
trict. Both are strong Sherman men. 


GOV. TAYLOR RENOMINATED. 
THE BITTER PARTY FIGHT IN TENNES- 
SEB FINALLY ENDED. 


NASHVILLE, May 15.—The dead-lock in 
the Democratic State Convention was broken 
to-day by the renomination of Gov. Robert L. 
Taylor on the fortieth ballot. The presentation 
to the convention last night of the name of Con- 
gressman Benton McMillin did not have the 
effect intended, and, seeing that it was 
impossible to nominate any other man 


than Taylor, the opposition decided this morn- 
ing to withdraw their objection to him and 
allow the convention to complete its work. 
A conference of Taylor and anti-Taylor men 
was held, at which the opposition to Gov. 
Taylor submitted through the Hon. John 
J. Vertrees a _ proposition to accept 
any candidate whom the Taylor men would 
hame and who could stand upon the platform 
that had been adopted. The Taylor men refused 
to agree to this, and the opposition then pre- 
sented the following: 


“The delegates opposing Goy, Taylor have de- 
cided to no longer oppose his renomination. 
We now permit him to be nominated by the dele- 
gates Pe him. We wiil not vote when the 
rollis called, so that he may receive all the votes 
which may be cast.” 

The conference wasthen dissolved and the 
delegates returned to the hall. The Taylor mena 
entered an Objection to the reading of the paper 
by Mr. Vertrees, but, after some little demon- 
stration, Mr. Vertrees succeeded in acquainting 
the convention with the decision of the side he 
represented. Previous to this a delegate urgedthe 
delegates to nominate Taylor, whereupon there 
was loud chéering. The cail of the roll on the 
fortieth ballot was then begun, and county after 
county went for Taylor. He reesived 1,098 5-6 
votes, 15 counties either refusing to vote or cast- 
ing their votes for other men. ‘The Chairman 
announced that Goy. Taylor had reeeived more 
than two-thirds of the entire vote of the conven- 
tion, and was therefore the nominee. A com- 
mittee of three was appointed to inform the 
Governor of his nomination and conduct him to 
the Speaker’sstand. They soon returned with the 
Governor, who made @ long speech of acecept- 
anee. He said that if the Demoeraoy of the 
State would bring together ali the elements and 
fight for the principles of the party they would 
roll off a majority of 30,000, and say to the Re- 
publican Party that the question that Ten- 
nesses 18 a doubtful State was forever settled, 
He declared that he indorsed the platform, and 
would make ® good fight for it. It had been said 
by some that the platform did not indorse him. 
To those he would reply by saying that over 
two-thirds of the Democracy in scsonven- 
tion assembled had indorsed him and his 
Administration, and that was all heasked. He 
closed by returning thanks to those who had 
supported him and said he had no malice to- 
ward any one. The convention was then de- 
clared adjourned and the delegates retired. 
Thus ended perhaps the most bitter fight ever 
made in @ Tennessee convention, 

The renomination of Gov. Tayloris not pleas- 
ing to the rank and file of the party, al- 
though dispatches from points throughout 
the State indicate that many  anti-Tay- 
lor men will. forget the past and sup- 
port the nominee. The action of nearly 300 
delegates in declining to vote for him on the 
final ballot shows the spirit manifested by many 
leading Democrats who believed it would be detri- 
mental to the best interests of the party to select 
him as its standard bearer. Ata late hour last 
night the Hon. John J. Vertrees made a cutting 
speech against Taylor giving the reasons of the 
opposition to him. Mr. Vertrees called atten- 
tion to the fact that although the convention 
bad unanimously adopted a platform it had re- 
fused to commend and indorse Goy. Tay- 
lor, whose utterances upon certain public 
questions did not agree with the principles ex- 
pressed therein. Mr. Vertrees’s speech was a 
warning of danger and a prophecy of defeat, 
and Mr. Deaderick, a delegate from the county 
from which Gov. Taylor hails, predicted 
that Taylor’s nomination would cost thé 
party 600 votes in that county alone. 
The Taylor men would listen to no 
proposition of compromise and finally secured 
the renomination of their favorite. Republican 
leaders who are in the city to attend the State 
Convention of the party to-morrow say that 
with a good candidate against Gov Taylor the 
party has a fine fighting chance.

THE FLOOD GROWING WORSE 


THOUSANDS OF AORES 
LAND SUBMERGED, 

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF OROPS, 

ABANDONED, FACTORIES 
DOWN, AND LIVE STOCK DROWNED, 
Lovrstana, Mo., May 15.—The gap in the 
funy levee, through which the Mississippi is now 
roaring, has widened almost 300 yards,

this morning the crops and farms extending 
back to the bluffs are submerged. The Sny 
basin contains 120,000 acres of fine farming 
land, and it is estimated that fully 75,000 will 
be inundated. The stock has nearly all been 
driven off the dangerous land and fully 500 
homes have been abandoned. Of the submerged 
lands 50,000 acres are in crops, and the larger 
portion ef it in wheat. To-night the water can 
be aeen six miles wide on the bottoms and rush- 
ing southward. The water in the river proper 
is ata standstill. Tho roadbed of the Chicago 
and Alton Railway which skirts the Sny bottom, 
isin danger and a large party of men are DOW at 
work strengthening it. 

Qurxoy, Ill., May 15.—The Mississippi 
Riveris still rising steadily, the Gevernment 
gauge to-night marking 18 feet Ginches, only 8 
inches below the great flood of 1881. Since last 
night the water has risen flye inches, and it Is 
probable that the flood stage of soven years ago 
will be passed before the worst is ever. In this 
pity nearly all the extensive factories along 
Front-street were shut down this morning, 
throwing many thousands of men out of em- 
ployment. More or less damage to manufact- 


aring industries will result from the high water, 
Freight stations, steamboats, wareleuses, and 
extensive coal sheds can now be reached only 
by beats, many of the railroad tracks in the 
lower yards being abandoned. The greatest 
loss, however, Will fallon the farmera in the 
levee districts. Twe more breaks were made in 
the Indian Grove levee to-day, and to-night 
30,000 acres of wheat protected by this embank- 
ment are covered by a seaof water, This morn- 
ing a steady rain set in to add to the desolation, 
and bomeless and sheiterless families from the 
bottom farms are being brought to the city and 
eared for. The loss of stock will be greater than 
antioipated yesterday, many farmers neglecting 
to leave their homes until the torrent was upon 
them, and then leaving their cattle and horses 
to care for themseves. The water to-night has 
reached the top of the Indian Grove embank- 
ment, and not a single farm can escape the 
flood. Besides the growing grain thousands 
of bushels of last year’s wheat is still in the 
graneries on these farms and will be ruined, 
The break in the Sny levee, the longest on 
the Upper Mississippi, is constantly widening, 
and to-night more than half of the 54 miles of 
magnificent farms protected by this embank- 
meut are under water. It is seven years since 
this country was flooded, and farmers had built 
fins buildings and made substantial improve- 
ments, feeling that they were secure from 
floods, Hundreds of these farmers were com- 
pelled to flee for their lives, leaving their homes 
in ruins and their productive fields desolate. 
Only those who have experienced the resistless 
yower of a great flood along a stream like the 
Mississippt can appreciate the ruin brought 
aboutin a few hours. Just above Quincy the 
water stretches from bluff to bluil, over the 
levee districts and across fertile fields, a 
breadth of fully 15 miles, and thronghout this 
Vast area the largest steamboats on the river 
can navigate with comparative safety. Nearly 
100 miles of rallroad tracks in the vicinity are 
under water, and the damage to railroad beds 
willbe serious. The loss to farming interests 
cannot be estimated, but will reach upward of 
$2,000,000. 


Keokuk, Iowa, May 15.—The Mis- 
sissippi flood continues to increase in height 
and danger, the water to-day registering within 
a few inehes of the highest point attained dur- 
ing the historic flood of i881. -The Warsaw, Ml. 
levee unable to withstand the enormous 
weight of water thrown against it broke in 
several places Menday night, permitting the 
pentup waters to overflow the fertile bottom 
sweeping over farms with irresistable force an 
destroying or drowning everything in their 
path, Live stock have been drowned, ma- 
chinery swept away, and tillable fleids 
rendered inaccessible. Individual losses 
are not obtainable at this time, but 
the aggregate will be enormous, The Indian 
Grove and Sny levees have broken, adding ad- 
ditional horrors to the calamity. [tis estimated 
that at least 300,000 acres of land tem- 
porarily reclaimed to cultivation by the con- 
struction of levees issubmerged in water from 
two to eight feet. The towns of Alexandria, 
Canton, and Lagrange, Mo., are acvessible 
only by boat. In the furmer, the only pieces of 
dry land consist of a narrow strip on the levee 
front about a block in length. Food supplies 
are brought from Illinois and nearly the entire 

opulation is residing im the second stories of 

sliaiiae. An aged and sick bachelor, who 
lived alone was rescued from his submerged 
home. The water had reached = almost 
to the of his bed. The town of 
Canton, Mo., is half under water. The 
mils there have suspended business, 
and much loss and suffering will ensue. 
All railways south and west of Keokuk have 
been abandoned, and 85 miles of the track of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railway are 
under water. The Carthage and Quincy Braneh 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quinoy has also 
been abandoned, as has 15 miles of the track of 
the Keokuk and Western. All the linesin this 
section have been more or less damaged. Ship- 
ing by rail has been practically suspended, and 
he wholesale dealers of Keokuk are cut off from 
the greater portion of their trade in lowa and 
Migesouri. By the suspension of operations in 
the lumber and railway yards 1,200 men have 
been thrown out of employment at this place. 
As far as damage in the bottom lands is con- 
zerned the flood has reached its culmination, 
though it is feared some of the farmhouses and

THE WAY IN WHICH WARDEN MONROE 
SUPPLIED HIS PATIENTS. 
Morristown, N. J., May 15.—The joint 
legislative committee continued its investiga- 
tion te-day of the alleged irregularities in the 
management of the Morris Plains State Insane 
Tne session was held in one of the re- 
ception rooms of the asylum, and all the mem- 
bers of the committee were present. Warden 
whose alleged misconduct is the 
eause of the investigation. was also present, 


John T. Lines, 


He admit- 
ted that he had been dismissed by the Warden 
in January, 1887, although he first said that he 
had left of his volition. As storekeeper, he said, 
his duties were to serve provisions and keep 
account or everything pertaining to the stores 
of the asylum, When questioned as to the 
quality of the provisions he said that it was 


sometimes very poor. On more. than 
ene occasion he had served eut oat- 
meal and white beans with worms in 
them. At those times there were no 
other beans or meal to serve, The help had 
complained of the beans. He did not report the 
matter to Warden Monroe, because on other oc- 
casions when he had compiained to him of the 
quality of the fuod no attention had been paid 
toit, One time he had informed the Warden of 
shortage in the weight of the meat which came 
from the Newark Beef Company. One bill from 
that firm was 1,495 pounds short. The witness 
head marked in lead pencil the amount of short- 
age opposite each item in which such shortage 
occurred. The Warden or his son told him to 
rub out these pencil marks and let the bill be 
paid. 

The fish which came from John Elsie & Co., 
New-York, was also constantly short in weight. 
The witness recalied one instance where a mers 
of fish reeeived was 120 pounds short of the in- 
voice, He did not report that. A cargo of po- 
tatoes from Wilkinson & Gaddis of Newark was 
short several bushels. Thirty dressed sheep that 
had not been ordered were once sent to the asy- 
lum. The Warden sent them te Morris Plains, 
the next railroad station, but the next 
morning the wandering sheep returned 
to the asylum. Edwards, the butcher, said 
they were not fit or human food, 
As for the eggs, Lines said they were usually 
of ancient origin, so bad that they could not 
with safety be given to sick persons. The 
Warden said they could be used by the baker 
and ordered them sent to the bakery. Some- 
times farmers’ eggs were bought; they did not 
depend entirely on lime eggs, The tea was 
musty, as it was kept in the cellar under a 
steam pips, the coffee was usually of the werst 
quality, and burned in roasting, and the butter 
was bad. The Warden used to say, referring to 
the butter, “Send the best you hava to the pay 
patients.” 

At this juncture the Freeholders’ committees 
present presented a long list of goods which the 
Warden bad purchased for his private use, and 
asked if he had the right to charge such goods 
to the instiution. The question was not an- 
swered. The listincluded boxes of high-priced 
cigars, ladies’ lace collars, yards of dress goods, 
silks, plushes, and velvets, a gold ehain for Mrs, 
Monroe's ».osher, now deceased, and bottles of 
stout. 

Continuing his testimony, Lines said that he 
was careful to take notea of everything, as he 
thought an investigation must be had sooner or 
later. Mr. Dayton, one of the asylum apprais- 
ers, told the witness that secounts were 80 
mixed up that an expert bookkeeper could not 
straighten them out. The same man told him 
that he saw a draft for $250 drawn to George A, 
Halsey of the Board of Managers for compensa- 
tion as an appraiser. 

‘‘Another thing,” sald the witness in a low 
tone, casting a furtive glance at Mr. Monroe, 
“the Warden was very fond of whisky.” 

“How do you know that?” asked Chairman 
Griggs. 

“T used to see him ceming out of the store- 
room wiping his greet 

**Were you not discharged from the asylum 
for drunkenness?” 

No, Sir;” answered the ex-store keeper, “I 
was discharged for ‘aving a bit of a long 
tongue.” (Laughter. 

The witness concluded his testimony by tell- 
ing how the family of the Warden helped them- 
selves to the provisions, ana after skimming the 
wilk sent it to the stererooin. 

Warden Monroe, in reply to the Freeholders, 
said that extra charges were made to cover the 
cost of clerk hire, repairing clothing, &o., for 
which no provision was made. He suid that he 
had no system of profits on storeroom goods— 
no accounts were kept of the storeroom. Under 
the new arrangements the patients were re- 
Heved of restraint, and that was a souree 
of damage and consequent ‘extra ex- 
pense to the Freeholders. The Warden then 
produced a list which showed that 
the prices charged for goods at the Morristown 
State Asylum were much less than those in 
vogue at the State Asylum in Trenton, Dr, ©, 
P. Wurtembaker testified that the Warden in- 
tertered with the physiciansin the discharge of 
their duties and refused to deliver the stores 
they ordered for patients. 

The testimo’ y of John Hesee, the asylum 
painter; George A. Halsey of the Board of Man- 
agers, and Dr. McFarland was favorable to 
Warden Monroe.

GOV. HILL’S PROCLAMATION ESTAB- 


LISHING IT, 
ALBANY, N. Y., May 15.—The following 
proclamation has been issued by the Governor: 


Whereas, By chapter 134 of the Laws of 1878 and 
the acts amendatory thereof itis made the duty of 
the Governor to suppress any infectious or con- 
tagious diseases affecting domestic animals and 
to prevent the same from speading; and 

Whereas, It has been certified to me by James 
Law of Ithaca, acting as my agent, that contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia or lung plague of cattle exists in 
this State in the counties of New-York, Kings, 

ueens, Richmond, and such part of the county of 

Jestchester as lies southerly of the northerly 
boundaries of the towns of Greenburg, White 
Plains, and Harrison, in said county of Westches. 
ter; and 

Whereas, By a law of the United States of May 
29, 1884, entitled, “An actfor the establishment of 
@ Bureau of Animal Industry to prevent the exporta- 
tion of diseased cattle and to provide meana for the 
suppression and extirpation of pleuro-pneumonia 
and other contagions diseases among domestic Ant- 
mals,” provision is made for co-operation of the 
United States.with individual States for carrying 
this into effect; and, 

Whereas, By chapter 155 of the Laws of 1587 the 
Governor 1g authorized to eo-operate with the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture of the United States for 
this purpose; 

Now, therefore, I, David B. Hill, Governor, hav- 
ing accepted in April, 1887, on behalf of the State of 
New-York, the rules and regulations prepared by 
the United States Commissioner of Agriculture, in 
compliance with the above-mentioned acts, do here- 
by proclaim the existence ef cantagious pleuro- 
pheumouia or lung plague of neat cattle in the 
counties of New-York, Kings, Queens, Richmond, 
and such part of the county of Westchester as lies 
southerly of the northern boundaries of the tewns. 
of Greenburg, White Plains, and Harrison, and do 
issue the following orders to be in force in the afore. 
said qpographics districts from the 14th day of 
May, 1888: 

First—All owners and persone responsible for neat 
cattle in the said geographical districts are ordered 
te retain all such neat cattle om the premises where 
they may be at the time ef the issue of this proc- 
lamation, aud not to allow any such cattle to move 
from one place or premises to another, nor to be 
upen any highway or unfenced ground unless the 
are in charge of a person with a special permit 
granted by an inspector or assistant inspector of 
the Bureauof Animal Industry of the United States, 
who shall also have been duly designated anid ap- 
pointed by my agent under this proclamation to.act 
in this State. _ 

Second—All railread companies and common car- 
riers doing business within the quarautined coun- 
ties and all sea and river craft doiug business in the 
port of New-York are ordered net to move any neat 
cattle into or out of any quarantined geographical 
district nor from one part of such district to another 
unless they are accompanied by a special permit 
granted by such a said inspector or assistant in- 
spector, Cattle in through transit by rail or boat 
from one unqguarantined district to another, and 
that are not to be unloaded within the quarantined 
district, will not require a permit, Cattle from 
unquarantived districts, asshown by the hills of 
lading, and arriving by rail or boat at the Union 
Stock Yards or the piers on Nerth or East River in 
New-York City may come without a permit, but 
& permit will be required before they can be taken 
frem such stock yards or piers. 

Trird—Such jsaid inspecters and assistant in- 
spectors shall tag, number, and register all cattle 
within the quarantined district, and the owners or 
custodians will be held responsible for all such cat- 
tle, dead or alive, as are registered on their books, 
and shall promptly report to the Chief Inspector for 
New-York ofthe Bureau of Animal Industry, at 
1,512 Broadway, New-York City, all cases of sick- 
ness and all births and deaths among such cattle. 

Fourth—Such said inaprectors and assistant in- 
spectors shail have the power to inspect all neat 
oattle within the quarantined district and to con- 
demn such as are affected with lung plague and 
such as have been exposed to the infection of said 
disease, and such condemned cattle shall be ap- 
praised and killed and the owners indemnified by 
the United States Department of Agriculture, as 
provided in chapter 155 of the Laws of 1887, 

Fisth—Butchers and other slaughterers of cattle 
and all persons who receive and dispose of dead 
animals, are forbidden to receive cattle, alive or 
dead, from premises in the quarantined district, 
unless such are accompanied by a special permit 
from such ® said inspector or assistant inspeotor, 
and such cattle must only be killed or skinned in 
the presence of such a said inspector or assistant 
inspector, who shall remove the tags and identify 
and examine the carcass, 

Sizth—Such said inspectors and assistant inspect- 
ors shall have free access to all places infected or 
suspected to be infected with lung plague, or any 
and ali places where animals are quarantined by 
this order and proclamation, for the purpose of dis- 
infecting the same. 

Seventh—sheriifs, canstables, and peace officers 
shall, when called upon, assist and protect the duly 
authorized employes of the Bureau of Anima! In- 
dustry when éngaged in the execution of their du- 
ties in suppressing the lung plague of cattle.

WILLIAM GORE VERY LOW, BUT WHIS-

condition at the Manhattan Hospital last night. 
House Surgeon Durning gives him from an 
ounce to an ounce and a half of whisky an hour, 
60 that he is drunk allof the time. At about 4 


o'clock yesterday afternoon he became sober |

encugh to understand his situation, 
conversed with Dr. Dunning for a few minutes 
about his chancesof recovery. He was told that 
every hour that he continued alive was in his 
favor. He thanked the doctor, took his ounce of 
whisky, and went calmly to sleep again. 
Besides the whisky Dr. Dunning administers 
carbonate of ammonia. The object of both reme- 


dies is to keep up the action of the heart. Rat- 
tlesnake poison affects the aetion of the heart, 
and the fear is that the heart will suddenly fail 
to act and a collapse will follow. Goreis a stout 
young fellow, 22 years of age, of good constitu- 
tion, All tais is in his favor. His appetite is 
good, and he takes large quantities of milk and 
pr tea with avidity, as he wakes from time to 
time, 

Soon after he reached the hoepisel on Monday 
he gave an account of the way the accident hap- 
pened, He saw a snake's head peeping ont of a 
hole. He immediately kicked at it and the 
snake, instead of pulling its head inas he ex- 
pected, darted it out at him and made an 
ominous sound which made him suspect that it 
was 8 rattlesnake, although he had never seen 
one in his life and had never heard of there 
being any in this part of the country. Mak- 
ing @® jump he got one foot on the snake's 
neck, and stooping down reached out to pick a 
stick from the ground with which to kill it. Just 
as his leff band touched the ground another 
snake, conesaled in the grass, made a spring and 
buried its fangs in the flesh between the fore 
and middle fingers. A horror seized him and he 
nearly fainted away. Ho aays that it seems to 
him as though it was some minutes before he re- 
covered sufficiently to walk away. 

a What became of the snakes ?”’ asked Dr, Dun- 
ning. 

“T don’t know. I guess they ran into the hole. 
I did not see either of them after I was bitten.’ 

Dr. Dunning says that with his great health 
and viger if Gore had been taken to the hospital 
as soon as possible after he was bitten he would 
have stood a good chance of recovery. As itis 
he can only hops. 

Stories which have been published about 
Gore’s fearful appearance are untrue. His left 
arm and hand are swollen and of a dark red 
color. But hia body is only slightly inflamed 
and is not perceptibly swollen, or at least was 
not last night, when a reporter of THe Times 
saw him. He suffered a good deal of nain be- 
fore he reached the hospital, but has not suf- 
fered much since on account of tha whisky 
with which he is dosed. Rattlesnake poison 
acts upon the nervous centres, and if no rem- 
edies are given to the person bitten he will die 
in horrible convulsions and in great ageny. 

Since the publication in THr TIMES yesterday 
morning of the occurrence, Dr. Dunning bas re- 
ceived lots of letters by every mail suggesting 
remedies. Wourali, the arrow poison used by 
the nativea of Guiana, South America, to kill 
men and animals is the favorite internal 
specific of the writers. The bloodstone, sucking 
the wound, cauterizing it, eutting off the hand, 
cutting off the arm, area also highly recom- 
mended. Dr. Dunning is not prepared to say 
that wourall is not an antidote to snake poison- 
ing, on the homeopathic principle that “like 
cures like.” Buéthe natives of Guiana them- 
selves use it, notas a cure of poison, but asa 
preventive, and Dr. Dunning does not care to 
try experiments, As for the use of the knife, he 
has done all that cau do any good. As socn as 
Gore got to the bospital the bitten part was out 
out, and everything requisite in the way of lo- 
tions and antiseptics was applied.

A CHARGE OF CRUELTY AGAINST DE- 
TECTIVE DUGAN. 

Detectives Dugan and Cagney of the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct Monday night arrest 
ed William Reilly and John Pendergast of South- 
Brooklyn on a charge of disorderly conduct. 

Pendergast appeared in the Harlem Court 
yesterday morning with a bandage covering his 
left eye, and said that he did not know what he 
was arrested for.

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THE BARD BEATS HANOVER 


A GREAT RACH 
BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 
EXILE AND FENELON IN A FIGHTING 
FINISH FOR THIRD PLACE—OREGON 
PROVES TO BE A FINE 22-YEAR-OLD, 

The Bard yesterday proved himself to be 
the great race horse that Tue Times told its 
readers he was. Hanoyér proved himself to be 
a trifle better than Tuk TIMES writer suppesed 
him to be, while Oriflamme diszppointed all his 
friends by failing to come up to expectations. 
Saxony too was a disappointment, and Exile 
and Fénélon showed that they are rarely good 
horses thus early in the season and will run 
some wonderfully good races before they are 
much older. Richmond is still an unknown 
quantity, for ho was scratched from the race in 
which he was entered torun, and so Garrison 
had no chance to show people how well he 
could ride him up to the front,.as he had told 
his friends he would. 

All these things developed at the Gravesend 
track of the Brooklyn Joekey Club yesterday 
when the racing season in this State opened, 
and when some ten or twelve thousand people 
assembled at the track to ses the Brooklyn Han- 
dicap run and te see what horse would win for 
its backers the first really great race of the year, 
The Bard, a horse that was as near death last 
Autumn as any horse ever comes’ without 
actually dying, and who up to the close of the 
ante-post books last week was a 10-to-1 chance 


in the betting. landed the rich prize, worth 
$7,000 for his Owner, after a magnificent 
struggle with the crack of the Dwyer Brothera’ 
stable, Hanover. It was a beautiful race, 
splendidly ridden, truly run, and honestly won. 
The trainer of “the pride of Chesterbrook,” Mr. 
Huggins, was overwhelmed with congratula- 
tions after the race and he deserved them for 
having brought his charge into such prime con- 
dition as he was yeaterduy. It was a fine piece 
of werk and one over which he has every reason 
to feel proud, 

The weather was anything but propitious for 
the opening of the season. There was rain in 
the morning, a cold, penotrating air, and enough 
of a breeze to warrant the wearing of the heaviest 
of Winter flannels and wraps. The fact that some 
twelve thousand people braved the weather and 
shivered through the afternoon ian order to see 
the race was suilisient proof of how strong a 
hold the sport has upon the American public. 
It was also inferentially proof that, had the 
weather been pleasant, 20,000 people at least 
would have assembled to witness the great 
struggle between such a field of horses as 
rarely comes together in the course of a season, 

The track was heavy and the loam and sand 
had been seaked by the rain and stirredup by 
the harrows until it was of about the con- 
sistency of a rather thin paste. With sucha 
track and such a race there is no longer any 
doubt that both The Bard and Hanover are 
‘mud horses.” That track militated against 
such @ superiatively grand race as was the first 
Brooklyn Handicap run a year ago, and which 
resulted in a finish between Dry Monopole, Blue 
Wing, and Hidalgo, which will go down in the 
horse history of America as ene of the grandest 
and most exciting ever witnessed. There were 
17 horses in that, 11 in this, and while 
tho class of two contestants in this year’s race 
was higher, according to all theories of breeding 
and performance, than that. of any two of the 
contestants in the race of the year previous, 
that year’s was perhapathe more remarka- 
dle, for all three of the first horses then ran the 
distance in 2:08 or better, the winner, Dry 
Monopole, being credited with the record at 
the distance—2:07. The time ef yesterday's 
race, 2:13, Was most creditable, however, for 
the mud flew in every direction as the horses 
plowed through it, and the two leaders carried 
125 each, 10 pounds more than the most 
heavily weighted of the first three of the 
horses that ran in 1987—Hidalgo—while the 
winner of that event carried but 106 pounds. 
The track was certainly four or five seconds 
slower yesterday than it was a year ago, and 80, 
taken all in ail, The Bard’s performance was 
perhaps as creditable as was that of Dry Mopo- 
pole, particularly as the latter was then as good 
a horse a8 he ever was in his life, while The 
Bard has but reeently recovered from a long 
and very serious and draining iliness. 

Saxony was the first 1 of the 11 horses en- 
tered for the great race of a mile and a quarter 
to appoar on the track for exerise after the Ex- 
groceries Stakes, for 2-year-olds, had been run. 

ie was greeted with around of applause, and 
he was the only one so received, for the rest of 
the horses tuoek their exercise in blankets, with 
stable boys.en their backs, and the crowd didn’t 
recognize them. Nor did they recognize ‘the 
mighty Hanover,” when, 10 minutes later, he 
was led, hooded and blanketed, down to the start- 
ing post by his stable attendant, while McLaugh- 
lin walked unobserved up the track next to 
the inside rail. After the favorite and his 
rider had gone by the grand stand, the others 
Went up to the turn near the King’s Highway, 
where the start was to be made in this order: 
Fénélon, with Martin in the saddle; Saxony, 
with Stone riding; Favor, with Church up; 
Volante, ridden by the colored jockey, Isaac 
Murphy; Grover Cleveland, with the California 
jockey, Holloway, in the saddle; Exile, with the 
reinstated jockey, Taylor; The Bard, carrying 
Hayward, wrapped in the national colors of Mr. 
Cassatt’s stable; Kaloolah, with green-jacketed 
Fitzpatrick; Royal Arch and Rafferty, in red- 
and-white bars, and last, the pretty gray Ori- 
flamme, with Godfrey sporting the Maroon and 
red of Mr. Belmont’s stable, 

The Bard was greeted with both cheers and 
applause. Hayward touched his satin-like hide, 
aud The Bard gave a bonnd and went like the 
wind up the stretch, as full of run as a boy just 
outofschool. Onee under way, it was almost 
impossible for Hayward to stop him, and he 
didn’t pull him down to a canter until three- 
eighths ofa mile had been covered, more than 
half at top speed. 

“That's the winner,’ came from a thousand 
throats as the handsome bay fiew.on asif he 
fairly reveled inthe mud. Hanover stock fell 
a trifle with some, but the admirers of trat game 
colt of the Dwyers had faith that he would make 
The Bard feel very tired and asif he had been 
to the races before he got through with him. 

The 11 cracks who were to struggle for fame 
and fortune were at the post while Starter Sherti- 
dan was trying to get them into line and away 
oneven terms for 20 minutes. A half dozen 
times the high-strung animals broke away and 
delayed him in his efforts, and once they ran 
half way to the grand stand before they pulled 
up and returned once more to the starting poat. 
Then there was a swish of the starter’s flag 
through the air, adropping of the white flag of 
the timer, and the falling of the red and black 
banner of an assistant starter, 

“Theyr’e oft!” was the chrous of the thonsands, 
Every one oraned bis or her neck, and strained 
his or her eyes to catch a glimpse of the leader, 
for close to the rail there was pisinly a leader. 
Thousands were happy when they found it to be 
Hanover. He had seta killing pace. Just back 
of him on nearly even terms were Favor, Sax- 
ony, and Kalulah, A trifle further in the rear 
and stretched across the track were Oriflamma, 
Royal Areh, Grover Cleveland, and then at the 
outside rail The Bard. They swept down 
the stretch a gayly-eolored whirlwind 
ef horseflesh, each rider struggling for 
a@ good position. When they passed the quar- 
ter-mile postin front of the grand stand Han- 
over had a lead of nearly a longth, with Saxeny, 
Favor, and Oriflamme ina bunch behind, and 
The Bard, now well in his stride, a length be- 
hind them, and receiving wu regular baptism of 
mud, There wasa howl and a hurrah for the 
leaders, There wasn’t much for the next batch, 
which passed the game point in this order, and 
seemed to be out of the race—Royal Arch, 
Kalulah, Grover Cleveland, Exile, Volante, 
and Fénélon. 

Around the lower turn the order was much 
the same, except that Favor had got up on even 
terms with Hanover, and for an instant his nose 
showed in front. But McLaughlin would let 
Hanover have no leader. He sent Hanover on 
and Favor, now lapped by Saxony, and with 
the Bard but alengih away, did the chasing. 
It was hot work, and before the quartet got well 
into the back streteh Volante and Exile, pulling 
away from the ruck, tried to reach the flying 
leaders. So did the fairy-like Oriflamme, whose 
short legs rattled like the sticks of a drummer 
playing the leng roll. It was getting to be a 
graud race, The question was could Hanover 
keep away from those flying followers. He 
tried and sueceeded in reaching the turn beyond 
the clubhouse first. 

But Favor, The Bard, and Exile were right at 
his heels. Saxony had given up the struggle. 
Suddenly, like a flash, a new element entered 
into the struggle. It was the despised and over- 
worked Fénélon. He went around the field, 
and from being absolutely last had worked 
gamely up to fourth place jAst as the mile was 
finished. Hanover was then atill in front, bat 
pressing him closely was The Bard, who had 
passed Exile and Favor, the latter apparentiy 
tired and run cut. 

Hanover and The Bard swept into the stretch 
together on yery nearly even terms. Cheers 
greeted them. Everybody knew it was to be a 
race between giants and that the race was en- 
tirely one between them. The rest would have 
to be content with a fight for third place. Once 
atraighteued out in the stretch McLaughlin 
raised his arm and plied his whip, It was the 
signal of distress.

GEN. BEEMS DEATH. 


A LETTER FROM MRS. BEEM VINDICATING 
HERSEL?. 

CHicaGo, May 15.—The following open 
letter from Mrs. Martin Beem, whose husband, 
Gen. Beem, committed suicide at Stanton, Neb., 
was received and read last night at the session 
of the Union Veteran Club: 


Gentlemen of the Union Veteran Club: 

I write you to ask that you receive and discuss 
the report of your committee who were appolnted to 
investigate the death of my husband in open session 
for these reasons: A full knowledge o: the facta 
attendant on his death is my complete vindication. 
The worst that L have to tear is that these facts will 
not be known or will be distorted, Either J mur- 
dered him or he committed suicide. A report that 
does not aftirm a belief one way or the other can2zot 
be a frank expression of candid men and is unjust te 
the living and the dead. If the committee believes 
that I murdered him, then I wish the report and dis- 
cussion to be @ public one, in order that the 
press, which has so far been my best friend, may 
have a chance to scan the facts and motives which 
lead to their report. If the commuttee believes that 
he committed suicide I them have every reason for 
giving it publicity. [ wish to call your attention to 
the fact that my husbaud immediately before leav- 
ing Chicago destroyed ali papers except those which 
reilect on his self-appointed murderer, and arranged 
all his affairs as if he expected never toreturn. He 
then made a will, and in « postscript attached there- 
to suggests that he is to be murdered, points ont the 
way, designates the probable murderer, appoints a 
committees to investigate the matter, and finishes 
with a statement that his threat to commit suicide 
was meaningless and made for effect only. 

He had written for information as to needed 
ammunition in order that his prospective murderer 
might lack nethiag. He then rashed into the arms 
of the one thus appointed to do the bloody deed, and 
surprised her with the opportunity. The fact that 

25,000 life insurance, payable to hia sisters, may 

ependon his making it appear thet he was mur- 
dered, seems to have occurred to few but the in. 
ventor of the scheme. Nor does the fact.that by 
his own acts he had made itimpessible for him to 
return here and earn @ living seem to have entered 
into the probabilities of my guilt. 

To be alike just to your comrade and myself 
would not take greater courage than many of you 
have shown in battle. In the olden time brave 
knights fought to the death-for the honer of un- 
known women. To-day will the brave soldiers of 
a nobler cause than was then known forever 
blacken the character and name of a woman against 
whom no particle of evidence has been or can.be 
adduced in order to cover up the weaknesses and 
insanity of a fellow-soldier ?

NATURAL GAS IN GALVESTON..

Silver dropped in London yesterday to 42 
pence per ounce. Only fora short time has 
the price gone so low as this since the 
*dollar of our fathers’ was first coined. 
English opinion continues indifferent on 
the question, and, though there are now 
and then cries of alarm from confirmed 
bimetallists, they awaken no response in 
the public mind. The present extreme de- 
pression is not likely to last long, being 
mostly due to the light demand from India 
at this season, but there is little reason to 
think that there can be auy immediate or 
considerable advance. 


The Governor has given evidence of the 
disingenucousness of which he was suspected 
in submitting Quarantine appointments to 
the Senate by the character of those which 
he has made since the adjournment. He has 
named a Tammany politician of this city 
and.a Democratic politician of Brooklyn on 
no ground that is perceptible to ordinary 
judgment except party grounds. The men 
may be qualified for the duties of Quaran- 
tine Commissioners, but there is nothing in 
their record to indicate that they were se- 
lected for any but political reasons. When 
Gov. HIxt sent to the Senate the names of 
men much more prominent and far better 
known in the community it was evidently 
because he knew they would not be con- 
firmed. As soon as his choice is untram- 
meled and it is certain that the men selected 
will take office his standard is lowered to 
his customary level.

A cattle quarantine has been proclaimed 
for thecounties of New-York, Kings, Queens, 
Richmond, and part of Westchester, with a 
view. to stamping outthe pleuro-pneumonia 
whichf has long existed in this region and 
has of late become serious. Co-operation 
between the State and national authority is 
necessary under existing laws in dealing 
with this disease. Of its prevalence there 
is no doubt, and the only effective and 
economical method of dealing with it is to 
establish a strict quarantine, make a thor- 
ough inspection, and slaughter all cattle 
that are infected or have been exposed to 
infection until the last trace of the con- 
tagios. disappears.

Gen, BOULANGER’S experiment at “ swing- 
ing round the circle’ does not promise to 
be much more successful than sundry polit- 
ical tours of the same kind that have been 
made on this bide of the ecean. The Bou- 
langists who have no reason to give for 
their faith have doubtless been awaiting 
the explanations of their hero on that 
point. His speeches will bring home to such 
of them as are uccessible to reason the fact 
that there is no adequate explanation to give. 
They will not find itin the observation at 
one of his banquets that France is ‘‘ suffer- 
ing from a dastard policy dictated by de- 
generates,” or at another that he ‘ did not 
take his welcome as addressed to him per- 
sonally but to the soldier unjustly driven 
from the army.” Every Frenchman who 
reads the newspapers must be aware that 
Gen. BouLANGER was “driven from the 
army” as a result of his own direct 
disobedience of orders and that the 
Government had no choice but to dismiss 
him or itself. Of course successful soldiers 
have often talked great nonsense without 
impairing their popularity; but it would 
be quite unprecedented if a soldier who 
had done no more than Gen. BOULANGER 
to male himself a popular hero by feats of 
arms should survive the assaults upon his 
reputation made by his own speeches. 





A CLEVELAND CONVENTION. 

The State of New-York adds its column 
of delegates to the lengthening list of dele- 
gates from other States who will cast an 
undivided vote for President CLEVELAND 
atthe St. Louis Convention. The Presi- 
dent’s own State thus lends its voice to 
the general acclamation which demands 
his renomination with a  positiveness 
no longer to be denied or disputed 
or resisted. Its Democratic Convention 
gives to the National assembly a delegation 
definitely instructed to cast its seventy-two 
votes for Mr. CLEVELAND, and in the 
choosing and instructing of these delegates 
the convention acted with a unanimity 
which leaves no room for speculation con- 
cerning divisions or dissensions among the 
Democracy of New-York. 

Three months ago even the President’s 
most zealous supporters would hardly have 
predicted with confidence that the work 
of the New-York Convention would be 
performed with such complete harmony. 
There were influences at work and in- 
trigues on foot to bring about a different 
result. There were honest doubts and pre- 
tensions not so honest as to the actual senti- 
ment of the mass of the party—always a 
matter difficult of discernment in advance 
of the indications given by the earliest 
primaries. And there was no such effort 
made in behalf of union and harmony as 
has customarily been put forth to create 
and consolidate support for a President de- 
siring or willing to accept a re-election. 
The result shows that no such effort was 
necessary; that the public record of a wise 
and worthy President is the most effective 
infinence that can be exerted in behalf of 
his renomination, and it is a result whose 
lesson should be laid to heart by men in 
public life who desire “‘indorsement” from 
the people of their States. 

It is a bad result for Davin B. Hiri. The 
Governor has not infrequently met with seri- 
ousrebniffs in the game of politics. Yesterday 
for the tirst time he encountered absolute 
defeat and repudiation by his party. He 
had schemed and intrigued for a place at 
the head of the delegation at large. His 
friends have striven, and apparently with 
some success, to convince the Administra- 
tion that he was too strong in the State to be 
cavalierly treated in the convention; and 
they have labored to create an impression 
here that his election as a delegate at large 
was desired at Washington. But the con- 


vention would have none of him, and that. 


decision was the best one possible for 
the party and for the President. Unless 
we very much mistake its import, 
it makes an end of Gov. HILL. 
A Governor who cannot get his party 
to give him the humble office of a del- 
egate to a National Convention is scarcely 
in a position to demand a renomination to 
the Executive office. The kindly obscurity 
ef a probably not unremunerative law prac- 
tice in Elmira seems to be the best the world 
has to offer Davip B. HI. 


THE REPUBLICAN DILEMMA. 

It is a matter of some interest what sort 
of a platform will be adopted by the Repub- 
licans at their State Convention to-day. 
The leaders of both parties recognize New- 
York as the battle ground of the Presiden- 
tial campaign, no matter who may be the 
Republican candidate. Thechief argument 
of the Blaine people is that their man can 
carry this State, and the interview with Mr. 
“Par? ForD was intended to show how 1t 
could be done by BLAINE and could not be 
done by any one else. BLAINE’s opponents 
point to the result in 1884, with Mr. ‘* Pav? 
Forp enlisted in the Blaine ranks, and ask 
what evidence, to say nothing of -proof, 
there is that the 
any different this 
sides concede that the 
have to be fought out It is 
equally conceded that the main issue 
will be the tariff. What is undecided is, 
what ferm the tariff issne shall take. The 
policy of protection for protection’s sake, 
the blind, obstinate resistance to all reduc- 
tion in the tariff, thenotion of the “pro- 
tective arch,” no stone in which can be 
chauged or’ removed without the whole 
structure crumbling, all this is plainly out 
of date. There are Republicans stupid 
enough to cling toit; there isno intelli- 
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gent Republican hardy enongh to do so. 
But if there is to be a Republican tariff 
revision proposed, what direction shall it 
take? What stone of the arch shall be 
taken out, what one shall be cut down? 
That is what worries the managers, and it 
well may worry them, for though the 
“arch” metaphor was ludicrous from 
the economist’s point of view. it was 
just from the politician’s point of view. 
The protectionists have actually been 
bound together by the cohesion of com- 
mon interests, and that bondjis broken when 
one interest is abandoned. Yet something 
must be done, and what is it ? 

Any definite action by the New-York Con- 
vention would help matters greatly in 
Washington. It would give the Repub- 
lican leaders something to go by. If they 
knew just what concessions New-York Re- 
publicans would stand by, the other States 
could be whipped in. The situation would 
be greatly simplified. But itis not at all 
likely that the New-York Republicans will 
take any definite action. They are faced 
by the same trouble as that the leaders in 
Congress have to encounter. The most nat- 
ural suggestion toward any reform of the 
tariff is the repeal or heavy reduction of 
the duty on sugar. But if they undertake 
this they must either compensate the Loui- 
siana planters by bounties or they must 
drive the Louisiana yotes in the House 
from RANDALL and insure the success 
of the Mills bill. The latter would 
in itself be fatal te them, for two reasons: 
It would break the solidity of the protec- 
tionists in the House, and it would con- 
vince the beneficiaries of the other protect- 
ive features of the tariff that they were in 
danger and had better make as good terms 
as possible while there is yet a chance to 
make any terms. Judge KkLtEy of Penn- 
sylvania has resisted this movement with 
great firmness, and from the protectionists’ 
point of view he is wise in doing so. What 
hope can the steel monopoly have of being 
spared if the sugar duties are to be thrown 
over? Theiron and steel men are making 
a stand for higher duties on cotton ties, It 
is a small matter in itself, but it is typical. 
Their demand is as reasonable in this 
direction as in any other. Suppose protec- 
tion to sugar is surrendered, what chance 
can there be that the duty on cotton ties 
will not be repealed? And if any breach is 
once made in the monopolies’ barrier the 
whole will soon be swept away. 

But suppose the Republicans, in hope to 
placate the Louisiana vote and to maintain 
their consistency, advocate the repeal of 
the sugar duties with compensating bern- 
ties, as Mr. SHERMAN and, if we mistake 
not, Mr. Hiscock, have already proposed, 
what would be the effect on the country? 
It would be ruinous tothe protection sys- 
tem. Jt would reveal that system in all its 
naked deformity as one of ‘taxation of the 
many for the profit of the few. That is 
what the system really is, but it has always 
been carefully veiled from public view. Its 
victims have never been allowed to see it as 
it actually looked. The tax has been paid 
without their knowledge. It has not gone 
into the Treasury to be paid out again to 
the privileged sharers init. It has gone to 
the pockets of the latter in a roundabout, 
subterranean fashion. But if its amount 
and destination were made plain the tax- 
payers would revolt. This, then, is the Re- 
publican dilemma. They are between the 
deviland the deep sea. They must propose 
something. Free sugar is the most obvious 
thing to propose. That must, if given un- 
conditionally, lead to a break in the pro- 
tectionist ranks. If to avoid this a bounty 
system is set up, the effect on public senti- 
ment would be irresistible. We shall be 
curious to.see what the wise men of the 
party in New-York will do about it. 


THE GOVERNOR AND UNSIGNED 
BILLS. 

The constitutional provision that the 
Governor of this State shall have thirty 
days after the end of the session of the Leg- 
islature in which to consider the bills that 
were passed during the closing daysisa 
good one, but the power which it gives him 
is subject to abuse in the hands of an un- 
scrupulous politician. During the session 
all bills which the Governor holds more 
than ten days without signing or vetoing 
become laws without his signature. Ac- 
cordingly it is only the bills that were 
passed during the last ten days of the 
session that are left in his hands after 
adjournment, but there is sucharush of 
belated measures that thenumber of bills 
thus left on hand often exceeds all that had 
become laws during the session. This year 
there are over two hundred and fifty such 
bills, the most important of which are the 
Ballot Reform bill, the bill regulating ele- 
vator charges, and the Excise Commission 
bill. Gov. Hitt in a special message to the 
Assembly on the 16th of March recom- 
mended the appointment of a commission to 
revise the excise laws. It may be that he 
expected to have the appointment of the 
Commissioners, but a bill had already been 
introduced in which they were named. 
This with some modification is that which 
he now has before him, and it is probable 
that he will sign it. All bills which he faiis 
to approve by the 10th of June will fail, 
so that he is able to exercise the veto 
power upon any of them ‘by doing nothing 
with them, and he is under no obligation to 
give any explanation. ; 

Gov. Hriw’s habitual use of the power 
which the Constitution gives him over bills 
passed in the last days of the session has 
been already indicated by two significant 
incidents. A few days before the Legislat- 
ure adjourned he asked that a measure af- 
fecting the water-front interests of Staten 
Isiand be recalled. It was presumed that 
he desired to have some defect remedied 
and the request was complied with, but it 
soon appeared that his sole object was to 
have the bill sent back to him so late that 
it might be left among those to be 
considered after the adjournment. The 
purpese of this trick was to use 
the bill as a- means of coercing those 
who were interested in its fate into an 
attitude of favor toward the Governor 
lest he should avenge himself for unfriend- 
liness by refusing tosignit. He then had 
the State Convention in mind. He has 
in his hands a number of bills affecting the 
local affairs of Brooklyn, and in some of 


them the Democratic politicians of that 
city are deeply interested. This accounts 
for the fact that when the delegates to the 
State Convention gathered here those from 
Brooklyn were exceedingly cautious about 
taking any position that might be deemed 
unfriendly to the Governor. 

As the bulk of these unsigned bills affect 
local interests in various parts of the State 
it is possible for an unscrupulous politician 
like Gov. Hitt to malte very effective use 
of them for the purpose of coercing those 
who are concerned for their fate either into 
supporting his schemes in politics or into 
refraining from declaring opposition to him, 
as they might otherwise be disposed to do. 
That he is capable of making the utmost 
use of this advantage nobody who knows 
him doubts for a moment. But this year 
circumstances are somewhat against him. 
The appropriation bills, in which he has 
heretofore found clubs to hold over the 
heads of friends and enemies, were passed 
so early that he had to sign them before 
the adjournment. Then the interval before 
the State Convention was too short for him 
to work with his unsigned bills effectively, 
and that which is to elapse before the Fall 
convention will be too long and too much 
occupied with events which he cannot con- 
trol to give hima chance to produce any 
lasting effect by his handling of these 
measures, 

The Governor found himself a factor of 
small importance in the convention yes- 
terday, and considered it prudent to give 
out that he had no desire to go to St. Louis 
as a delegate at large on account of the 
duty of dealing with the mass of bills left 
in his hands by the Legislature, which 
would be seriously interfered with if he 
were to leave the State Capitol for such a 
purpose. This wasa very discreet interpreta- 
tion to put upon the necessities of the case, 
butit the Governorharbors any disappoint- 
ment or resentment for the coolness with 
which his claims were treated he can hardly 
venture to express it in his treatment of 
bills in which local politicians are in- 
terested. Any vengeful action of that 
kind would only injure still more his pros- 
pects for the Fall convention, which are not 
brilliant at best. Neither can he greatly 
benefit those prospects by anything he may 
do with the unsigned bills. Perhaps, un- 
der the circumstances, he may bé con- 
strained to give them careful consideration 
and deal with them on their merits, though 
itis not likely to occur to him that such 
a course would be the best for him in any 
case, 


NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

Lord WoLSELEY’s ‘‘explanation” in the 
House of Lords of his recent ‘‘ banauet 
speech” was accepted by Lord SALISBURY 
as satisfactory, but the acceptance must 
have been dictated by an extreme desire 
not to quarrel with the explainer. Lord 
WOLSELEY in effect reiterated his speech, 
and his explanation amounted to no more 
than a disclaimer of any intention to hold 
the present Government particularly re- 
sponsible for the defenseless condition 
of England. This he pointed out with 
no lack either of specification or of 
emphasis. If his remarks had made their 
first appearance in the House of Lords or 
in the testimony which he gave before a 
commission of inquiry, there would be no 
fault to find with them. The gist of the 
charge against him was that he, being a 
servant of the Crown, had permitted him- 
self to criticise the military administration 
of the country “out of doors.” In any service 
this would be regarded as an indiscretion. 
The Duke of CAMBRIDGE, who is no doubi a 
sufficiently absurd figure as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of an army, yet showed a 
nicer sense of propriety than Lord WOLSE- 
LEY when he said that if the affairs of the 
army were to be publicly discussed be- 
tween the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Adjutant-General “it would be most detri- 
mental to the interest of the public service.” 

Meanwhile it does not appear that any- 
body has controverted, or made any at- 
tempt to controvert, the opinions published 
in so questionable a fashion. These opin- 
ions ure summed up in the statement that 
“the condition of the country was such 
thatif a force of 100,000 men succeeded in 
effecting a landing and were properly 
handied there was no reason why they 
might not take possession of the country.” 
This declaration is explicit enough, and im- 
portant enough, one would suppose, to in- 
sure either an authoritative contradiction 
or else a vigorous attempt to put affairs 
on a better footing. It seems likely to 
meet with neither. Such a statement 
madeinthe Reichstag or in the Chamber 
of Deputies by a soldier in a position 
analogous to Lord WoLSELEY’s would as- 
suredly be followed by prompt action. But 
in a country so exclusively industrial and 
so insulated as Great Britain, and one, 
withal, in which Parliamentary govern- 
ment is carried so much further than in 
any other European country, professional 
soldiers are looked upon as professional 
alarmists, and it is in the last degree 
unlikely that any effectual action will 
be taken in consequence of Lord 
WOLSELEY’s criticisms. People have often 
heard before that the country was at the 
mercy of a foreign invader and the invader 
has not appeared. They are disposed to 
take the chances of his continued omis- 
sion to appear rather than to spend upon 
coast defenses or upon military prepara- 
tions a large amount of money for which 
they can receive no return whatever except 
as it prevents him from appearing or from 
taking possession of the country if he 
should appear. 

This appears to be a happy-go-lucky state 
of mind for the rulers of a great and rich 
nation, within an hour’s sail of a Continent 
where every nation is under the utmost 
strain not to be outdone by its neighbors in 
the completeness of its military prepara- 
tions. After all, it may be doubted whether 
it is so reckless as our own. We are a 
week’s sail from any powerful nation, 
but we are really under heavier bonds than 
Great Britain to keep the peace. For wehave 
no navy to prevent the landing of a hostile 
force, and there is no reason why a 
single army corps, once landed, “* might not 
take possession of the country” and stay as 
long as might be needed to inflict damage 
amounting to a thousand times as much as 


it would cost to defend the threatened 
points of the coast. Military men seem to 
be agreed that it would be very hazardous 
for us to quarrel even with Mexico. Of 
course there could be no doubt of the ulti- 
mate issue of such a quarrel, but the advan- 
tages the Mexicans would gain in the early 
stages of a war would be such as Mexico 
has no means of reimbursing us for 
when at last our enormous resources 
became available. In case of # war with 
any European power of the first or even of 
the second rank we should be entirely help- 
less. The first stages of a modern war, it is 
to be borne in mind, are its only stages. 
Our own civil war was the most protracted 
conflict of the present generation. It was 
protracted simply because each side had 
to create an army for itself. If either had 
had an efficient army at the beginning 
the war would probably not have 
been of very much longer duration 
than one of the European wars that have 
been fought since the siege of Sebastopol. 
We have no earthly interest in waging any 
wars of aggression, and we have and should 
have no “foreign policy.” Nevertheless a 
nation which is at once big and rich and 
helpless is in a condition that is neither 
dignified nor safe.

THE BELL COMPANY’S SCHEME. 

The Herald remarks that the Supreme 
Court’s refusal to grant a new hearing in 
the telephone case “sanctions ihe continu- 
ance of the Bell monopoly until the expira- 
tion of the patent in 1893.” But if the Bell 
Company shall be able to maintain its 
monopoly throughout the term of the Bell 
patents, which expire in 1893 and 1894, it 
will also be able to monopolize the tele- 
phone business for at least ten years beyond 
1893, owing to a trick which it has played 
in the Patent Office. 

The Bell Company has delayed for more 
than ten years final action in the Patent 
Office upon an application for a patent 
covering an invention which was recently 
described by a committee of the New-York 
Legislature as one that is ‘absolutely es- 
sential to telephonic communication.” It 
will prolong this delay, if -possible, until 
1892 or 1893. It appears to be conceded 


» that whenever the patent applied for shall 


be granted it will carry a monopoly of 
the telephone business for the term of 
its existence. There are two apparently 
conflicting applications for this patent, 
and the company, which long ago bought 
the rights of both inventors, has played. 
one of these applications against the other 
since 1877. If the patent eventually to be 
granted will give its owner a monopoly of 
the telephone business for seventeen years, 
the interests of the Bell Company require 
that the issue of that patent shall be post- 
poned until just before the expiration of 
BELL’s patents, for every year of delay 
now represents an additional year of 
monopoly hereafter. 

The law permits such jugglery as this in 
the Patent Office, and it should speedily be 
amended. The applications of the two in- 
ventors were filed in 1877. Neither of them 
has now any interest in the inventions, for 
they sold out tothe Bell Company years 
ago, and the contest between their claims is 
onlyasham, Butitisa sham which is worth 
millions to the Bell Company and which 
willenable thatcompany to exact unreason- 
able rents for telephones for years beyond 
the date on which it has been supposed that 
relief would be afforded. It should be im- 
possible so to abuse the protection extended 
to inventors by the patent laws. ‘The pres- 
ent Commissioner described at length in his 
last annual report the tricks by which ap- 
plications are kept alive, and urged that 
the law should bechanged. No subject of 
greater importance in their province can 
engage the attention of the two Congres- 
sional Committees on Patents. 


A dispatch from Accra says that the ban- 
ished King Jasa of Operbo, accompanied 
by his son, SUNDAY Jaga, has been taken 
in the British sloop Icarus to the island of 
Grenada. His exile should serve as an awful 
warning to those West African monarchs 
who aim at trade monopolies by methods 
not approved in modern commerce. Like 
many other potentates of that region, JAJA 
has made the discovery that, instead of pil- 
laging caravans passing from the interior to 
the coast, more and safer money can be 
made by welcoming trade and acting as 
intermediary between the merchantsand the 
people. Butsomeof the latter, also acquiring 
new views of political economy, concluded to 
encourage the traders to visit them in person 
and thus cipher out the costly royal middle- 
man. It was then that King Jasa beheaded 
150 of them asa hint of his purpose to resort ‘ 
to severe measures if necessary. Exiling 
JAJA does net seem an excessive punish- 
ment, and it will teach the natives that itis 
dangerous even for localroyalty to interfere 
with the British commercial drummer.

THE PASTOR MAY WITHDRAW. 
The breach between the members of the 
Stuyvesant-Avenue (Brookiyn) Congregational 
Church and the Pastor, Rev. J. W. Brooks, was 
not closed by the meeting held last evening to 
take action on his resignation. called for by the 
Trustees. About half of the active element was 


represented at the meeting, including both sexes. 
W. A. Cook, Superintendent of the Snnday 
school, acted as Moderator, and E. H. Henderson 
filled the position of clerk. The latter moved 
thatthe resignation be accepted. It was de- 
cided that all regular members and attendants 
who are contributors were entitled to vete.. Mr. 
Linniken contended that the Trustees had vio- 
lated the conatitution and usurped the 
authority -vested in them, and moved 
that they be reqnested to rescind their 
action so far as it related to the Pastor’s resig- 
nation. Mr. Henderson’s motion was temporarily 
laid on the table, The financial affairs of the 
church and the anti-Brooks feeling were then 
freely ventilated and a very heavy flood of light 
was the result. The discussion got warm at 
times and there were several bitter altercations. 
Finally Mr. Linnekin’s motion was carried. Mr. 
Henderson’s motion was taken from the 
table and lost by a vote of 14 to 
18. Trustee Allen, in accordance with 
a letter from the Paster, moved that 
@ chureh council be called for Monday after- 
noon. This was also lost. The meeting ad- 
journed without practically accomplishing any- 
thing, and the subject is likely to come up again 
Friday night. One of the Trustees said the 
church would die withont the Rev. Mr. Brooks, 
and another Trustee said they might as well try 
to dam the East River with cornstaiks as at- 
tempt to build up the church under the present 
conditions. It is understood that the Pastor 
will withdraw.

DISCUSSING BISHOP TAYLOR. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE ENLIGHT- 
ENED BY THOBUDRN. 

The sub-committee of the Methodist For- 
eign Missions Committes met last evening at the 
Grand Central Hetel, on Broadway, to continue 
their investigations in regard to the methods 
pursued by Bishop Taylor of Africa in his for. 
eign work, and the ecclesiastical position 


of his missionaries in the church Thé¢ 
meeting was cailed to order about 8:30, and Dr. 
J. A. B. Wilson of Delaware presided. Dr. J. M 
Thoburn of the Bengai Conference, who it 
Chairman of the General Committee on Foreigr 
Missions, was present as an invited guest. After 
the meeting was opened a paper was read by Dr. 
Ashbury Lowrie on the relation of Bishop Tay- 
lor to the missionary society and to the church, 
and the general drift of it tended to ask that 
the General Conference might recognize Bishop 
Taylor's ciaim to standing as a General Superin- 
tendent and give a formal) sanction to his policy. 
This paper was discussed at some length by the 
committee, but no action was taken, as a full 
committee was not present, ard it was consid- 
ered desirable to have a full meeting before a 
formal ballet was taken. 

After the discussion had ended, C. A. Daven- 
port, a retired missionary from Bishop Taylor's 
field in Africa, and a native of Llinvis, appeared 
for a second time before this sub-committees and 
submitted some additional papers. Mr. Daven- 
port was then closely questioned by several of 
the committee’s mwombers. It was finally de- 
cided to consider all testimony offered in 
the committee at the present stage of 
its proceedings as strictly contidentiul Mr. 
Davenport, however, makes ali statements 
without reserve outside of the committee, and 
hence it is well known that he pronouneea 
against Bishop Taylor's system of self-support. 
At the meeting last evening an attempt was 
made to sketch an outline ef the three points 
that this eommittee is considering with 
regard to Bishop ‘Taylor, namely his au- 
thority, his methods, and the ecclesiastical 
position of his missionaries in the church, with 
a view to embodying the sketch in a final report 
to the committee, but the attempt was not car- 
ried out. The next meeting of this committes 
will probably be on Thursday evening. 

anaes Taylor was not present at the meeting, 
though it had been hoped by the committee that 
he would be. In regard to the matter, Dr. Tho- 
burn said the committee would probably hit 
upon a plan to pat Bishop Taylor’s missionaries 
in a proper relation with the church, aud that 
he theught the facts in the matter when 
made public would not proveof a sensation- 
al character. Dr. Thoburn also said that a good 
deal could be said explanatory of Bishop Tay- 
lor’s methods, as he was by nature exceptional), 
and , that, though his methods often struck 


‘men as strange at first, when examined they 


proved less so than was thought. As to Bishop 
Taylor’s ecclesiastical position, Dr. Thvburn 
said that that would have to be decided by ths 
Episcopaey Committee, ef which Dr. Olin is 
Chairman, and which meets this afternoon at 3 
o’clock in St. Paul’s Church. 


IN A RECEIVER'S HANDS. 


A BANK STOCKHOLDER MAKES CHARGES 
OF MISMANAGEMENT. 

CoLtumBuws, Ohio, May 15.—A decided sen- 
sation was created te-day when it was learned 
that the South End Bank had been placed in the 
hands of a Receiver. The officers knew nothing 
of any movein this direction, and were amazed 
when they learned of ths action taken by 4 
stockhelder named Joseph Erb. In his prayer 


to the court he alleges that the bank has through 
mismanagement gotten into such a condition 
that it cannot possibly continue business at a 
profit, and that confidence in its ability to do 
so has been lost. Mr. A. B. Coit was appointed 
Receiver by the court and gave bond in the 
sum of $200,000. The officers of the institution, 
Mayor Bruck and Henry Milhoff, denounce the 
action of Erbin the strongest terms, asserting 
that he owned but $500 in stock and was ir 
debt to the bank $750. 

The petition recites briefiy the history of the 
bank’s late troubles, when it suspended and al 
leges thatthe Board of Directers were grossly 
negligent inthe discharge of their duties, and 
that they psrmitted the Cashier, Mr. P. W. 
Coozilius, to mismunage the affairs of the 
paftuership and overdraw his account 
$31,600 and make loans on insufficient security 
to worthless parties. The petition then refers 
to the rum on the bank, and says that a pretend- 
ed resumption of business was made on May 1, 
but plaintiff avers that the bank is not paying 
all demands made upon it, and that it is 
unable to maintain its standing in the 
Columbus Clearing House Association and is 
not now doing any business through the same. 
He further alleges that the institution is 
wholly unable to meet its obligations that 
are now due and payable, and if 
demands were made for payment of the same a 
suspension would be the result. As an evidence 
of this he says he attaches a copy of the cirou. 
lar recently sent out to depositers asking an 6x 
tension of time to meet obligations.

TEA DRINKING AND THE TEETH. 
From the British Medical Journal. 

Some years since, when on duty af re- 
cruiting stations in the North of England, I took 
observation on the great amount of disease and 
loss of the tceth existing among the class of men 
offering themselves. It became a cause of rejec- 
tion of itself in great numbers. As far as inquir- 


ies went I was led to trace it tothe excessive tea 
drinking indulged in by the working classes in 
the manufacturing towns, and this went on all 
through the day, whether with food or not. In 
fact, instead of 5 o'clock tea being the invention 
of the upper classes, it was found to exist to an 
injurieus extent in the working classes long be- 
fore that time. Tea seems to have a peculiar 
tendency to cause hyperemia in the tooth sacs, 
leading to inflammation, and, eventually, abscess 
of the fang, with, of course, dentralgia at every 
stage. Whether this special tendency was dus 
to theine or tannia having an elective affinity 
for dentine it is not possible for me to say. It 
would be curious to know if medical men, prac 
ticipg in such manufacturing districts, had ob 
served the deterioration of teeth to be coinc} 
dent with tea drinking.

ENGLAND'S WEAK DEFENSES 


THR GOVERNMENT ASES FOR 
LARGE OREDITS. 
HOALING STATIONS AND AUSTRALIAN 

COLONIES TO BE PROTECTED FIRST— 
THE NARROW ESCAPE OF THE TORIES. 
Bonpon, May 15.—In the House of Com- 
gions to-night Mr. W. H. Smith, the Government 
Jeader, moved the adoption of a grant of £850,- 
000 for the defense of the Australian colonies, 
the loan to be repaid in 12 years, with 3 per 
pent. interest. He also asked power to issue 
consols to the amount.of £2,600,000 for works 
pf defense at ports and ooaling stations. He 
explained that the dividends on Suez Canal 
ghares would be ultimately used to wipe out 
the loan. Of the amount asked £1,500,000 
would be expended at Malta, Gibraltar, and 
other military stations, which would be made 
safe against attack. The stations would be 
supplied with the best modern artillery. For 
the defense of mercantile ports the garrisons 
of volunteer artillery would be increased and 
fresh works be constructed. The cost of the 
heavy guns for these would be provided from the 
pum asked, while the cost of the navy guns 
pnd light guns would fall on the usual estimates. 
He said the Government had at last adopted a 
pew repeating rifle for the infantry. This rifle 
had been tried in various climates and under 
varying eonditions, and had been found to be an 
admirable weapon. During the last three years

mo effort had been spared by the Government to 
riect the army, Whatever might be said about 
tre imperfections of that branch of the service. 

On the second resolution Sir W. B. Barttelot 
asked for the details. He said itappeared that 
organization was more necessary than the 
spending of money. He referred to Baron Bras- 
sey'’s statement that in the absence of English 
orders Whitworth was executing alarge order 
for guns for France. 

Mr. Stanhope, War Secretary, said he had 
Whitworth’s authority for saying that the state- 
ment was without foundation. Mr. Stanhope 
announced that the Government would under- 
take a full inquiry into recent statements under 
the personal.direction of the Premier. He re- 
marked that for the defense of ports 
and eoaling stations works were already 
jp progress and guns had been ordered, 
an@ measures had been taken to provide 
soaling stations with barracks and garri- 
sons. He admitted that there was ample 
room forimprovement in barrack accommoda- 
tions at home, but it was impossible for the Gov- 
srnment to do everything in one year. The bar- 
racks could wait while guns and forts could not; 
therefore every effort would be made to expedite 
the work on the latter. The Government had 
fletermined that in future new vessels: would 
net have to wait for guns, The artillery hada 
omens gun than any army on the Continent, and 

here was a supply sufficient for two army corps. 
In addition they hoped socn to equip several 
yolunteer batteries with field artillery. 

Sir Henry Haverlock-Alian said he did not de- 
hire to criticise the Government ungenerously. 
He admitted that Mr. Stanhope had originated 
more important military reforms than any ef 
his predecessors since Lord Cardwell, but he in- 
sisted upon the necessity of largely strengthen- 
Ing naval and military defenses. He eom- 

lained of the inferiority of England’s position 

n the matter of modern guns as compared with 
European armies. 

Lieut.-Gen. Sir Edwardi§Hawley said he was 
patisfied with Mr. Stanhope’s statements, but 
hoped they only embraced an installment of 
what be intended to do. He agreed with the 
eriticisms of Sir Henry Havelock-Allan and for- 
mer speakers who had complained of the limita- 
tions of the eommission of inquiry, of which 
Lord Hartington was President, which ought to 
be ompowered to lay down the standard of mili- 
tary and naval efficieney for the Government te 
conform to. The House then adjourned. 

There is much rejoicing among the National- 
ists and Gladstonites over the result of the 
division in the House of Commons last night on 
the motion ‘ that the salary of Col. King-Har- 
man, aS Parhamentary Secretary for Ireland, 
should be paid out of the funds alreaay provided 
for the Lord Lieutenant,” and which was nega- 
tived by a majority of only eight votes. The 
vote shows that four Liberal-Unionists voted 
aguinst the Government and that only seven 
supported it, the remainder of the party having 
left the House before the vote was taken. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench at Dublin has 
fieclined to allow the application of the London 
Zimes for permission to have the banking ac- 
counts of tbe Land League and National League 
inspected. The Jimes wished to use the informa- 
tion thus obtained in its defense against the 
action brought by Mr. O’Donnell for libel. Tho 
court also refused the application of Mr. O’Don- 
nell to allow the inspection in his behaif of the 
accounts of the Land and National Leagues. 

A Russo-Swedish commission has been appoint 
ed to survey and define the boundary line be- 
tween Sweden and Finland. The work will oc- 
cupy three months. It is not expected to pre- 
sent any difficulty.

The Daily Telegraph, commenting on the agita- 
tion regarding England’s military condition, 
says that the net result is that the public now 
knows what it is necessary to do in the matter.

FRENCH POLITICAL AFFAIRS. 
GEN. BOULANGER’S TOUR ENDED—CHAOS 
IN THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 
Paris, May 15.—Gen. Boulanger has com- 
pleted his tour and has returned to Paris. A 
srowd met him at the station and followed him 
to his hotel uttering mingled cries of “ Vive 
Boulanger!” and “A bas Boulanger!” The 
General delivered a& speech at Hirson last 
night. He said the sole thought that was al- 
ways before him was to make the French na- 
tion a united familly, and he hoped to attain his 


object. The fraternal presence at the gatherings 
he had attended recently of representatives of 
all social elements proved that they were unan- 
imous tn desiring the greatness of the country 
and the triumph of the republic. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day debate was 
resumed on the bill imposing duties on Indian 
corn. The  sapatcey wi were contradictory to 
an extraordinary degree. Firat the principle of 
levying a duty was approved; then the Chamber 
agreed to exempt from duty all kinds of maize, 
and finally the bill was rejected in its entirety 
by a vote of 282 to 247.

THE FIRE MARSHAL RESIGNS. 


MR. SHELDON OBLIGED TO GIVE UP ON 
ACCOUNT OF BAD HEALTH. 

Fire Marshal George H. Sheldon will, 
May 21, thefifteenth anniversary of his appoint- 
ment te his office, cease to be a public official, 
as his resignation is in the hands of Col. Carl 
Jusevn, Secretary to the Fire Commilasioners. 
For several years Mr. Sheldon’s health has not 
been rugged, and a bereavement unfifted him 
for a time for duty. Recently hepatic trouble 


became aggravated, and at last he has 
taken the advice of his physicians and 
retired from public service. He willbe able to 
tollow his bent as a disciple of Izaak Walton and 
will first ‘‘wetaline” in Nova Scotia, and is 
now on his way there. Had he followed the 
advice of his physicians he would have left the 
Fire Department months ago, but his ailment 
gives him no anxiety, as exercise and freedom 
from official responsibility will soon restore him 
to health. 

Mr. Sheldon was the first paid department 
Fire Marshal. He was appointed to office May 
21, 1873, under section 769, chapter 325 of the 
laws of that year by Commissioners Perley, 
Hatch, and Van Cott, succeeding Thomas 
McSpedon, the City Fire Marshal, whose bureau 
was at Police Headquarters. 

Mr. Sheldon’s report to the Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters for 1887, which has not yet been pub- 
lished, shows there were nine indictments for 
incendiarism during the year. Eight were tried; 
seven of these were convicted and in one case 
there was a disagreement of the jury. The sen- 
tences were: One three months, one three and a 
half years, one acven and a half years, one eight 
years, two ten years each, and one sixteen years. 
Three persons charged with arson were, 
upen examination, declared insane and sent 
to asylums. For a period of 15 years 
and tive months before Mr. Sheldon 
was in charge there were 37 convictions for 
arson, an average of one conviction every 152 
days. During the present administration, from 
Jan. 1, 1873, to Dec. 31, 1887, a period of 14 
years and 7 months, there have been 73 con- 
victions,an average of one each 73 days. Of 
those convicted under Fire Marshal Sheldon ten 
went to prison for life, one for 16 years, two for 
15 years each, seven for 10 years each. The 
aggregate of the sentences of the 73 convicts 
was 525 years and 9 months.

WON BY MR. BAINBRIDGE, 


THE SECOND GAME IN THE AMATEUR

AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


PROGRESS OF THE LONG 
TAKIFH DEBATE, 

WILL THE REFORMERS BE STRONG 
ENOUGH TO VOTE DOWN ALL AMEND- 
MENTS—THE SPEAKERS YESTERDAY. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The extraordi- 
nary number of amendments which have been 
thrust upon the Democratis members of the 

Committee on Ways and Means, in accordance 

with the somewhat unfortunate resolution 

adopted in caucus on Wednesday last, has left 
the billin “parlous shape,” notwithstanding 
the incontestable supremacy which its advocates 
have maintained upon the floor. The Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means have been considering 
what to do with these amendments. Some of 
them present meritorious features, while many 
others are obviously presented simply for 
purposes of obstruction. It is impractica- 
ble to open the door to the few 
meritorious amendments without letting im 
all the hostile and dilatory motions whose con- 
sideration, even under a five-minute rule, would 
extend far into the Fall. Itis therefore under 
consideration to sacrifice the few just amenda- 
ments for the sake of reaching the innumerable 
unjust ones and to pass the bill as reported, 


voting down all amendments. If sufficient 
strength cannot be insured for this purpose the 
Tariff bill will probably be laid aside, tempora- 
rily, on Monday next, after the close of the gen- 
eral debate on Saturday, and the pending ap- 
propriation bills will be taken up and passed 
80 as to keep the Senate occupied. : 

This last preject may possibly receive an im- 
petus from a movement which Mr. Edmunds is 
assiduously fostering intheSenate, For several 
days past he bas beew urging upon his fellow- 
Senators to adopt a resolution asking the House 
to assent to the adjournment of the Senate by 
the end of June or beginning of July at the 
latest. The arguments advanced by the Senator 
are that if the annual appropriation bills are 
promptly sent forward by the House there 
will be no necessity for the Senate to re- 
main in session while the House is reaching 
an agreement by discussion on the Tariff 
bill; thacin any case, with two National Con- 
ventions in prospect for June, it will not be pos- 
sible for the House, with so many members ab- 
sent on this account, to pass a Tariff bill in time 
for its due and orderly consideration by the 
Senate this year, and, therefore, it is only a rea- 
sonable request on the part of the Senate to ask 
that the appropriation bills may be im- 
mediately sent forward, and that thereafter 
the Senate may be permitted to adjourn. The 
Senator thinks thatifsucharesolution should be 
adopted by the Senate, it might enable the pro- 
tectionists in the House to shelve the Mills bill 
in an indirect manner. Cousiderable signifi- 
cance, therefore, attaches to the House proceed- 
ings on Monday next. If the proposition to vote 
down all amendments should be put and car- 
ried, it would clearly indicate a majority in 
favor of the Mills bill. If the bill should be laid 
aside tor the consideration of appropriation bil!s 
it would be accepted as an indication of weak- 
ness, if not a confession of defeat. 

The leading speeches in the tariff discussion 
in the House of Representatives to-day were de- 
livered by Mr. Butterworth of Onio and Mr. 
Buckalew of Pennsylvania. Both gentiemen 
succeeded in pleasing the adherents of their re- 
spective sides of the question to an unusual de- 
gree. The venerable ex-Senator Buckalew was 
complimented by the presence and close atten- 
tion of Mr. William L. Scott and other Pennsyl- 
vania colleagues, besides many of the most 
prominent members of the House. He 
took a broad view of the question, 
considering the effect of the bill 
upon the general welfare of the country rather 
than its influence upon State of local interests. 
The State of Pennsylvania, he thought, had 
small cause of complaint against it, for the bill 
dealt tenderly with her special interest, butif it 
were more objectionable than it is he would vote 
for it because there was ap overwhelming neces- 
sity for a reduction of tariff taxation. The 
overflowing Treasury was a public prril and 
merace that must be remedied, and under the 
circumstances Rnoepresentative bad the right to 
loek only to the interests of his State, and no 
State had a right to ask for favors. The tariff 
reformers were gratified that Mr. Buckalew 
came out unreservedly in favor of genuine re- 
form in tariff taxation, especially in regard to 
free wool Among other speakers to-day were Mr, 
Henderson of Illinois, Mr. Grout of Vermont, 
Mr. Seymour of Michigan, and Mr. Farquhar 
of New-York against the Mills bill, and Mr. 
Simmons of North Carolina and Mr. Stone of 
Kentucky in favor of it. Representative Fitch 
of New-York is booked by the Speaker to ad- 
dress the House to-morrow in advocacy of tarilf 
reform. Considerable interest has been awak- 
ene. to learn what he may have to say, because 
he 18 the second man on the Republican side to 
come out boldly for revenue reform. 


Assistant Secretary Maynard to-day heard ar- 
guments on behalf of art dealers and art asso- 
clations of New-York in regard to the advisa- 


bility of amending the regulations relating to 
the free entry of works of art imported by in- 
eorporated bodies for purposes of exhibition. 
The dealers were represented by Mr. Jones of 
the firm of Coudert Brothers; the American 
Art Associationj by Mr, Sutton, and Boussod, 
Valadon & Co. by Mr. E. H. Lewis. It was rep- 
sented that the law was now being evaded by 
certain associations which were allowed to im- 
port works of art free of duty on the 
ground that they were intended solely 
for purposes of exhibition, whereas in fact 
the articles were imported for sale and 
were to be returned only in case they could not 
be sold. At the close of the hearing Judge May- 
nard said he recognized the justice of the appli- 
cation and he would see that the regulations 
were modified so as to prevent further similar 
frauds on the law. Hereafter, he said, the asso- 
ciations will be required to offer proof satisfac- 
tory to the Collector that their importations are 
not intended for sale, andin any case where a 
portion of such importation is sold the importer 
will be required to pay duty on the whole im- 
portation, regardless of whether the remainder 
is sold or not. 

The Senate Committee on Finance this morn- 
ing adopted a resolution to ask authority of 
the Senate to employ a stenographer for the 


purpose of taking testimony on such subjects 
as might come before the committee. It 
also authorized the chairman to appoint 
@ sub-committee to investigate tariff mat- 
ters. The actlon of the committee is 
understood to look to a thorough 
inquiry into the subject of the tariff with a prob- 
ability that if tne House sends ever a tariff bill 
the committee will bear testimony upon the in- 
terests to be affected, and in time will report a 
tariff bill to the Senate. The inquiries will be 
begun at once; in fact, a considerable store of 
data has already been laid in as a foundation. 
The resolution was subsequently adopted by the 
Senate. 


On motion of Mr. Blair the House Dill to 
limit the hours of letter carriers was taken up 
and passed by the Senate to-day without dis- 


cussion or division. It provides that hereafter 
eight hours shail constitute a day’s work for let- 
ter carriers in cities or postal districts con- 
neeted therewith, for which they shall receive 
the same pay as is now paid for a day’s work of 
agreater number of heurs. If any letter car- 
rier is employed a greater number of hours per 
day than eight he shail be paid extra for the 
same in proportion to the salary now tixed by 
law. . 4 

One hundred and five speeches have been 
made on the Tariff bill up to the present time. 
The speeches have occupied 97 hours and 17 


minutes in delivery, 89 hours having been occu- 
pied during the day sessions, and 8 hours and 
17 minutes during the evening sessions. 


Acting Secretary Rives received a cable mes- 
sage from Consul Lewis at Tangier this morning 
saying that all the questions of disagreement be- 
tween Morocco and the United States haa been 
settied, and thathe had gained ail the points 
contended for. ‘ ; 

The report of the Committee on Privileges 
and Electionsin the matter of Senator Turpie 
was taken up in the Senate téday, the question 
being on discharging the committee from fur- 
ther consideration of the mewmoriels and re- 
monstrances on the subject.

CALIFORNIA DEMOCRATS SOLIDLY FOR 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., May 15.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention met at 1 o'clock to-day 
in Hazard’s Pavillion with a fuli delegation, 
about 500 being present. There is the 
utmost good feeling in the conven-

The convention adjourned after a two hours’ 
Session and wentin a body to Santa Monica, a 
seaside resort, on a pleasure excursion, and to- 
night attended the theatre in a body. As 
the work has been laid out the conven- 
tion will be in session three days. ‘Their 
work will be the election of delegates 
to the National Convention, Presidential elec- 
tofs, candidate for Chief-Justice for the 
unexpired term, and Chairman of the 
State Central Committee. The district 
delegations will hold conventions and 
nominate a condidate for Congressman. The 
first work to-morrow will bs committee reports.

THE LABOR CONVENTIONS. 
AN EFFORT MADE TO SECURE A UNION 
OF THE TWO. 

CINCINNATI, May 15.—It was after 2 
o’clock when the delegates of the United Labor 
Party were called to order in the Grand Opera 
House by John McMackin of the Executive Com- 
mittee. The callfor the convention was read, 
also the Ilfst of delegates. There were 
no contests. William B. Ogden of Ken- 
tucky was elected temporary Chairman, and 
was escorted to the chair by Mr. Cowdry and 
Dr. MoGlynn. In hia opening address he advo- 
cated harmony but not sacrifice. The United 
Labor Party was not a party with a single 

dea but with a central idea around 
which all others centred. He was 


willing to give up all but that; that never. C. 
A. Henry of Kansas and J. F. Duncan of Michi- 
gan were elected Secretaries. Short addresses 
were then made by Mr. Woods of New-York and 
Dr. Houghton of Cincinnati. The temporary ofti- 
cers were made permanont and a Committee on 
Pliatform—one from each State— was chosen. The 
Chair was authorized to appoint a committee of 
five to confer with che Union Labor Convention 
bie reference to a union of the two conven- 
tions. 

The Union Labor Convention was very late in 
coming to order in the afternoon. The first 
business offered was a motion to expel a re- 
porter of an evening paper, who had given 
offense by a too graphic account of the 
excitement attending the attempt of 
Harry Hilliard to induce the ‘convention 
to invite Dr. MoGlynn to address it. . Dhe Chair- 
man of the convention ruled the motion out of 
order, saying it would not do to begin their work 
by interfering with the freedom of the press. 
The Committee on Credentials not be- 
ing ready to report, the time un- 
til 6 o'clock was spent in listening 
to speeches. The venerable Jesse Harper, the 
tormer leading Greenbacker in Dinois and the 
man who in 1860 named Abraham Lincoln for 
President in the Republhean National Con- 
vention, was first called upon. Though show- 
ing the effects of advancing years, Mr. Harper, 
when stimulated by the attention and applause 
of his hearers, was not wantingin warmth. His 
chief point was the danger impending from the 
monopolies in this country. 

Mrs. Marion Tadd of Michigan madean ex- 
tended address. Mr. F. M. Fogg of Michi- 
gan was solicitous that the Govern- 
ment should take immediate control 
of the railroads and telegraph lines of the coun- 
try, saying it was quite as proper and many 
times as essential as to take charge of the 
Postal Service of the peopie. He was de- 
cidedly in favor of the land tax idea 
ot Henry George. This declaration drew 
enthusiastic applause from the galleries, 
where the delegates to the United Labor 
Convention were sitting. The Commit- 
tee on Credentials then made its 
report. It was to the effect that there were 242 
delegates “present properly accredited. The 
report was received, and the convention ordered 
that in voting only those present should be en- 
titled to a vote. 

Miss Hamilton of Marion, Ohio, asked to be 
admitted as a delegate representing the Wom- 
en’s Christian Union. Her request was grant- 
ed. Committees were then appointed 
on permanent organization and resolu- 
tions. The Chair aunounced the presence 
of the conference committee from the 
United Labor Convention, headed by Dr. Me- 
Glynn,and the convention authorized the Chair- 
man to appoint a like committee of five to con- 
fer with regard to uniting the two conventions. 
The convention then adjourned until 9 o'clock 
to-morrow.

A LOSS 10 ARCHZOLOGY. 


DEATH OF EDWIN. HAMILTON DAVIS IN 
THIS CITY. 
«Edward Hamilton Davis, A. M., M. D., 
widely known as a celebrated archwologiast, 
died yesterday afternoon at his residence, 25 
West One Hundred and Nineteenth-street 
Though Dr. Davis had made his mark in the 
medical profession before he reached his prime, 
his natural bent wasin another direction, and 
after 1850 he spent a great deal of timein 
archeological research in America, and upen 


the subject of American antiquities he was con- 
sidered a hich authority. He opened nearly 200 
mounds at his own expense and gathered the 
largest collection of mound relies ever made in 
this country. It now forms part of the collec- 
tion of Blackmore’s Museum at Salisbury, Eng- 
land. A duplicate collection is to pe found at 
the American Museum of Natural History. 

He described his extensive explorations and 
their results in a work highly prized among 
archeologists entitled Ancient Monuments of 
the Mississippi Valley.” In 1854 he delivered 
@ course of lectures on his favorite subject, 
archeology, before the Lowell Institute, Bos- 
ton. These lectures he also delivered in this 
city and in Brooklyn. 

Dr. Davis was born In Ross County, Ohio, on 
Jan, 22, 1811. He was educated at Kenyon 
College, and was graduated in 1838 from the 
Cincinnati Medical College. He practiced medi- 
cine at Chillicothe, Ohio, until 1850, when he 
came to New-York. His funerg! will be held at 
his residence at 10 o’ciock to-morrow morning. 
He will be buried at Chillicothe. 

Dr. Davis had been fatling for some time, and 
his death was due to general debility. He leaves 
twosons and two daughters, who were with 
him at the time of his death.

qo the Zattor of the New-York Times: 


A week ago I called attention to the fact 
that, owing to the unexpected ability and truly 
strong presentations on tariff reform developed 
by the Democrats, but chiefly by the four mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee who had 
then spoxen, namely, Messrs. Mills, MoMillin, 
Wilson, and Bynum, that the opponents to the 
Mills bill had become demoralized and sought 
refuge in most ridiculous diversions from the 
main point. I prophesied there would be 
still mere consternation when the other mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee are 
heard from, The week’s debate seems to have 
centred in Mr. William L. Scott’s speech 


deliyered on Friday last. The greatest compll- 
ment that protection hide-pound journals have 
said Mr. Scott’s speech was "to be afraid to crit- 
ai it.” To be sure, they have proved it to be 
high treason, notonly against the protective sys- 
tem, but also against general prosperity, because 
Mrs. Cleveland and Postmaster-General Dickin- 
son came specially to the Capitol and were at- 
tentive listeners to Mr. Scott’s speech, whieh, 
of course, must clearly proye that it would bea 
great misfortune to reduce the duty on steel 
rails, for instance, from $17 to $11 a ton, and 
thereby reduce one single iron Master monopo- 
ist’s income some $2,000 a day, the income of 
this monopolist, according to Mr, Scott’s state- 
ment, being, by the grace of the tariff, $5,000 
J il dite 

But Mr. Scott’s speech remains, nevertheless, 
the most remarkable made yet- on one single 
point, namely, he did not generalize, but dealt 
with living facts, and produced pay rolls, costs 
of materials, and conclusively and practically 
“demonstrated” the enormous overwhelming 
profits thatthe leprous tariff and scrofulous 
trusts give tothe rulers of this unholy and 
dangerous power. The speech of Mr, Scott and 
its startling revelations have caused, and justly 
se, consternation in the protection camp, dam- 
aging as wasthe exposé of the enormous un- 
heard of profits, Butit was still more damag- 
ing when in his speech he laid bare the often-re- 
peated “lie” that all this tariff squeeze was 
necessary to pay high wages. Mr, Seott made 
such @ clear and truthful statement asto wages, 
and his comparisons were 80 startling, that, 
unless the deluded workingman is entirely be- 
rett of reasoning power, he must see plainly 
how long he has been the cat’s-paw of the feudal 
tariff lords. 

It was also very amusing to seein the meagre 
notices igiven by the Protectionists paper of 
Mr. Scott’s apeech in large head lines that Mr. 
Beots has read Mr. Randall out of the Demo- 
cratic Party, which seemed to them conelusive 
and damaging. Now, as an aetualfact, Mr. Beott 
simply showed the fallacies, enormities, and 
impracticabilities of Mr. Randall's Tariff bill, 
whieh now sleeps the sleep of death in the 
Ways and Means Committee. This billis justly 
styled by Mr. Seott a ‘‘monstrosity,” and the 
best proof of it is that even the Republican pro- 
tectionists treated it with eontempt that was 
far from flattering to Mr, Randall’s great trouble 
in concocting it. Although this so-ealled mon- 
strosity wastoallintentse and purposes dead, yet 
Mr. Scott seems to have bad a special reason for 
holding up the corpse to public view. 

There is one point in Mr. Scott’s great speoch 
which deserves particular attention by all true 
lovers of a republican form of government. Mr. 
Scott peints out the danger of the concentration 
of weslth inte comparatively few hands, which 
this tariff trust and monopoly system 1s caleu- 
lated to accomplish, in fact has already accom- 
plished to a graat extent. Itis a standing day- 
ger and menace to the liberties of the people. 
Oz courses this fact has been dwelt upon by 
wiiterson tarif reform. Butit has a peculiar 
sigaificance when made on the floor of the 
Houss by a man like Mr. Scott, whose wealth, 
position, and great business enterprises must 
becassarily carry great weight; and he cannot 
very well be branded by the virtuous monopo- 
lista as @ Socialist, destruetionist, or any ether 
choice name so plentifully bestowed, Worst of 
all, the British gold and Cobden Club nostrum is 
alao rather out of place. 

The latest diversion that the monopolists 
have indulged in wasto prove that Gen. Gar- 
field had repudiated the heresy of tariff reform, 
ani when he died was no longer a member of 
the Cobden Club. That Gen. Garfield was a 
member of the Cobden Ciub will of course not 
be doubted. That Mr. David A. Wells, in his 
letters to several members, stated the full, 
honest truth about the whole affair may in- 
deei be accepted, as Mr. Wells would not 
state anything false or unfair against his per- 
sonal, and [ may say most intimate, friend, now 
dead. but suppose President Garfield did 
apostatize from the Cobden Club, what 
of it? Henry LY. of France said, * Paris ia well 
worth a mass.”’ Why should not Gen. Garfield 

ink the same about the Cobden Ciub and the 
Prosidency ? 

One thing is certain. The country at large 
bas all at once unmistakably taken a hand in 
this tarifireform business. No child's play, no 
diversions, no lying in wholesale and retail 
about wages, will now prevail. fhe time has 
come when the surplus revenue has to be re- 
fuced, and it is a question between the 60,000,- 
000 of people and the bloated tariff and trust 
monopolists whether the reduction should be 
mude in favor of drunkards; in other words, 
abolish the entire internal revenue system or 
give to the people cheaper sugar, cheaper cloth- 
ing, and cheaper necessaries of life, 

The plea of free trade is, as it deserves to be, 
braniedas a “lie,” The President of these 
United States can be trusted quite as much as 
the richest monopolist that ever liyed, He has 
truly and justly detined the limits of tariff re- 
form. 

Yes! We want free raw materials to give 
manufacturers and indusiry a chance to com- 
pete with foreign compstitors, and we want 
iower rates of duties. Not so low as in the least 
degree to injure wages, but to cut down the 
enormous millions of protits squeezed out of the 
hard earnings of the farmers and working classes 
by putting it into the pockets of the feudal 
ordajof monopolies and trusta. J. 8. MOORE.

END OF JHE HATOH OASHE 
INVESTIGATION. 
JIRS. SCOFIELD, HELD WITH FERRIS, DE- 


CLARES THAT SHE HAS KEPT’ BACE., 


THE REAL FACTS. 

The Coroner’s jury which has been;inves- 
tigating the death of Nathaniel W. Ty Hatch 
finished its labors last evening and returned a 
verdict that Mr. Hatch was accidentally killed 
at 64 West Twentietb-street, whither he had 
been enticed by Mra. Lillian E. Scofield and 
David ©. Ferris. Coroner Levy promptly 
placed Mrs. Scofield and Mr. Ferris 
under bail, and in default of $5,000 in 
the case of Mr. Ferris and $2,500 in 
the case of Mrs. Seofield committed them to 
the House of Detention to await the action of 
the Grand Jury. Mrs. Scofield created a sensa- 
tion by addressing the Coroner, on the announce- 
ment of the verdict, deciaring that she had con- 
cealed certain things up to that time and offer- 
ing to make a clean breast of the affair. She 
was vigorously quieted by her counsel, and 
finally left the court room without making the 
promised disclosures. 

The usual crowd was on hand at the opening 
of the day’s hearing at 2 o’clock in Room 19 ia 
the City Hall. David W. Bull, the first witness, 
is a bookkeeper at W.T. Hatch & Sons’ office. 
Allhe had to say was that Mrs. Scofield had 
dealt with Hatch & Sons for about18 months, 
had a balance of about $13,000 0n April 30, 
and usually had had a balance of $25,000 or 
better. 

Mr. Ferris was recalled, and said that he first 
learned of Mr. Hatcoh’s death on the day follow- 
ing the occurrence by reading it on THE TIMES'S 
bulletin board. He told Mrs. Scofield the day 
before about having a detective follow her home 
on the night of the tragedy. Mrs. Scofield audi- 
bly dissented, and under her whispered direc- 
tions her counsel so questioned Mr. Ferris that 
he admitted he nad not toid her after all. 

Philip M. Seixas, Mr. Ferris’s adopted son, 
bashfully and blushingly told the jury how sure 


he was that Mr. Ferris was in by 10 o’clock 
Monday night, May 7, and slept at his house all 
night. He also deelared that Mr. Ferris was 
home about the same time the next night, (when 
Ferris and Mrs. Scofield called on Capt. Reill 
at l or 2 A. M.) though he was later recalled an 
admitted that he was wrong. Mr. Ferris was 
again questioned, but most of the queations put 
him were ruled out, and he told nething of con- 
sequence. 

p te this time nothing of any moment had 
been developed and the interestin the proceed- 
ings was beginning to fiag. Juror Haar, how- 
ever, interposed arequestat this juncture which 
resuited in one of the most dramatic scenes ever 
witnessed in a court room. He asked the 
Coroner to ask any person in the room who 
eould throw any lighton the case to come for- 
ward. At this everybody smiled, and none 
heartily than Mrs. Scofield, Her ridicule, how 
ever, manifestly gave way to apprehension 
when a small, elder!y man steppea forward and 
announced himself as Charles T. Hooper and his 
occupation that of a picture dealer. He said he 
had peen subpemnaed, but had hitherto held 
back. When asked if he knew Mrs. Scofield he 
said he thought he did, and as she complied 
with the Coroner’s request and steod up, while 
her eyes flashed fire at what she knew was com- 
ing, he identified her asa womuar whoin March, 
1880, bought some pictures of him. 

“Under what name?” asked the Corener. 

‘Mrs. Ferris.” 

“What?” ejaculated Coroner Levy, as the 
courtroom fairly buzzed with exciamations of 
surprise, 

‘Mrs. Ferris,” calmly repeated the old gentle- 
man, returning Mrs. Scofield’s angry stare. The 
blood mantled the woman’s cheeks, and she 

could scarcely contain herseif as she angrily 
muttered “Outrage,” “Scoundrel,” ete. 

Every person in the court room eagerly bent 
forward, and for once the room was perfeotly 
quiet, as Mr. Hooper slowly told about the 
women’s ordering him to send some pictures to 
‘Mrs. Ferris at the Flerence, on Fourth-avenus;” 
how she refused to pay for them, and how he 
1 seized at .her rooms by the City Mar- 
shall. 

So violent and loud did Mrs. Scofield’s demon- 
strations and exclamations become that Corener 
Levy was repeatedly compelled to rap a fusil- 
lade of blows on the desk to quiet her. And he 
only succeeded in getting a semblance of quiet 
by telling her to take the stand and give vent to 
her denials. 

Those who witnessed her exhibition of temper 
on Monday put her down as a violent woman. 
But that incident was simply child’s play com-. 
pared with what followed. With hasty strides 
ghe rushed behind the bench to the stand, glared 
at Coroner, jurors, and reporters, and with all 
the vehemence of a desperate woman fairly 
hissed at the retiring Mr. Hooper: 

“Don’t you run away; I’ll look after you.” 

The scene in the courtroom was indeseribable. 
Mr. Ferris wiped showers of perspiration from 
his forehead. Mr. Scofield actually took an in- 

terest in the case, and every eye in the room was 
fixed on the maddened woman. 

“Madame,” ventured the Coroner, “did Mr. 
Ferris take apartments for you at the Florence?’ 

“It is positively true that I did live at the 
Florence,” snapped she, with staccato emphasis, 

and after two or three further preliminary ques- 
tions she buratinto a wild terrent ef words, 
which neither the cautions of her counsel nor 
the commands of the Coroner sould check. 

“Tlooked at some pictures,’ she continued 
with constantly increasing bitterness, ‘‘and he 
came to my house. He was so rude with me 
that I had to break his umbrella over his heaa. 
Do you deny that, Sir, [turning and frantically 

esticulating to the calmly listening Mr. Hooper 
ess than six feet away,| do you dare to deny 
that, pir? This is an outrage and I won’t stand 
it. [gaveno name whatever, and Lonly said 
send them to Ferris’s apartments. I never lived 
with Mr. Ferris anywhere. I had to 
get a peliceman to put him out, ([point- 
ing to Hooper.}] It is an outrage, Sir. I 
went to his store with some friends and 
looked at some pictures and told him to send 
them to wy apartments and I’d let him know in 
afew days whetber I'd keep them. I told him 
to inquire for Ferris. He called and took me to 
his Nassau-street store, asked me to have dinner 
with him, and we went to the Brunswick, where 
we had a glasa or so of wine. He said he’d like 
to give me some pictures. What was the con- 
sideration? [The Coroner oceasionally inter- 
posed a question.} [I don’t know, Sir. 
don’t know what he may have thought, 
Sir. See his face; lock at his face. That 
speaks for itself. [Laughter and vigorous rap- 
arp for order.| When Liooked at the pictures 
6 said a certaid one would be $60. When he 

sent his neplew to me for money I told the mes- 
senger to have a bill sent. The bill had that 
picture charged at $100. Irefused to pay it. I 
wouldn’t be swindled. Did he wantto take the 
pictures? [To the Coroner.] No, Sir, he didn’t 
Want to take the pictures. It wasn’t a question 
of pictures. [Laughter.}] He insulted me and 
ill treated me. 

Here the woman completely lest herself in the 
flood of passion. Her eyes gleamed like those of 
® Iadwoman. The color in her cheeks came 
and weut. Now she faced this way; now that 
way. Counsel, Corener, and crowd had no effect 
upon her. So rapidly did she pour out her 
words that they were scarcely understandable. 

At this most inopportune moment, when she 
had ceased her denunciation for an imstant, 
Juror Haar again arouséd all her passion by ad- 
dressing a question to her and accidentally ad- 
dressing her as ** Mrs. Ferris.” 

“Mrs. Ferris!” she almost shouted, ‘my 
name’s not Mrs. Ferris. My name is Mra, 
Scofield and I wish you’d remember it.” This 
was followed with further exclamations of 
anger and one juror ventured to remark that 
the lady? judging from ber manner, seemed to 
think the jury was on trial. 

‘You ought to be on trial” sharply responded 
Mrs, Scofield, the way you have persecuted and 
tortured me.” [(Exeitewentin the court reom. } 

During ail this volley of reproaches, defiance, 
and raving the Coroner had, unintentionally, 
continually spurred her on by kindly suggesting 
that she took the atand to deny Mr. Hvuoper's 
testimony and had not yet done it. But, almost 
trom sheer fatigue, her anger gradually faded 
away, and as she left the stand she was seized 
with a bysterical attack of weeping. This con- 
tinued for several minutes, and the listeners 
and spectators could scarcely realize the furious 
burat of anger which they had heard and seen, 
in so shert a time had it given way to womanly 
tears and silence. 

When the excitement had subsided Mr. 
Hooper was recalled, and in reply to Mrs. 8eo- 
field’s arraignment of him said that when he 
met her at his up-town store she had said she 

was afraid to ge home alone and asked him to 
sccompany her, though it was but 9 o’clock in 
the evening. On the way they stopped some- 
where, and at her suggestion drank some wine. 
They afterward dined or wined at a down-town 
restaurant. She didn’t break his own umbrella 
over his head, butin a dispute over the upaid- 
for pictures she waxed so warm that he fled and 
left his umbrella, He couldn't get it afterward. 

By this time Driver Lawrence Finnigan bad 
arrived and was sworn. He told a atraight- 
forward story and said he meét Mr. Ferris at 
the Hoffman House on the evening of the 7th 
inst. and drove him to his house, where they 
arrived at 9:35. The next night Ferris went to 
him and simpiy saying, “ You drove me home 
last night, didn’t you, John ?” left him, 

Diligent cross-examination failed to shake 
this testimony er develop auything additional 
One of the jurors wanted Mrs. Ferrie sum- 
moned, but Mr. Buck pleaded that she was vid, 
infirm, and prostrated by the Hatch tragedy 
and the jury acquiesced in the Coroner’s idea 
that her presence was unnecessary. 

Thereupon the Coroner announced that the 
ceatimony was all in, and at 5:35 began his 
10 minutes’ charge to the jury. 
Pressing wre yr nag opinion as to how Mr. 

atch met his déath, but said that suicide was 
out of the question. Remarking that essential 
portions of Mrs. Scofield’s testimony was un- 
corroborated, he referred to Detective Clark's 
testimony about his engagement by Mr. Ferris, 
and directed the jury to take Ferris’s 
explanation and testimony for what they were 
worth. Mr. Scofleld’s testimony did not, in his 
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o n, need. wetghing, and the jury m fina 
either of two verdicts. Death was either the 
result of an accident consequent on natural 
causes or was to be attributed te criminal 
actions or violence. The Coroner clesed by de- 
claring the case one of the most remarkable 
ever investigated by a Coroner’s jury, and urged 
& most careful consideration of all the evidence 
and the exclusion of foreign theories. 

ats 749 the retired, as did Mrs. Scofield, 
Mr. Ferris, and Mr. Buck. A weary wait of an 
hour ensued, and at the expiration of that time 
Juror Forrester: aroused an active interest by 
entering, calling for paper, and leaving the court 
room after a moment's conversation with the 
Coroner. All sorts of specniation ware in- 
dulged in, and many bets on the prebable ver- 
dict were made. 

At 7:10 there camo a rap on the side door to 
the court room, and the jury hurriedly filed in. 
The main door was open and the excinded 
crowd rushed in pell-mell after them, while 
Mra, Scofield and her lawyer and Mr. Ferris 
entered and teok seats. Banker Watson of the 
jury arose and explained that the jury had 
organized by electing him as Chairman and Mr. 
Forrester ag Secretary. He then gave way to 
Mr. Forrester, who arose and slowly read the 
verdict which had been written out in acoord- 
ance with Coroner Levy's instructions. It was 
signed by all the jurymen and was as follows: 

WEW-YORK, May 15. 

We, the Coroner’s J selected to ascertain the 
cause of death of Mr. N, W. T. Hatch, have caro- 
fully reveiwed the facts in the case and the evidence 
brougbt forward, come to the unanimous conclusion 
that the said Mr. Hatch, who was found dead in the 
rear yard of 64 West Twentieth-street, this city, on 
the morning of the 8th of May, 1888, met his death 
by accidentally falling off er jumping from the rear 
extension of the said premises, impeljled through his 
fear of exposure or violence, having been enticed to 
the said premises by David C. Ferris and Mrs. L. E. 
Scofield. 

There was a hum of voiees in the eourt room 
whea he had finished, but silence instantly en- 
sued when Mrs. Scofield, who had burst into tears, 
arose and tremulously said to Coroner Levy: 
**T want to ask a question, Sir; can I?’ Scarce- 
ly waiting for a reply, she went on: “ Perhaps I 
can state facts that I have kept back. You did 
not have any witnesses from the Winchester 
flat. On the 10th of March—” 

Mr. Buck jumped toe his feet and excitedly 
stopped her, and the Coroner reminded her that 
she had had her opportunity and that the hear- 
ing was new closed. 

“It was not for Mr. Ferris that Mr. Hateh—” 
she broke out again, but was finally persuaded 
to cease, though every one in the room eagerly 
strained his ears to hear. the promised solution 
of the mystery. 

While the Coroner was anneuncing that he 
should require $5,000 bail for Mr. Ferris, should 
vacate his bond of $2,500 for Mrs. Scoiield and 
require her to produce new bail in the same 
amount, Mrs. Scofield was hysterically talking 
to herself as she wept. “I'll make a clean 
breast of this thing,” she was overheard to say, 
and later she uttered in a whisper: ‘‘He was 
running away from Mr. Scofield and not from 
Mr. Ferris.” 

Finally she was quieted, and, despite Mr. 
Buck’s pleadings, the Coroner adhered to his 

revious resolution about bail. He discharged 

fr. Scefield from custedy—be had been com- 
mitted to the House of Detention—and in de- 
fault of bail formally committed Mrs. Scofield 
and Mr. Ferris to the House of Detention. 
As Mr. Ferris and the unfortunate woman 
were led away Mrs. Scofield was still erying 
and muttering to the Coroner: “I want to 
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Coroner Levy thanked the jury for their care- 
ful labors, and announeed that he should imme- 
diately lay all the papers and evidenee in the 
case before the Grand Jury. After the jury had 
been dismissed several jurymen told a TIMES re- 
porter that they took no ballots, and were prac- 
tically of one mind from the start.

A WELL-NAMED PRESIDENT. 


WILLIAM L. BULL ELECTED BY THE 
STOCK EXCHANGE REGULARS. 

The regular ticket in the New-York 
Stock Exchaage election won the day. The re- 
formers made a hard fight on the registered 
brokers’ platform and came near electing some 
ef the Board of Governors, By the result the 
scheme of creating the proposed Board of Bro- 
kers, who, by paying $500 per year could en- 
joy certain facilities for the transaction of 
their business, is practically knocked in the 
head. It is reported that one of the 


newly-elected Governors only had a ma- 
jority of two votes. The new officers 
were duly installed yesterday. James D. Smith, 
the retiring President, called the members to 
order at 10:30 o’clock and introduced the new 
President, William L. Bull, in a short speech. 
Mr. Bull was welcomed into his office with 
much cheering. He returned his thanks and 
said that the future of the Stock Exchange de- 
pended on the fidelity of ita imdividual mem- 
bers, and each must take to himself the respon- 
sibility to retain the respect of the community 
by maintaining the highest standard of business 
morality. 

He expressed the belief thatthe Exchange was 
entering upon a period of prosperity after weari- 
some depression, and he urged the members to 
show the community that they were intolerant 
of any but the most correct business methods. 
There was more cheering when he had finished, 
and then others of the newly-elected officers 
were csiled upon for speeches. The Governors 
of the Exchange held a meeting and elected H. 
J. Morse to the Vioe-Presidency.

THEIR GOLDEN WEDDING. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles F. Maurice of ‘Sing 
Sing yesterday afternoon and evening eele- 
brated their golden wedding at their residence 
on Maurice-avenue, which Mr. Maurice laid 
out and which was named after him. Heis still 
in good health, though more rebust, at the age 
of 75. Fifty years ago hemarried Miss Cornelia 
Joline, a sister of Col. Charlies O. Joline, whose 
family then resided in Princeton, N. J., the Rev. 
Dr. Benjamin Rice being the officiating clergy- 
man. Mr. Maurice was a graduate from Prince- 


ton College, aud in 1845 he made Sing Sing his 
home. Ho opened a school for boys, which, 
after tiourishing for a number of years, became 
a State institution under the control of the 
Board of Regents, and is the Mount Pleasant 
Military Academy of to-day. Mr. Maurice re- 
mained with it as an tmstructor and one of its 
Trustees. In 1860 he started the banking office 
of C. F. Maurice & Ce., which four years later 
became the First National Bark of Sing Sing, 
and is one of its Directors. He is also Seeretars 
of the Sing Sing Gas Manufacturing Company 
and an Elder of the Presbyterian Church. He 
is one of the substantial citizens of the village, 
a large number of whom assembied at his resi- 
dence yesterday to cengratulate him on the 
fifticth anniversary of his wedding day. Hehas 
had two sons, and they are both living, the eld- 
est being C. Stewart Maurice, who is the senior 
member of the Union Bridge Company, whose 
office ia in the Field Building in this city.

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MUST PAY FOR THE AMPUTATION. 

A surgical operation which attracted some 
attention in medical journals a few years ago 
was brought to the attention of the public yes- 
terday by the instituvion of a suit in the City 
Court, Brooklyn, by Dr. Matthew Howard 


to recover $107 from T. P. Hopkins for 
services rendered in amputating Mrs. Hopkins’s 
leg. This operation was performed on March 
20, 1885, after the patient, who was suffering 
from gangrene, had been treated for six 
months. The peculiar feature of the case 
is that Mrs. Hopkins had gangrene in 
both legs, and, although only one limb 
was sacrificed, the disease has disappeared 
from the remaining one also. On that account 
Mr. Hopkins, claiming that the amputation was 
unnecessary, refused to pay the bill, and when 
yesterday’s sult was begun he putin a counter- 
claim for $1,000 damages suffered by being de- 
prived of Mrs. Hopkina’s services in the care of 
his household. Dr. Howard claimed that the 
healing of one leg began before the amputation 
was decided upon, and that the leg which was 
afterward cut off showed signs of greater decay, 
as though it was absorbing the disease from the 
healing of the other leg. Amputation was de- 
cided upon only after consultation with two 
eminent surgeons. 

The jury gave a verdict in Dr. Howard's favor 
for the full amount claimed.

OLD MR. MURRAY STILL ANXIOUSLY 
AWAITED “AT HIS HOME. 


At her residence, 13 Washington-place, 
yesterday, the young wife of John Boyles Mur- 
ray, the story of whose alleged abduction has 
already been told, received a number of sympa- 
thetic callers. Neither she nor her mother, who 
was with her, could add anything to what they 
had already stated regarding the case. 

Mrs. Frederick Leiss, the mother of the young 
wife, stated to a TrmMEs reporter yesterday that 
Miss Agnes Murray, the alleged abductor, was in- 
fluenced solely by “pure ugliness.” Miss Murphy 
had opposed the marriage of her brother to 


Miss Leiss from the very first, and even after the 
ceremony had taken place had tried to separate 
them. She had no doubt also that “ Lady 
Agnes,” as the spinster sister is called at her 
home in Greenfield Hill, Conn., was anery bde- 
cause her brother had made a will leaving all 
hie property to his young wife. Mrs. Leiss ex- 
pressed the belief that one of the objects hoped 
to be gained by the abduction was that Mr, Mur- 
ray might be influenced to make another will, in 
which his wife would be left only her legal 
third interest. She wanted it understoed that 
her daughter cared very little about the prop- 
erty. She wanted her husband returned to her 
because she was devoted to him, and because 
she knew that after having depended upon her 
for so long he could not get along without her. 

It was not a “money marriage,’ she said. 
There was no need of that, as her own family 
was welltodo. It had been intended to push 
legal proceedings yesterday for the recovery of 
Mr. Murray, but Mrs. Leiss stated that she and 
her daughter had accepted the advice of Bron- 
son Murray, the old gentleman’s brother, that 
such proceedings should be delayed fora few 
days in order that Mr. Murray might have time 
to recover from the shock of his forcible re- 
moval from his home. A warrant for Agnes 
Murray’s arrest has been issued, however, and 
will be served as soon as the young wife deems 
it expedient. 

Mrs. Murray stated yesterday that she felt 
very keenly the diegrace inflicted upon her by 
the stories set atioat by Miss Murray to the 
effeet thatshe had not been legally married to 
her brother; that she was detaining him in the 
house against his will, and that the old man was 
being influenced @ /a Diss Debar. She ex- 
hibited her marriage certificate with much evi- 
dent satisfaction as a refutation of these calum- 
nies, and referred to the friendliness toward her 
of allthe other members of Mr. Murray’s fam- 
ily as supporting her olaim that she had been 
all to her husband that any wife could have been. 

When a TIMES reperter called at the house 241 
West Fourteenth-street yesterday afternoon the 
bell was answered by a very dark young man, 
whose face wore an ugly scowl, and who re- 
fused to say whether Mrs. Stevenson was at 
home. Inquiry in the neighborhood resulted 
in showing that the house is occupied by 
one Benyon, who is said to have married a 
daughter of Mrs. Stevenson, a sister of the 
girl Alice who assisted in oid Mr. Murray’s 
abduction. It was also learned that at 1 
o'clock yesterday an old man, who perfectly 
answered the description of Mr. Murray, was 
brought out of the house by two men who 
placed him in a carnage. An elderly lady, 
whose description tallies with thatof ‘“ poem 8 
Agnes,” the sister, stepped into the vehicle wit 
the old man, and it was then driven a to 
Seventh-avenue, where it was lost to sight. 

Mrs. Leiss and Mrs. Murray believe that Mr. 
Murray has been taken to Lady Agnes’s home in 
Greenfield Hill, Conn. Their only regard is for 
the old gentleman’s health, they say, and they 
cannot restin peace until they know that he is 
not suffering as a resultof his harsh treatment 
by his sister. 

A gentleman eonnected with the law firm of 
Evarts, Choate, & Beaman called at the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court yesterday afternoon. 
He said that the firm he was connected with 
represented Miss Agnes Murray, sister of John 
B. Murray, the aged millionaire, whom she is 
charged with abducting. The gentleman said that 
he had come to court to protect the interests of 
Miss Murray, as he had learned from the 
newspapers that a summons rad been issued 
against her, and that there would be an exum- 
ination in the case during the afternoon. He 
was informed that a summens was issued for 
Miss Murray and Miss Stevenson, but it had 
not been served upon the defendants, as Court 
Officer Kelly, who had been intrusted with the 
task of serving the summons, had been instruct- 
ed by the counsel for the defendants not to act 
in the matter. Therefore the case would not 
come up in the police court for the present. , 

Counsel for Miss Murray said that it was not 
true that a writof habeas corpus had been issued, 
at least so Mr. Day of Lord, Day & Lord, who, it 
was asserted, were the counsel for the young 
wife of the aged banker, had informed him. He 
declined to go into details abeut the case, as he 
said that it was the outcome of a family quarrel 
of no interest whatever to the public, but he 
said that Miss Murray, in removing her brother 
from the house in Washington-place, had 
been actuated by the purest and most disinter- 
ested motives, The aged millionaire had fallen 
into the hands of designing people, the lawyer 
said, and he had begged hia sister to take him 
away. The story given out by young Mrs. Mur- 
ray was an outrage on Miss Murray, and those 
who gave publicity to the story were actuated 
by malice. He declined to say where Miss Mur- 
ray had taken her brother, but said that the old 
man was receiving proper care and kind treat- 
ment, and was perfectly satisfied.

OLERGYMEN IN CONVENTION. 

The twenty-second annual ‘convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Diovese of Long Isl- 
and began at Garden City, Long Island, yester- 
day morning. There were very few persons in 
attendance except the clerical and lay dele- 
gates owing to the inclement weather. Fifty 
churches were represented by lay delegates, and 
about 75 clergymen were present. Bishop Lit- 
tlejohn officiated at the services in the cathedral, 
which began at 10 o’clock. Prior to the com- 


munion services the Bishop read that portion of 
his annual address having special reference to 
the spiritual work and progress of the diocese. 
At the conclusion of the service the delegates 
adjourned to the chapelin the basement of the 
cathedral, when the Bishop, as President, 
called the convention to order at 12 
o'clock. The rules of the order govern- 
ing last year’s convention having been 
adopted for this year, the same officers were 
reappuinted as at the last convention; Secretary 
—The Rev. T. Stafford Drowne, D. D.; Assistant 
Secretary—The Rev. Edward T. Cooper, D. D.; 
Treasurer—William T. Wall. The Bishop then 
appointed the standing committees and fol- 
lowed by reading the remainder of his address, 
which consisted of a résumé of the secular work 
and financial standing of the diocese. The 
cathedral foundation and the endowment re- 
sources had not been materially benefited dur- 
ing the past year, the increased revenues which 
it was anticipated would accrue from the 
Stewart estate, in accordance with Mrs. Stewart’s 
will, being retarded by the contest of that 
document now in progress in the courts.

FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS IN THE GE- 
SCHEIDT-FELLOWS INVESTIGATION. 


The examination of witnesses before Ref- 
eree Davenport in the proceeding against Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows for an accounting as Ref- 
eree in a partition suit of the Gescheidt estate 
‘was yesterday morning resumed with the taking 
ef the testimony of August Reimert, a nephew 
of the counsel for the heirs, to whom Col. Fellows 
declares he paid the proceeds of the partition 
sale of. the Gescheidt property. The witness 
said that in 1861 he was employed in his uncle’s 


office, and identified certain papers as being in 
his own handwriting. His uncle left for South 
America in 1874, and H. Daly, Jr., called upon 
him, and, saying that he had been substituted as 
attorney for Anthony Gescheidt, demanded 
whatever papers there were in the office relating 
to the suit. 

After some parleying about the payment of J. 
B. Reimert’s bill some of the papers were sur- 
rendered, among whioh was a certificate of de- 

osit in the Union Trust Company for $1,400, 

e had prepared a statement of the money due 
Reimert, and now identified it when produced, 
and said there were other disbursements for 
which he had no vouchers. The papers were 
surrendered upon the distinct understanding 
that Mr. Reimert’s bill was to be paid, but it 
never was paid. He thought Mr. Reimert could 
easily be communicated with through the mail, 
but when Mr, Hill asked his address the ques- 
tion was objected to and the objection was sus- 
tained. Counsel for Col. Fellows asked: “‘ Have 
you any knowledge that Col. Fellows turned 
over the proceeds of the partition sale to your 
unele?” Witness answered, “No.” An affidavit 
made by Administrator Bernard Hoffnageil in 
1873 to certain payments made by him for the 
estate, offered by Mr. Hill,"was excluded by the 
Referee. 

While waiting for Henry Daly, Jr., to putin 
an appearance Henry M. Geaoheidt, referring to 
a polnt at issue, said: “I told you that in your 
oftiee when we were trying to adjust the 
amounts.” Here Mr, Hill interrupted with as- 
perity, ‘I never met you in my office with any 
proposition to adjust thoamounts.”

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A BREAKIN WHEAT AND CORN. 


REASSURING CROP REPORTS 
BRING PRICES DOWN. 

There was something of a break in wheat 
and corn yesterday at the Produce Exchange. 
The weather has been more favorable for the 
crops, and more satisfactory reports from the 
grain-produeing districts were among the causes 
that helped to send the prices down. There 
was no falling off in the great interest that has 
béen taken in the market for several days.

‘June wheat closed at 965g, nearly 2 cents lower 


than Monday’s closing prices, and there was a 
similar drop in the other months. Corn fol- 
lowed suitand May declined 2 cents, while other 
options fell off 14g to 15g cents. The sales of 
options in these articles were not nearly as large 
as on the preceding day. 

Advices from Chicago were both bullish and 
bearish, witn the bear advices predominating. 
The market there was reported to have fallen off 
lecent and this naturally had an effect on the 
New-York market. Some of the New-York men 
who have been West for the purpose of satisfy- 
ing themselves exactly as to the condition of 
the grain prospects have returned home, and 
what they said — the subject was very 
attentively listened to by the brokers, and 
their reports may have had an_ effect 
on the market. he price is still too 
high for the exporters to take a 
hand in the buying, and there was nothing done 
in actual wheat. When the market began to 
rise frightened shorts rushed in to cover, and 
the decline is but the natural result of the bull 
fever that has been rampant for the past few 
days. 

William H. Wallace and F. E. Dare, who were 
among the men that have been sizing the pros- 
pects up in the grain-growing district, were 
both on the floor of the Exchange during the 
day. Mr. Wallace, in speaking of his trip, 
said: 

“Tam pretty well satistied that the crop of 
Winter wheat has been considerably damaged 
by the weather, but whether it is so bad as has 
been made owt lam not prepared to say. My 
observation of it was mainly from the car win- 
dows. In the Spring wheat-growing districts of 
the Northwest | made a eloser inspection, and 
traveled as far as Winnipeg and up the Red 
River country. From the people I talked with 
and from what I saw myself I am of the opinion 
that the prospects are very good. Although there 
has been some delay in seeding, owing to the 
weather, almost all of the crops are now in.”

INSURANCE REORGANIZATION, 

The reorganization of the Fire Associa- 
tion of New-York under a new name and a new 
management was effected yesterday afternoon. 
P. B. Armstrong of the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company had offered the old Board of Directors 
100 cents on the dollar for all the stock of the 


company, or enough of it to control the organi- 
zation. At yesterday’s meeting 985 out of the 
2,000 shares were sold to Armstrong and his 
friends for $98,500, and several of the old Di- 
rectors, who would not sell, came into the new 
Directory upon Armstrong’s terms. All but 9 
of the old Board of Directors of 36 resigned, and 
16 new ones were elected, inciuding in their 
number Joseph Fox, President of the Columbia 
Bank; John Dickson, President of the Holbrook 
Manufacturing Company; <A. F. Troescher, 
Treasurer of the Brunswick, Balke & Collander 
Company; Otto Von Hein, O. R. Meyer, Will- 
iam Kegert, C. S. Braisted, and J. W. Mack. 

President Franklin Allen resigned and P. B, 
Armstrong was elected in his place, and J. C, 
Hatie was elected Secretary to fillthe vacancy 
which had existed in that office over two 
months. It was at once resolved to have the 
name of the company changed to the Mutual 
Exchange Fire Ineurance Company and to in- 
crease the capital stock from $200,000 to $300,- 
000. The company will hereafter issue only 
participating policies and has made its interest 
limit to stockholders 10 per cent.

MESSRS, ALLEN AND .ANDERSON REOR- 
GANIZE THE QUARANTINE BOARD. 


Secretary Mellen of the Board of Quaran- 
tine Commissioners was atrifle surprised yester- 


~day morning when Charles F. Allen and George By 


W. Anderson walked into the office of the board 
and announced their intention of perfecting an 
organization. He had read in THE Times that 
Mesers. Allen and Anderson had been appointed 
by Gov. Hill to succeed Thomas C. Platt and 
David W. Judd as Commissioners and that they 


had been sworn into office Monday night by Jus- 
tice Morgan J. O’Brien, but he had not expected 
them to be so expeditious in their movements. 

The new Commissioners were evidently ina 
hurry. They met at 11:30 o’clock and at once 
organized by casting two votes for George W. 
Anderson as President of the board. Then they 
adjourned until 1 o’clock Thursday. They had 
expected to find Commissioner John A. Nichols 
at the office. They would not have been sur- 
prised to find Mr. Platt there, as they were 
under the impression that he was desirous of 
retaining an effiee which he had prevented Gov. 
Hill from filling while the Legislature was in 
session, though he had sent the names of Col, 
F. D. Grant, Gen. James McLeer, and other 
Republicans to the Senate. They learned 
that Commissioner Nichols was not in the city, 
and that Mr. Platt had not been at the office 
since Jan. 13. Mr. Piatt was appointed a Quar- 
antine Commissioner in 1880. Commissioner 
Judd died Feb. 6. The commissions of Messrs, 
Allen and Anderson were dated May 14, so that 
Gov. Hill lost very little time after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature in signing them. 

Charles F. Allen lives at 153 West Ferty- 
fifth-street, and is about 50 years ofage. He is 
Chairman of the Tammany Hall Committee of 
the Twenty-first District. For many years he 
was in the employ of the Great Western Marine 
Inaurance Company, which retired from busi- 
ness about a year ago.

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CLAIMING PART OF THE PROFITS. 


A suit has been commenced in the Su- 
preme Court by W. H. Peokham, Administra- 
tor of the estate of Mrs Eliza Jane Walker, 
against R. H. McDonald & Co. for Mrs. Walker’s 


interest in the patent medicine known as Vine- 

gar Bitters. This suit involves the novel point 

of a community of ‘interest, which has never 

been adjudicated in this State, but has been de- 

bret in California and in some of the Southern 
ates. 

Rk. H. McDonald, as manager for the proprie- 
tor, ran the business under acontract to pay 
over 25 per eent. of the proceeds, and in the 
several years he did pay over $669,000.

THE ELECTION POSTPONED 


METHODIST BISHOPS TO BE 
CHOSEN TUESDAY. 

THE PROPOSED PLAN OF CONSOLIDATING 
THE CHURCH BENEVOLENCES RE- 
JECTED BY THE CONFERENCE. 

The Methodist Conference refused yester- 
day to adopt the report of the General Con- 
ference Commission on Consolidation, Unifica- 
tion, and Reorganization of Church Benevo- 
lences, As this commission was appointed four 
years ago, and after much labor had prepared 
an eluborate scheme, the result of yes terday’s 
debate was somewhat astonishing. The op- 
ponents took the view that if the report wes 
adopted the number of collections would be 
lessened, and that the separation of home and 
foreign missions would have dire results. 

There was alittle skirmishing also upon the 
all-engrossing topic of the clection of Bishops. 
The section favoring Thursday as election day 
was beaten by thoss in favor of delay, Tuesday 
next being uttimately fixed as the day for the 
election to take place. 

When the sossion opened only 30 or 40 dele- 
gates were present. Chaplain McCabe protested 
against the non-attendance at prayers, and 
asked a delogate.to call his brethren in. Alaugh 
Was raised when one delegate replied that 
they would not come, as they were too busy 
electioneering. The Rev. C. G. Trusdell of Chi- 
cago conducted the religious exercises. Bishep 
Andrews presideu. 

The report of the General Conference Commis- 
sion on Consolidation, Unification, and Reor- 
ganization of Church Benevolencea was then 


takenup. The principal points of it were as fol- 
lows: 


It seems to your commission to have been the 
judgment of the last General Conference that the 
time had come to make further modifications in our 
benevolent societies. As certain readjustments of 
charters will be necessary to accomplish this pur- 
pose, we therefore recommend the adoption of the 
Tollowing resolutions: 

Resolved: 1. That the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church be and is hereby 
directed to obtain from the State of New-York a 
new and amended act of incorporation under the 
name of “The Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church,” preserving the iden- 
tity of the corporation, or making the new corpora- 
tion the legal successor of said Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

2. That the Board of Church Extension of the 
Methodist xpiscopal Church be and is hereby 
directed to secure @ new and amended act of incor- 
poration from the State of Pennsylvania, under the 
corporate name, “The Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension of the Methedist Episcopal 
Church,” preserving the identity of the present cor- 
poration, or making the new the legal successor of 
the old corporation. 

3. That the Sunday School Union and Tract So- 
ciety of tho Methodist Episcopal Church be and are 
hereby directed to obtain from the State of New- 
York anew and amended act of incorporation con- 
solidating the two societies under the corporate 
name of the Board of Sunday School and Tract Pub- 
lications of the Methodist Episcopal Church, said 
act of incorporation to preserve the identity of the 
present societies in the new corporation or to make 
the new corporation the legal successor of each and 
both the old corporations. 

4. That a commission to consist of one of the Bish- 
ops and one minister and ove laywan from each 
General Conference district be appointed by the 
Bishops, whose duty it shall be to determine, at the 
earliest day possible, what property hold for mis- 
sionary purposes in this country by the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Xpiscopal Church shall be 
conveyed to the Board of ome Missions and 
Church Extension, and also to makean eyuitable 
division of the assets of said missionary society, 
and, further, to provide for a snitable division of 
moneys received in payments of bequests made in 
the namo of the Missionary Society of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church. 

The commission then recommends wholesale 
amendments to be made to the Book of Dis- 
cipline. Among other things it is provided that 
the administration of the connectional benevo- 
lent work of the church shall be intrusted to 
five separate Boards of Managers, as follows: 

1. The Board of Foveign Missions of the Method- 
ist Kpiscopal Church, having its office in the city 
of New-York. 

2. The Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, having 
its office in the city of Philadelphia. 

3. The Board of Education of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, having its office in the city of 
Now-York. 

4. The Freedmen’s Aid Society, having its office 
in the city of Cincinnati. 

5. The Board of Sunday School and Tract Publi- 
cations of the Methodist Episcopal Church, having 
its office in the city of New-York. 

The further amendments provided for the con- 
struction and working of the various boards. 

Dr. Flood of Erie opposed the report on tho 

ound that the people of the Methodist church 
1ad been at work in the present manner for 
years. He did not consider it advisable to make 
any change at present. 

Dr. Queal of Auburn said: “I am opposed to 
the report. In my opinion the new plan would 
lessen the number of coliections for benevolent 
purposes, and they ought rather to be in- 
sreased.” 

Dr. Dearborn of Kansas opposed the report on 
the ground that it was crude, and that suflicient 
time had not been expended. 

Dr. Kynett protested against this. The re- 
port presented might not be the best that could 
be made, but it was nota crude pian, and had 
had four years of thought. 

The Rev. James Coote of Watertown moved 
that the report of the committee be sv amended 
as to consolidate the Board oi Education and 
she Freedmen’s Aid Society. This was lost bya 
vote of 156 to 246, the colored delegates voting 
jolidly in the negative. Then the Conference 
by an almost unanimous vote resolved not to 
adopt the report, which caused a delegata to 
shout, “Glory to God.” 

Dr. Olinofthe Wyoming Conference, Chair- 
man of the committee to which had been referred 
the question as to whether the Conference 
would be ready to elect Bishops on Thursday, re- 
ported that, in the opinion of the committee, it 
would not be advisable to proceed to the elec- 
tion until Monday, May 22. 

Dr. Flood said: “I move that Thursday be ap- 
pointed as the day on which to: elect Bishops.” 

Dr. Olin said: **We should not proceed with 
the election of Bishops until this Conference is 
satisfied in its judgment how many and what 
Kind of Bishops should be elected. It is the 
judgment of a large majority of the committee 
that this Conference will not be ready to proceed 
to the election of Bishops until May 22. I be- 
lieve there is no occasion for being in a hurry in 
this matter. If we decide in haste, it may lead 
us to penitential tears before the next quadren- 
nial conference.” 

Dr. Brush of Dakota—I do not see any neces- 
sity for being hasty. Membersof this General 
Conference are strangers, and while many men 
are known, there are other men of superior 
merit who ought to be rewarded. If there are 
slates and combinations I don’t see that we 
want to try and smash them. I believe firmly 
in the sense and honorof this Conference, and 
believe that wecan’t afford to be in a hurry in 
a question of such moment as this. 

r. Olin—I have perfect confidence in the 
straightness of this body. 1t has been said that 
there is a design in this postponement. So far 
as Iam aware thero is no design. 

On a Vote being taken Tuesday was fixed for 
the election by a large majority.

A LADY OF REFINED TASTES,

MRS. STEWARTS LITERARY AND DRA- 
MATIC PREFERENCES DESCRIBED. 

A mysterious lady in black, wearing a 
Leghorn hat, which shaded but did not conceal 
a pale and interesting face and a pair of large 
blue eyes, was the centre of attraction in the 
crowded Surrogate Court room yesterday during 
apart of the hearing in the Stewart will con- 
test. Her presence was like aray of sunshine 
on a desolate life. She had nothing to do with 
the case, but merely dropped in with a friendly 
lawyer as a spectator. It was not surprising 
that she soon grew tired of the proceedings, and 
withdrew from the admiring gaze of the group 


of lawyers and witnesses congregated in front 
of Surrogate Ransom. 

The cross-examination of Henry G. Hilton, 
who signed the third codicil to the will of Cor- 
nelia M, Stewart, widow of A. T. Stewart, was 
resumed by Mr. Joseph Choate. The witness, 
who isason of Judge Hilton, testified that he 
was 31 years of age, and his acquaintance with 
Mrs. Stewart dates back as far as he could re- 
member. He saw a great deal of her and was 
familiar with her habits. The only business that 
he ever 6aw her transact was when she signed 
the third codicil of her will, but he bad a dim 
recollection of having seen ber sign other papers 
in the presence of his father. The witness carried 
messages and presents to her from bis father. 
‘Tbe gifta were little, trivial things. He also car- 
ried mail matter and money to her. He was in 
the habit of making daily visits to her after Mr. 
Stewart died. Invariably these visits were in 
the morning about the breakfast hour. When 
he witnessed the signing of the codicil he heard 
his father say to Mrs, Stewart: * Well, have 
your own way.” or words to that effect. The 
ligures§ $25,000 and $50,000 were written in 
the codicil in her presence. She tried the pen on 
a blank piece of paper before signing her name 
to the codicil, aud also asked the date of the 
month. 

Mrs. Stewart read Tue Times every morning. 
She hada box at the Metropolitan Opera House 
and at Niblo’s Garden and waa fond of the 
theatre. She was a frequent patron of Wallack’s, 
Some of ithe Hiltons or the relatives invariably 
accompanied her to places of amusement. At 
the time of the Vanderbilt will contest she 
mentioned it and said she could not understand 
how any one could contest a will. She had an 
unbounded affection for her husband, and her 
pet name for him was “ Honey.’”’ She said that 
he always regarded Judge Hilton in the light of 
a son and advised her to have implicit confi- 
dence in him ifanything happened. I[t was in 
accordance with her husband’s wishes that she 
made the transfer of property to the Judge 
and made him her adviser after the death 
of Mr. Stewart. Once she wanted the 
Judge to take her to see ‘‘ Hazel Kirke” 
at the Madison-Square Theatre, but the 
Judge said he liked fun and not tears; conse- 
quently she and Mra. Smith went tothe matinée. 
Judge Hilton once advised her to make Miss 
Nellie Clinch a companion, but Mrs. Stewart re- 
plied: ‘“‘No, [don’t want her; I preter to be 
alone.” She complained that the Smith family 
bothered her by tryizg to make her do what she 
did not want todo. Prescott Hall Butler and 
Judge Lawrence Smith, at the time she made 
the transfer to Judge Hilton, wanted to know if 
she knew what she was doing. She replied that 
she did, and was simply carrying out her hus- 
band’s will and wish. 

*Didn’t she say that sho felt bound to carry 
out Mr. Stewart’s will and wish?’ asked Mr. 
Choate, emphasizing the word will, a copy of 
which he held in his band open at the clause pro- 
viding for the disposition of the estate for the 
penefit of the heirs by Judge Hilton and recom- 
pensing him with $1,000,000. 

“TI do not pretend to qnote her words, but I 
donot mean to be understooc as referring to 
any testamentary doeument.” 

The important expressicns by Mrs. Stewart 
were made in 1881, about She timo that the wit- 
ness became engaged. She congratulated him 
on the event and at that time spoke about the 
house he now occupies.

YOUNG LOCKWOOD HELD TO ANSWER 
FOR SWINDLING, 


John P. Lockwood, the wayward son of a 
fashionable merchant tailor, who was arrested 
ou Monday night at the Grand Central Station 
charged with swindling a number of persons 
with worthieass and forged checks, was arraigned 
yesterday at the Jefferson Market Police Court 
before Judges Duffy. He is a young man of good 
appearance and excellent manners. Two com- 


plaints were mads against him, although there 
were a number of his victims in court prepared 
to testify agains$ him. 

Max 8. Rohman of the firm of Michaelis & 
Rohman, dealers in gentiemen’s furnishing 
gools at 14 West Twenty-tnird-street, com- 
plained that Feb. 28 Lockwood purchased at the 
store severa! articles of neckwear for $5 50 ana 
gave in payment for the bill a check for $22 
drawn on the Clase National Bank to the order 
of John Gleason and signed W. W. Wail. Lock- 
wood said that the check was perfectly good, 
and indorsed it. He received $16 50 in cash. 
The next day the check was returned from the 
bank as worthless as W. W. Wall, who is a 
caterer at 792 Sixth-avenue, has no account 
there. Mr. Wall was shown tho check and pro- 
nounced it a forgery. The other complaint 
against Lockwood wis made by George D. Car- 
roll, of Dempsey & Carrol}, stationers at 36 East 
Fourteebth-street, who cashed his worthless 
checks for $42 and $11 50. 

Among the other victims of young Lockwood 
are the Hotel Bartholdi Company, whom he 
swindled out of $119 81; H. L. Mathey of 1,097 
Broadway. $41; Thomas G. Mosher of 1,107 
Broadway, $5719; J. J. MeEntee of 1,121 
Broadway, $19 07 and $68; Hotel St. Mare, 
$165; Charlies Delmonico, $200. and the Gor- 
haw Manufacturing Company, $65. 

Lockwood, who refused tu make any state- 
ment, was commitied to prison in default of 
$2,000 bail.

THE USE OF THE HARBOR. 

The Pilot Commissioners recently re- 
ceived a letter from President L. J. N. Stark of 
the Dock Board, in relation to tho bili, which has 
been passed by Congress and is now in the 
hands of the President, placing the regulation 
of anchorage in the Bay and harbor and im the 
North and East Rivers under the control of the 


Secretary of the Treasury. C. B. Horton had 
written to Mayor Hewitt, saying that the Presi- 
dent wished information on the subject of the 
biil, and the Mayor sent the letter to President 
Stark. The Pilot Commissioners talked over the 
matter at their meeting yesterday, and decided 
that the bill would be bencticial to the shipping 
interes*a of the city. The Harbormasters 
formerly had controi of anchorage, but for three 
years or so there have been no Harbormasters. 
The bill passed a short time ago by the State 
Legislaturs: giving the Dockmasters the powers 
of Harbormasters restricts these powers to 
wharves, bulkheads, &c., 80 that there has been 
practically no control whatever over anchorage, 
except in immediate proximity te the water 
front. 

For these reasons and because an officer ap- 
pointed by the State would have no control on 
the New-Jersey side of the North River, the 
Pilot Commissioners think it wise for the Gen- 
eral Government to take control. According to 
the bill the Secretary of the Treasury will es- 
tablish an anchorage groun’% and take all neces- 
sary measures for the enforcement of such rules 
as he shall make. ‘The violation of these rules 
will make the owner or master of the violating 
vessel subject toa fine of $100, which may be 
recovered by libel in any United States District 
Court for the district in which the vessel may be.

MURDERED BY HIS BROTHER. 

Macon, Ga., May 15.—From Fancy Bluffs, 
in Glynn County, this State, comes news of a 
tragedy in which a 9-year-old boy murdered his 
6-year-old brother. Tho father is Col. John R. 
Willlamson, one of the most prominent men in 
his section of the State. He, with his family, 
had just returned from a journey, and the chil- 
dren were put to bedin the same room. After 
they had said their prayers Mrs, Williamson 
joined her husband down stairs, Five minutes 
after they were startled by the report of a gun 
in the boys’ room. When Col. Williamson 
reached the door the elder boy was standing 
in the open door. In reply to the question 
“What happened?” he replied: “Oh, itis ali 
right; nobody is hurt.” The father and wother 
pushed into the room. On the bed lay their 
youngest child, his head literally biown to 
pieces, The weapon was a_ heavily-loaded 
shotgun, and must have been hold withina few 
inches of the victim. The unconcern of the 
youthful murderer was appalling. We admitted 
the killing, but said, laughingly: ‘*What’s the 
good of a brother anyway?” Col. Williamseun 
says thutthe young murderer must bo either 
half-witted or insane. The brothers had always 
appeared to have great love for each other.

leg, has just been condemned toa fortnight’s 
imprisonment and to expulsion from the pleas- 
ant boulevards and the glittering cafés, where 
he had pursued his calling with such impunity 
for a considerable time.

The advertising agent of the 
Black Rock Tidy seeks ‘“‘three only” for Sat- 
urday, the scarlot-letter night of the week, and 
when refused exhibits a copied paragraph of 
ten lines, which is blotched by typographical 
po avd oould be bought for35 centa, card 
ratea, 

But the most persistent and inventive of all 
this hydra-headed nuisance is the professional 
and his family. The latter appear in all shapas, 
cousins, uncles, and aunts, as well as mother, 
wife, and son, and are very sensitive to position. 
Anything beyond the orchestra railing is an 
affront to the family dignity and to be repudi- 
ated with biting sarcasm. But when you meet 
the real article of actor, at least actors in the 
sense of an only means of support, however 
frall the latter may be, then tender the 
best’ in the house and lots of it or 
prepare for a withering tirade againat 
the revolting stupidity, ingratitude, and con- 
densed meanness of individual managers.

CONVICTION OF A SWINDLEPR. 

Henry MacMahon of 18 Laight-street, was 
convicted yesterday in the Court of General 
Sessions of having sentthrough the mails letters 
inviting persons to purchase counterfeit money 
ofhim. His letters were sent to him under the 
alaisotJ. D. Ramsden, at the cigar store of 


Louis Simon of 410Canal-atreet. Simon had be- 
come suspicious about the letters received by 
MacMahon and reported the matter to the po- 
lice, who arrested MacMahon as he was leaving 
Simon’s store with several letters which he had 
just received. He claimed that he bad merely 
called for the letters for a friend of his whom hoe 
represented as the genuine Ramsden. 

One of these letters was written by the pris- 
oner, and had been returned, as the pcrson to 
whom it was addressed could not be found. In 
this letter the prisoner represented that his 
partner had the secret of making a metal which 
could not be distinguished from gold, and con- 
tained a bogus Sun Francisco newspaper clip- 
ping stating that experts had declared a quan- 
tity of this metal to be genuine gold. 

This is the first conviction which has been ob- 
tained for this offense in some time, three per- 
sons charged with ‘ereen-goods” swindling 
having recently been aequitted, The pevaity in 
MacMahon’s case will be from one to five years’ 
imprisonment.

NEW RAILWAYS IN THE PYRENEES. 
Madrid Dispatch to the London Standard, 
The Spanish Government has reopened 
negotiations with France for the creation of two 
new lines of raiiway across the Pyrenees, one 
passing through Canfranc,in Upper Aragon, 


and the other along the Noguera Valley, in the 
district of Lerida, Catalonia. The Cortes will 
vote a sudsidy of 40,000 pesetas per kilometer 
for both lines, native capital being offered in 
Saragossa and Barcelona for the whole anmrount 
required. The only serious difficulty in both 
countries is the resistance offered by military 
men and many politicians, on the ground of the 
dangers that might result from the opening of 
two tunnels in a great natural mountain barrier, 
separating nations that might take different 
sides in future European wars. France patron- 
izes the railway via Aritge to Lerida, because 
that would give a quicker and more direct land 
route across Spain to Carthagena and the Med- 
iterranean ports of the Peninsula which are 
within o few hours by steam from hor Algerian 
possessions.

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FOLLOWING THE TROUT 


THE ANGLING SEASON NOW 
FAIRLY OPEN. 
FINE SALT-WATER FISHING IN WATERS 
NEAR THE CITY—RARITIES CAUGHT 
NEAR BY—THE TARPON RECORD. 


The trout fishing season may now be 
said to be fairly open after a backward and 
tantalizing Spring to the lovers of angling 
for the beautiful fish. The law has allowed their 
capiure since Apri) 1 in most parts of the State, 
but outside of the preserve fishing on Long 
Island little has been accomplished by the fly 
caster or more modest trout plodders. The re- 
ports of the past week. however, have stirred 
up the true angler’s fever in the hearts and 
minds of those who love to fish in the mountain 
brooks and broader rivers and to penetrate to 
the glassy lakes of the deep wood. Encouraging 
news comes from even so far north as the Adi- 
rondacks that the ice is breaking up inthe lakes 
and the snow water running out of the rivers. 
The guides are sending the cheering words to 
the anglers to come in ten days or two weeks, 
while there is a chance for the lakers this weok 
im'some localities. 

As a result there are lively times in the tackle 
shops, and the fiymakers are busy filling out the 
orders. Old rods, battered and strained in the 
battles with the finny giants, are being rofitted 


and braced up for new work. A number of par- 
ties will start for the fishing grounds next week, 
and many wore are making their arrangements 
to follow soon after. The fishing clubs in Penn- 
sylvania and the Forest Preserve region of Del- 
aware and Sullivan Counties in this State have 
already visited their leased grounds in a few in- 
stances, and have caught some nice fish. This 
week excellent catches will probably be taken, 
as the streams fall after the recent rains, The 
early flies for these regions are the brown and 
ginger buckles, beaver kills, Montreals, profes- 
sors, duns, neversinks, coachmen, and other va- 
riations of the old stand-bys. 

The Long Island rush is ovor. [t has boen 
a suecessful Spring for the skilled anglers, 
though recently there have not been so 
inany fish taken as at the beginning of 
the season. May and June are the  suc- 
cessful months for trout in the northern 
part of the State and Canada. After that the 
all-year anglers will drop down on the St. 
Lawrence and the great lakes and rivers to work 
tor black bass. The gentlemen anglers, who 
are not burdened with the cares of a busy busi- 
ness life, begin the yearin Florida with the big 
king of herring, the tarpon. They studiously 
arrive in the city just in time for the Long Isl- 
and trout fishing, and then work their way 
north as the strawberries ripen and the apple 
blossoms appoar. The salmon fishing carries them 
into early Summer. Then their steps are re- 
traced and the hot season spent in the lakes and 
rivers for bass, perch, pike, pickerel, and mus- 
kallonge. The Fall finds them wrestling with 
the big striped bass, bluefish, and other salt- 
water tishing, and itis no sooner finisbed than 
the tarpon are leaping in Southern waters. 
There is nota weok in the year but that the 
angler can tind means of gratifying his piscato- 
rial desires if time and money are at his coin- 
mand, 

The Maine trout waters are still pretty much 
in a state of icy bonaage, and in many portions 
of that State the bueckboard would have to be 
transferred to runners in order to carry the 
fisherman to his favorite haunt. The Bangor 
anglers have the laugh on the trout fishormen, 
as they are taking salmon on flies within the 
city limite. 

‘The fishing in the salt water aajacent to New- 
York has iso improved wonderfully in the 
week, and while no great catches have been 
made the fish are showing themselves and run- 
ning into the rivers. Even a weaktish has been 
taken in a netin Gravesend Bay. It is remark- 
able for even a stray weaktish to show himseif 
60 early, and the old fishermen were astounded 
when the fish was taken. Bilacktish have ap- 
peared at their old baunts off Fort Wadsworth, 
and are being taken in some quantities with hand 
line and rod and reel. Clam bait, sandworms, and 
shrimps are tempting morsels for them, and 
with light tackle the scientific tisherman can 
find considerable sport in taking them in. 

Along the Hudson River, on the west side, the 
ery has gone forth that the bass are running, 
and not a few boats have been out for them. 
Two and three pounders have been taken and 
some good sport obtained already by fishermen 
who have been faithful iz looking for them. At 
the foot of One Hundred and Eigath-street sev- 
eral catches of fine fish have been taken olf a 
clam and mussel bed, some little distance from 
the shore. All the way along the river to 
Spuyten Duyvil the tishing has been quite good. 
White worms have proved the best bait, as the 
fish seem to care little for the sandworms at 
times. The most suceessful bass fish- 
ermen find good strong tackle neces- 
sary in managing the fish, as they aro 
strong and vigorous. The rod, while 
not necessarily heavy, should be of well-sea- 
soned, strong material, and not too supple or 
flexible. {tis great fun (for the striped bass) if 
a light rod, gracefully bending and curving like 
2 whip, is used, but for the navice it will bea 
day of sorrow and disappointment. The fish 
will in their powerful movements secure a bit 
of slack line aud sluke themselves free. Along 
the river-front near the striped bass grounds 
there are boathouses where bait and boats may 
be obtained and directions received as to tke 
most likely places. Some large bass have been 
taken in the shad nets this Spring. They were 
evidently following up the shad, as the big ones 
never go far up the river. 

The sea bass are also arriving, though in lim- 
ited quantities as yet. They appeared in the 
Fire Istand Channel, and a few were taken last 
week. Several were also caught in Gravesend 
Bay. The tishermen who have patronized the 
Fishing Banks steamer have been quite success- 
ful so far this season with little codfish. They 
weigh from half a pound to a pound, and are 
caught just off Sandy Hook. Porgies are duo in 
a week, and then the salt-water season may be 
said to have begun, though the blue, weak, and 
king fish and sheepshead come later. 

To those who are interested in the salmoa 
stocking im the Hudson the news of the catching 
of nine tine fish in nets in Gravesend Bay will 
be pleasing. The fish were excellent ones, 
weighing about 10 pounds each. Mr. Biackford 
secured them and afterward sent them to the 
Down Town Association, where, before they 
were cooked, they attracted much attention. 
Many anglers went down to look atthem, and 
exchanged opinions as to whether they were 
not destined to throw @ fly forsalmon with suc- 
cess in the Hudson in the near future. 

The tarpon season is over, and a most exccel- 
lent season it has been according to the many 
reports that have been received from the Flor- 
ida anglers during the Winter and Spring. The 
stories of big ones caught and big ones lost 
would fill volumes, and the visitor to the South- 
ern hotels who did not at least get one on his 
line was considered a cad in fishing cireles. I? 
half the tarpon reported to be caught were’ 
really secured the sport has been most excellent. 
It has certainly received a greater impetus than 
ever before, and next Winter will undoubtedly 
tind the Florida hotels crowded with tarpon en- 
thusiasts. The tackle dealers will benefis by it, 
and the man who tukes his fish will be happy. 
Yhe fishing journals have given much space to 
the tarpon fishermen, and the American Angler 
has tabulated the principal catches, besides giv- 
ing exhaustive hints as to the method and 
tackle to be used in the capture of the king of 
herring. 

John G, Heckscher of this city was fortunate in 
takinga fish of 184 pounds with rod and reo). 
Senator Quay secured a fish of 1874 pounds, 
but caughtit with a hand line, so it does not 
count among anglers, and Mr. Heckscher is cred- 
ited with the best tish ofthe season. Other 
anglers console themselves, however, in the 
thought that they had hold of tish which, be- 
yond a peradventurs, would have swallowed 
Mr. Heeckscber’s prize with ease and then called 
for more. According to the American Angler, 
the record at the Tarpon House, Punta Rossa, 
for the season is 89 caught with rod and reel, 
and the San Carlos people claimed 61 secured 
in like manner. ‘These fish were caught in the 
Charlotte Harbor neighborhood. Ono fish of 
154 pounds was ffnally captured after the reel 
had broken. Somo of the fish were very 
yigorous, making suecessive leaps into the air 
in quick order. and then darting off 100 feet of 
line with a mighty whiz. They took on an 
average two or three hours to bring to gaff, 
while with some it was almost an all-day job.

WHAT ATTRACTS THE EYE AND EAR OF 
THE VISITOR AT THE ASYLUM. 

One of the most attractive musical enter- 
tainments in the elty is that given at tlie 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, Tenth-avenue, be- 
tween One Hundred and Thirty-sixth and One 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth streets, every Satur- 
day forenoon, between 11 and 12 o’clock. It is 
known as the ‘‘ children’s service.” The choir, 
consisting of 100 voices, is modeled closely after 
the German JLiedertafel. The singers are 
most carefully chosen, after froquent and thor- 
ough trials, and the resuits of constant 
and rigid training are apparent. A _ choir 
of children is always difficult to handle with 


good effect, but several years ago a balance was 
Struck which nas since been continuously 
maintained and even improved upon. The 
singers have long since been gradaated from 
the Juvenile School of Music, and now render 
fluently and harmoniously the finest and most 
difficult German songs and hymns. Among the 
favorites with choir and visitors may be epn- 
Inerated “Dies ist der Tag des Herrn,.” by 
Kreutzer; “Esist bestimmt in Gottes Rath,” 
by Mendelssohn, and * Herz, was zégerst Du,” 
by Abt. Similar musical treats aro also offered 
by the children Sunday morning between 10 
and 12 o’elock. Musical vritica pronounce this 
choir to be the finest aggregation of children’s 
voices in the city and probably in the United 
States. 

The Hebrew Orphan Asylum is, apart from ita 
musical attractions, a very pleasant place in 
which tospend half u day. fhe grounds are 
spacious and very beautiful at this time of 
year, the building is large and handsome, and 
the interioris far from disappointing. it is 
worth a long trip to see the boys at drill. Jesse 
Seligman, President of the society, recently 
presented the youngsters with 200 handsome 
rifles. Their delight was unbounded, and they 
have shown their appreciation of the gift by 
becoming thoroughly adept in the handling of 
the rifles. 
of the Police Sergeants of tha city, and their 
evolutions are superier to those of many mili- 
tary companies. 

The asylum has been in existenee 60 years. It 
was formerly at Seventy-seventh-street and 
Third-avenue, but the accommodations gradual- 
ly became insuflicient, and four years ago the 
children were removed into their present band- 
some building. The location and surroundings 
were found to be of great benefit to the health of 
the inmates, and at the time of thé writer’s visit 
there was not a single child on the sick list. The 
institution houses 500 children—about 300 boys 
and 200 girls—whose ages range from 3 to 14 
years. The plan of treatment is to give them a 
good elementary education and then (fit 
them for some useful vocation in 
life. One hundred and, seventy boys 
and girls attend Grammar School No. 43, which 
is close at hand. Superintendent Herman Baar 
is very proud of the deportment of those who 
are permitted to go outside to school, whieh 1s 
about as near perfection as any equal number of 
children in the country can show. He exhibited 
to the writer ono month’s record of the ehildren 
attending Grammar Schooi No. 43. It was as 
follows: “Excellent” or ‘good’ in conduct, 
169; ‘disorderly,’ 1. He was asked to show 
the fleures for another month, with this result: 
“ Excellent” or * good,” 166; “ inditferent,” 4. 
All of the other 330 children attend the primary 
school connected with the institution, to which 
is attached a kindergarten. 

After leaving school the boys are encouraged 
to learn a trade, or placed in mercantile houses. 
By tar the larger number prefer the latter occu- 
pation. The asylum has attained so high a 
standing that the boys are in great demand by 
Jewish merchants, who realize that they are 
thoroughly aGisciplined, weil-behaved, and ed- 
ucated beyond the average of youth of the same 
age. Kight of the boys are now attending the 
Jewish Technical Schoolintnis city. The girls 
are trained with an especial view to the 
performance of domestic duties. Many former 
inmates of the institution, however, are now 
pursuing other and more lucrative avocations, 
and Superintendent Baar never fail to men- 


tion that one of his former girl pupils is now a | 


full-fledged notary public. The Hebrews aro 
famous for caring for their own poor and sick, 
and preventing them from 
charges. Notwithstanding the fact that the an- 
nual expenses of this institution are from 
$50,000 to $60,0C0, no contribution has ever 
been solicited. Its only sources of income are 
voluntary private subscriptions and certain 
allowances from the city. The building and 
grounds at present occupied by the asylum cost 


| $400,000, for which, unfortunately, the society 


was compelled to go into debt. These bonds are 
not yet cancelled, and most of them bear inter- 
est at 3 per cent. Every prominent Hebrew in 
the city is either an officer or a patron of this 
asylum. The ladies are espeeially active in the 
work, and are frequent visitors at the institu- 
tion. The present officers of the society are: 
President—Jesse Seligman; Vice-President— 
Henry Rice; House Committee—Emanuuel Leh- 
man, Chairman; Morris Tuska, N. Neckarsul- 
mer, A. Woif, Jacob I. Bamberger, James EL

SOLD UNDER FORECLOSURE. 
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CAREER OF LATIMER E. JONES RE- 
CALLED. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 15.—The estate 
of about 850 acres, with costly buildings and 
iinprovements, made famous as the Orange 
County Stock Farm by the erratic and extrava- 
gant operations of Latimer E. Jones, and situ- 
ated in the townof Warwick, this couaty, was 
sold at Goshen on ‘Saturday under foreclosure 
of mortgags by D. W. Esmond, Referee. The 
property was originally the consolidation of 
several farms purchased in 1880 by Collis P. 
Huntington, the California miilionaire, and 
which he titted up at great expense for a 
country seat. Mr. Huntington sold the prop- 
erty in 1884 to a party named King, who soon 
transierred it at an advanced price 
to Latimer E. Jones, who immediately pro- 
ceeded to build on 10 a racing track, a hotel, 
extra stables, and other accessories of a tirst- 
class breeding and training farm, and to stock it, 
regardless of cost, with choice blooded horses 
and horved cattle. Jones's sky-rocket career as 
a stock breeder, and the downfall which lodged 
himin jailon charges of swindling Lawyer b. 
L. Ludington of New-York City and others out 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars are fresh m 
public memory. 

The sale on Saturday was made under fore- 
closure of a lirat mortgage execnted Sept. 8, 
1554, by King, the purchaser, to Arabella D., 
wife of Collis P. Huntington, for $25,000. The 
preperty was knocked down for $27,750, which 
sum just about cevers principal and overdue in- 
terest and costs, to John R. Conkey, a wealthy 
nglishmnan, who, if is suid, will reside upon the 
estate. It is estimated that Jones squandered 
at least $100,000 in connection with his owner-

THREE GOOD SIORIES. 


Lonpon, April 21.—One has often heard 
of the mythical old man of the mountains, but 
it would seem there is a veritable old woman of 
the mountains more terrible than he. I met the 
other day Mr. H,, her Majesty’s Consul at 
Zanzibar, en the cast coast of Africa, who told 
me the foilowing tale of this redoubtable person, 
which well nigh outrivals Mr. Rider Haggard’s 
“She.” Mr. H.’s jurisdiction extends over 
an area of 2,000 miles, allof which he is sup- 
posed to visit in his official capacity. Lying 
toward the interior of the country is a range of 
impregnable mountains, over which reigns su- 
preme arich and powerful Queen—Kabutu by 
hame. So terrible is her reputation, and so 
greatly feared is she by the natives far 
and wide, that she is never called by her 
rightful appellation, but is designated aa 
“Tho Woman Who Lives Over There,” witha 
wave of the arm toward the frowning hills. 
This Queen has two sons, who rule provinces 
under her to the north and south. She is par- 
ticularly antagonistic to white men, iegarding 
them not only with abhorrence but with an im- 
placable hatred, dubbing them as monsters, 
wizards, anddealersinmagic. And so wellisher 
warlike attitude toward them understood that 
no white man has ever dared to penetrate into 
her presenee, or indeed desired to do so, since 
instant death is the least evil that would follow 
on his temerity. Mr, H., however, was de- 
termined to interview this Queen of the mount- 


ains. He therefore started inland with a strong 
armed guard and twenty interpreters. It was a 
long tour days’ march through the jungie before 
he reached the outlying territory on the 
south over which reigned the son 
of this terribie monarch. This King 
being of a wore pacific nature and pos- 
sessed of considerable curiosity, consented to 
receive the white wizard, and even went so far 
2s to say he would speak a good word for him to 
the awful Kabutu, and, thus encouraged, the 
Consul proceeded on his way. But after another 
day’s journey his interpreters came to him in 


-great perturbation and teld him they had re- 


ceived secret warning from some friendly na- 
tives that Kabuiu was preparing to greet them 
in her own peculiar royal style—a dungeon 
tor Mr. H., with perpetual imprisonment to be 
terminated only with execution, and the slave 
stakes and torture for hia servants and guards, 
On hearing these sanguinary prophecies, 32 of 
his men at once deserted ana tled, preferring pos- 
sible death in the trackless jungles to falling iuto 
the hands of “The Woman Who Lives Over There.” 
Mr. H. was thus rendered almost defenseless, 
and, though knowing himself to bein the greatest 
danger, dared not show the least fear er appre- 
hension. He prepared to push on further, and 
would undoubtediy have fallen a victim to 
Kabutu’s cruelty had not a messenger arrived 
secretly from the friendly son, entreating him 
to go nofurther, and saying that his mother’s 
rage and fury at the white monster’s presump- 
tion knew no bounds; she was already gloating 
over the varied forms of torture wherewith to 
punish him. He further offered, at the risk of 
his own crown, tu bave Mr. 4. conducted back 
in safety; but the journey must be performed 
at night and with the greatest circumspection. 
Taking all things into consideration, Mr. H. de- 
cided. to accept the friendly King’s offer, and 
quietly moved off and out of the dan- 
gerous neighborhood. His way lay for miles 
and miles through dense jungies and morasses 
before the berders of civilization were reached. 
The ferocious Kabutu atill remains unvan- 
quished and unseen by the white man, but Mr. 
H., who returns to his consulate in August, 
intends in October to push his wayinto tho 
very presence of the terrible one. In those de- 
lighttul regions pounds and pence are unknown
